duce and diſſeminate to an univerſal beneſit , under the covert 
ard eclipſe of a balhful ſilence : and if he know and well conſider

It's true , though it may be anſwer'd, 
That the Reformation in Divine things, in Religion , in Worſhip, 
was the ( ardinal work of School=Drvines and Miniiters ; ( yet we 
are not of opinion that the tenth part of Learning ſtood or fell with 
the (lergie) yet we ſee Tour ſelves, honoured Patriots, gave heat, 
warmth, motion, and life to the ſame ,or elſe, in Humane Reaſon, it 
might have prov'd abortive : They were the Door to ſhew the way, 
but ye the Hinges on which it turn'd; *Tis not deny'd, but gladly 
confeſs'd , we Jews cauſe to ſend our thanks and vows to heaven 
louder then moſt of Nations, for that great meaſure of Reformation 
and Truth which we enjoy : but he who this ks we ave to pitch ony 
terts here , and have attain'd the utmoſt proſpect of 'Reformas 
tion , That man , by this very opmion, declares himſelf to be far 
ſhort of the banks of it , 2 of wh,t the deſires and thoughts of 
gd ingenuous men look for.

For if the Archetype be no! good which is in the wnder- 
ſtanding, the imnation of it will hardly prove capable 


of ſurecſ/e, or perpetuity ;, and it the conſtitution of 


remedies, In their bulke, in their entity, in their 
horizon, do {quaretoan 1ll-afteGed, or ill-aſpeted 
politionz what will not the drſeaſes of them too, in 
th-ir crndit ies, heterogenieties & impurities, add tothe 
aflition and griet of our languiſhing brother ? It's 
againſt the haire for Natwre to ſeek helpfrom an E- 
nemy, froma ſecond diſeaſe, excentricke, as bad, 
and ſometime worſe then the mherent, the foul dif- 
eaſe ofthe medicine; whereby ſhe muſt needs fall 
into a greaterpert], then if ſhe were totry the com- 
bare onely with the ficknelle : but ſhe deſpiſeth 
theſe dreames of Phylitians, and doth loath them 
and fly from them : Inſomuch it appears, that the 
errors. ignorance and implicite confidence in Phy. 
ficks is not the diſcaſe, or heFickofthisage, but 
our very conititution: and not ſo much the conſt 
tution and temper of our reme4ies and welicinss, but 
the diſea/trof them, & ſicediametro,are tobe com- 
plain'd of, and wotth our (eriousteares: all which 
we can reterre juſtly to noother Authorthen Cuſtome 
and her Adberents, which hath been extreamly dil- 
advantagiousto the whole round of Phyſick, and in 
nothing more,then m the Pharmeporetich part. Its 
an error tributary to the Cuſtome-hon/e of moſt 
mens opinion to thinke there can benothing found 
ia. 
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in the Sciences, better then whiat hath been found 
out by the 4xciexts, anc foine conceive not ſo much 
as what the wearing of Phylick is, or what they are 
o0d for * Now I know. Ithall be (ouner def /trute 
of leiſure, then of proote lufficient co evince, that 
the 100 great Reverence bornto Antizarty, is an er- 
ror exticamly prejudicial to the adyancement of 
Scienets,yea, lo prejudiclall, that til! ie be r« zected, 
it is impoſlibleany »ew learning can be acquired; 
which may beone reaſon to prove, thar weare far 
from knowing all weare capable of. But there is 
nothiag wherein our neccility of acquiring new 
knowledge, is more apparent then in phyſich - for 
although that no man doubts that God hath furniſh- 
ed this Farth with all things neceſlary for x to 
conſerve him therein, in perfeF heeli;b, untill an 
extream oldagez andalthough there be nothing in 
the world ſo deſired as theſe things, fo that hereto- 
fore it hath beenthe ſtudiesof Kings and Sages 3 yet 
experience,and a few papers ſhew, we are ſofar from 
having it wholly, that oftentimes a man is chain'd 
to his bed by ſmall diſeaſes, wbich the moſt learned 
Phyſitians underſtand not, and onely make them 
rage more by their remedies, when they undertake 
toexpell them; wherein the defect of their art, and 
the neceſlity of perfefting it, is ſo evident, that 
for thoſe who underſtand not what the meaning of 
Phyfick is, it is enough totell them, that ir is the 
S:rence which ſhould teach lo ly to under» 
ſtand the nature of man, and aff things, that may 
ſerve him for mnetriment s or remedies, that it might 
be eaſe for him, thereby to exempt himfelffrom all 
k inds of diſeaſes. I

It isto be lamented ſeriouſly, and the ſubje@t of 
our {crious lorrow it is, but more of our wonder, 
when weconlider, how ingeniouſly elaborate they 
arc in otberprofe}ſtons and weehanick arts , and how 
they dayly recerve advancement, and aſcend by the 
a of new diſcoveries, neerer towardstheir per- 
fe&ion ;, but in this of Phyſick, how cold, and dul 
they are in their moſt ſer:ous dilquilitivns hitherto, 
though charity towards our neighbour be penally com- 
mended, that it is now 10 its Apogeo, Or retrograda- 
tion, Except it meet in Cazrmi, in conjunition with 
the body ot the ſunne of z#r#1þ ; torall things have 
remain'd moſt obſcure, and for the moſt part, 
moſt falſe, and thoſe things which ſhould chiefly 
conduce to the ſcope of healing , are not touched 
with {6 much asa finger, 

To what end tends the Anatomy of theſetwo 
thouſand years, with thoſe tedious leftures, if the 
Sanation of diſeaſes, be not more happier at this 
day, then ofold # what meanes that tearing and 
Cadaverous difſeftion of bodies , with that curi- 
ous inſpetion and mnquilition into the capillary 
veines, if we may not learn by the Errors of the 
Ancients, andifwe may not makean emendation 
of thoſe things that are paſt # 

.. Letitnot be toldin Gath, nor publiſhd in As- 
kelon that the Genivs of the Facliſb Nation, now 
madea Common-wealth, ſhould be folow, ſo bale, 
andſo beggarly, to daunce after the pipe of meer 
whiflers, to be the Hinch- boys of ArifFotle, and con- 
fine themſelves to theprnciples of thoſe,” who are 
asa dark lanthorne ina thick night; asit we had 
no brick to make, without raking the ſtraw, and 
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ſtubble of Galen, Hyppocrates, Myfne and other bud.

of medicines would be dowe, without the Leaven of 
theſe Tare-gatherers, Have weno Smith in Frgland 
that we mult thus foot it over to theland of ſuch 
uncircumciſed Philiftims > Its rted of Ceſar 

that he on a day fecing weakhy angers have lie. 
tle dogges and monkres intherr armes, and that 
they made marvellous much of them, be asked them 
i the women of their Country had no Children? wile. 
ly reproving them by his queſtton, in that they be- 
{tow-d fs Lon * love and affetion upon bruit 
beaſts, which they ſhouldhavebefrowed upon ra- 
tionall Creatures Artiſthenes anſwered one very 
wiſely ,/ that told bim 7/arenias was an excellent 
player on the flute, but heisa naughty man, ſaid 
he, orelſe hecouldnot befo cunning at the flute.

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French proverb termeth them,after the manner of the 
Grecians , who call him a book-Pilot, which hath not 
the ſure and certain knowledge of the things that he 
{peaksof 3 meaning thereby, that it is not for a man 
totrulſt tothe underſtanding he hath by read- 
ing io things that conſiſt in the deed doing where 
the hand is to be ſet tothe worke : no more then 
the otten hearing of men tatke and reaſon of paint- 
ing, or the diſputing upon Colours, without taking 
the pencill in hand, can ſtand a man in any ſtead at 
all,to make him a good Painter. Letlilence in the 
Galeniits then, be accounted as a ſacrament, ſceing 
their Parext in Phyſick, was not at all known in 
preatechnal Philoſophy : or Fhe poor man had never 

in all his life the happmnefſe tofee fo much as Roſe- 

water . His ambitiontobe Principatein Phyſick, in 


ſuch a poverty of know] had bin alittle excu- 
{able; if onceat leaſt, hehad had the knowledgeand 
ill, toextraQt any red} principle out of anything, 
and ſo tight bave and been cring'd to, 


as Monarch ofPhylick; and not ſo eaſily expos'd 
himſelf, to be a laughing-ſtock to poſterity and 
ingenious heads of h1s time, by his huge volumes 
and blew Comments on diſeaſes. 

I wiſhI hadnot occafion tobewaile, when inthe 
concentrations of my mind, I am led to conſider 
the falſity of that ſaying,not lefle vain and unfſuc- 
cesful, then common; that when the Diſeaſe is 
known.t's halfe way to the cure z; ſothat the other 
halfe, is left asthe alone, and proper worke of me- 
dicines, but how unable, lamentable experience 
will teſtifie. This isthat hath amus'd me, that the 


Schools inthe Remedies of Diſeaſes, both of ſimpler 
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and their mortarien labour of Compoſitions, have 
apply'd themſelves to the threed-bare and ſhort- 
eoated deſcriptions and diſcourſes of Heat and Cold; 
both in the Craſes of things, with theNature, Ele- 
ments, temperament, humors, powers; that asout of 
the Monocracy and lingle-ſol'd intemperature of the . 
Ljver, = haverendred us perhaps two hundred 
Diſeaſes ;, {o out of this Binary of Heat and NY 
have builded their taciſpenſable Diſpenſatory, 
utter'd to us a thouſand medicines, 1n antipodzan 
poſition to the diſeaſes of our Country. What 
more grofle and palpable thicke darkneſs and ig- 
norance? Asifthe whole make of the wniver/e, with 
fuchan infirrity and alterity of Natwres, were to be 
patch't up with the two hig-leaves,of Heat and Cold : 
As the prepoſterous ignorance of the Conſtitution 
of man in generall, and ofthe quiddivies and Diboties 
ofthings, 2s of that one the-eſſence of the bloud, 
with that Diananizing of thofe Terra del fogo'ror 
incognita s, the ſcene of humours, beyond the ling 
and Azrerica of Nature, and (olid truth, hath obte- 
nebrated the whole table of Phyfick, by undue in- 
diſtm&tion ; fo hath it been a meancs to uſher in 
that incongruous form of xn«dequat remedies, and 
thereby to become a labor ious cheriſher,to deyolye 
and heape up one huge balfe of all the languiſhing 
miſeriesand Calamities on man ſince Adam, 
Behold, what can any of the whole /3fteave, or 
batch of medicines of the ſhops doto that copious 
company of incurables, that they haye rang'd and 
reckoned.as deſperate: For ctthem they have gt- 
yen but a {light touch; and made a litle and mai- 
den-lke baſhful mention, and introduced onely a 


pal. 
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palliative cure, and left the reſt to the providence, 
rotection and compleating of Nature, and kitchin- 


_ : ſothat 1n theend it appears, how full of 27 
Ca 


amity and deſperation their engines are , too 
— and weak to defend naizre, or make 
any aflault and battery upon the Eenemy ; when 
they ſhall bring almoſt all diſeaſes intothe Catalogue 
of incurables, or turne them over to ſerye out their 
Oo; with the number of them, who are 
tobe cured by change of Aire, diet and kitchin-Phy- 
feck;that for the molt part ſome of thoſe xo0uonrinirac 
or Triacle ſellers, or lome old woman muſt cure, 
whom the great —_— and skill cf Phyſitians 
have left as uncurable, and then goabouut to excuſe 
their ignorance and temerity, with a ſalva inobedi- 
entia egrorum circa diets regulas non itrife ſervat as, 
Ah alas! how many abſurditics and abuſes are 
committed with theſe deceits, which to the world 
are not yet ſufficiently known. 

But we have juſtcauſe to hope, atleaſt to wiſh, 
that Thyſitians willnow at length ſuffer themſelves 
tobe inſtructed, from thc autoptical/ unſucceſſetul- 
neile of their own HIED, what ſtraw devices, 
what leane, wile Heights thar thoughts have 
ſuggeſted to flatter their ſtarv'd hopes : And to 


me 1t isan Argument not to be (lighted, that the * 


ſchools, and Fhyſitians of our daies, begin tobe fen- 
ſible of the :zgnominy caſt upon them, and their 
ert, by the {(lingof vulgar tongues, from their infc- 
licity of curing; that they now are perſwaded, to 
look a little back to chymick remedies; that now 
there isa bridge from Ga/exy to Paracelſur, and they 
can calily removetheir Land-marks, and negating 
C3 the 
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the foundations oftheir own art, they can as indif. 
ferently and promiſcuouſly uſe any chymick reme. 
dies, and molt miſerable poylons, as thoſe, which 
their Pr/penſato ries have deſcrib'd,, andt..ken upon 
truſt; inſomuch the Galeniſes fearing to be out« 
gon, whar by the Collier Chymiit and the Chymericall 
contemplative Chymilt, and perceivin 8 the dulneſle 
both of the remedies, and_ Ib:orems of their Patron, 
can a little bend the hams ſuppled with the oyle ot 
fmooth and implicite credulity,and an idle lazy (ub- 
ſcription, and havenow ſtoop'd to that infatuated 
principle of 1artars of Paracelſ#s his own coin. 

This makes me ſee,that the Corrupt opinion ahd 
indeayour of Politicks, have caſt no little darknefie 
on the glory of gray-hair'd experrence; haveforfaken 
her ſtandard principles,and have reduc'd mars mind 
from the greatmeſſe of works to the [aalnefſe of ob» 
Hque and circulatory way of intelligence , ſpecule> 
tion , the alone Patron of rdleneſſe, and lazineſe, 
which weakly underſtood,and violently put im pra- 
Giſe, hath made a Shembles, rather then a Sid nary, 
to butcher men violently, and devoure and deſtroy 
them infenſtbly, then giveeaſe or faccour. 

For there is nothing more hard, more inhumane 
and full of Cruelty, among all huwane 4rts,through 
ſo many ages undertaken and uſurp'd,then that arz, 
which by a concentrick ſxbſcyiprion doth mgke new 
experiments by the deaths of men, where the Earth 
covers the vices,the errors & fraud of its profeſlors; 
who having never touch'd ſo much as to the bark & 
utter ſhell of knowledge. and although they creep 
on their bellies all daics of theirlives, and feed upon 

the duſt ofthe earh apt to be blown away by way 

pu 
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fe of ſolid truth, yetthink they are in the third 
wel Phylick, and /ight of nature, and by read- 
ing of Ga/en and Ariitotle,conceit they haverifled her 
rich Ti m—_ trac'd her tootſteps toa haire, and 
exatly ſurvey'd the whole field and rewnd of Nature, 
But verily they who think fo, it they be ſuch as 
have a ' minde large h to take into their 
thougts a generall jurvey ot naturall and humane 
things, would ſoon prove themaſelve: iathat opini- 
on, far deceiv'd, and would ſoon tie up their 
ton diſcerning themſelves allthis while, like 
the high flown, ſelte.conceited Laodicea. For while 
they preſumeand deem they keep the keyes of the 
ſcience, do yet neither themſelves enter into the 
Cloſet and inner parlour of Natare, nor will they admit 
willingly others that would. 

I thought once tohave becalm'd this See of diſtra- 
Qion by the golden Trident of chymice/ Theorem's, 
whom as a Lady of honowr I have courted, and de- 
voutly kifs'd, and to whom, I am not aſham'd to 

rofefs. I ow my ftrift obſereance;but alas and alack. 
tr wo/I could tad no reſt here:1 found too much of 
theleaven of Chryppus , whowas thefirſt that pul- 
led Phyſick out of experiencebe put it intoopinion: 
T3 ip lus mrdtleornc Tis 4 ernbaing wir pegrri'Gorris, Were 
a generation of men, m Plats?s dates , and the line 
it ſcemes is not yet extindt, Becauſe therefore I 
cannot foole my own creduhiy fofar, as to fit down 
to an implicite conformity, coapt up and tamur'd 
within theſe paper walls and finding it a ſhaughter- 
houſeof humaniry, andtoconfpire to the extirpati- 
on of whole families and Common-wealths, (the 
beſt part of the world,) and fcriag I plow in the

this Common-Wealth; and that there might be 
ſome courſe taken in the body of Piyſlick, in this 
Nation,t hat the ſqualid diſeaſes of Phylick and me- 
dicines might be cured ; without which,no hopes of 
ever curing the ſickneſles of the body of man - this 
therefore ſhall be the ſteerage , the taskeand period 
of this diſcourſe, to prove, 

That the whole mode , method and body of 
Phyſick, as it is now preſcribed and praQiſed, with 
the deſires of wed men, groans for a reforma- 
tion. 

I thinke, I ſhall haveno juſt Cauſeto complain 
of any thing. but that it is indeed too copious to be 
the matter of a diſpute, or a — rather to be

Towrite in that in which theres no beaten path,

among the publick Benefaftors of civiland humane 
life, equal, nay above the Inventours of wine and 
oyle': for I health, is a farredearer, farre 
nobler and more deſireable cheriſhing to mans life,

In which work, he whoſecourage can ſerve him 
togive the firſt onſet, muſt look for two Hydra's of 
ſeveral oppolitions; the one, from them, who would 
exact the tunnage and poundage of all knowledge 
and $skill, and exciſe all ingenuity and Autergie;

This 
only-is defird of them who are minded to j 
hardly of thus maintaining, that they would be 
and heare nll out, nor thinke'tt cqualtroanfwer de.

Treaſuries of wiſdome; or as it ſhe hd wow forſaken 
the thirſty and laborjous inquiter , todwell againſt 
her nature with the arrogant and ſhalow babler. 
Suck is the ſweetneſle of gaza , thazevery one brags 
o% and with love admires their confu/ſtons and w;/+ 
celanies of medicines, which they ca!l wazi/irall 
Receits: Butthe more ſecret things ,which ingtimes 
paſt rendred Phyfitians;that were lovers of labour 
very famous, by the ſtupity'd droufincfle of 'Phyſis 
tians, contracted by the opmm of dull ignorance and 
ſloth,arenowſlipp'd into the hands otApothecaries, 
and old women, 

Thefirſtthat we meet with, who will needs be 
Phyſitzans are thole, who truly are not educated 
and inſtrufted to this, but prompt of nature,whoſe 
Genizs leads themto it, ſay they, and are cut out, 
and are ated for it, whole bare inclination, 
and thetickling itch of gaiz is the Aſcendant, da- 
ringany thing, which they have heardto bave pro- 
fited ho without any diſquiſition, it1on, 
and diſcrimination of cauſes : For thence have al- 
moſt all the experiments of the Schools flow'd 
forth : which Galex hath confirm'd by the example 
of his maſter Huintioe. For making experiments 
by the deaths of men,the Schools call their graduats 
moſt wn Others, that are vulgar Phyſicians, 
had rather heal yulgar only, eotheletbes ive 
their Councells: ſome alſo of fayour only, , be- 
ing 
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ing ask'd; but the moſt part for the ambition of 
bonowr that they might be eſteem'd as wiſe men,pol.- 
ſelle this innate kindot vice. - Ofthe ſame fort are 
thoſe deceivers, who would ſeem to berich, and 
therefore give all their avtniſtrations gratis, to the 
dejirnitjon or caſnall health of people. To theſe ſuc- 
ceed they, who covert not woreys, but gifts, leſt 
they ſhould ſeem below the condition of great and 
noble men, and deſcrve nothing they ſay, but doit 
for acommon good, Thelike to theſe are they, 
who confelle truly that they are not Phyſitians, but 
haye great skill in Phyſick, and have their ſecrets 
and receits from Kings, Emperonrs,Sneens and great 
Ladies: For theſe are wont to ſuborn-the middle 
ſort of people, which do extoll the priceof the me- 
dicine. Others there are who turn themſelyes into 
Phyſctians, who haye been old Souldiers, and now 
left the watres, brag cf, 'and ſhew their wounds, 
and thereby thiok, ,and perſ[wade themſelves they 
have got great experience- Someof the Clergy alſo, 
Prieſts and poor Scholars, that have nothingelſeto 
do muſt now turn Phyſetians. Some filenc'd mini- 
ſters and outed of their benefices, lay hold upon 
Phyſick, and commit force and violence to her 
bode. that ifone fails, t'other may hold,and think 
their Latin, and their Coat, the grand Charter, to 
entitle them to the practiſe in Phylick. There are 
a generation alſo who pretend to/ſtrology,Chiroman- 
cy. and why not to Coſcinomancy ) to Phbyſiognomy tO, 
= tamper with Phyſcch, and by ſchemes, Angles, 
and Confienraions predict not only diſeaſes, but the 
Curealſo, and ſo thinke themſelvesable Phyſotians, 
and the rather, becauſe they are now maſtersot Art, 
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in, and inſtituted by, the heavenly Academy, and 
Colledge of ſtars . Others ſcrible upon paper, ( not 
the innoxious words of 84/owor,) but CharaTers, 
charms asthey call them, whereby Diſeaſes, as well 
as Devils are chas'd away, and croſſe themſelves be- 
fore and behind, leaſt the Devil ſhould take him a- 
way, writing powerfull words. - There are alſo, 
who are well knownin divers 1dioms,and pretend to 
ſpeak Chaldrack, Arabick or Dalmatich, and arc loden 
with manyarts; at laſt vaunt only de watheſs or hi- 
ftoriis : Many of theſe know nothing lefle then to 
make the Phyloſophers ſtone, and carry about them 
propagable mines, with a per ll ferment. There 
are they again who pretend to be baptiz'd Jewes 
( more wicked then the not baptiz'd ) who have 
tearn'd from the Kabala to mortifie wercury divers 
wayes, and alſo to prepare poyſons variouſly, 
which are good againſt all difeaſes, and many more, 
They brag of the Hebrew tonpue to cor:tzin the fun- 
daments of all ſciences, and the grand (ecrers of 
States, and Common- Wealths, anc! are big with 
the foreknowledge of futures : They ofreti che rhetr 
Rabbiner, the book of Neboloby, withthelirtle k 
of Salomon, from whence they can read things paſt, 
as well as tocome. Others alſo aflert the medicall 
art to be heredr/#xry, andtorun in the line of their 
own proermy althoughthey be all fools orXnaves.And 
then at laſt. if theſe cannot be acconnted of _—_— 
en, they have a ſureCard they think to play, an 
to befare they will be receiv'd among mower: and 
to that .end brag of the coſarctick faculty, of fweet 
oynrtments, oytes and mes; andtheart to pre- 
(erye their beamty, or repair it if ruin'd: Anda 
hundred 
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hundred to one, it they have not afling at the Cele. 
ftiall fhone too, of Armenia, whereby they can cure 
alarge catalogue of diſcaſes : for theſe are cut out 
of the ſame hide with Greeks and Jews; any thing 
wil. 1erve, to cheat the credulous yulgar of their 
money, when it's known to all that know any thing 
of Phylick, that that civine blew ſtone, is but Ko- 
man vitriol, ' that ts to be had at every Druggiit and 
Apothecarie: ſhops, and 15 us'd by every horſe-leach» 
There is alſo a tugitive kind of men from the family 
ot the Chymrſtr, who while they brag of {elet and 
precious — ſe}] nothing lefle then poyſons, 
and take all liderty of lying to the deluded 1gno» 
rants: Thee fugitives being epoſtate [diots from the 
Chymiit; furnaces. But the Schools do with greater 
ſecurity, and aboveall, with a moſt liberal autho- 
rity impofethetr things upon mortalls. | For when 
we ſhall cor to ſhew by the inevitable determi- 
nation of truth, that 4 have been hitherto igno- 
rant of the knowledge of d:ſeaſes,and their remedies, 
not knowing the efesce of a remedie, in itstruena- 
ture, endand/uſc 47-25 alfo ignorantot the know- 
ledge of apler (as wefhal ſhew anon their prepar- 
ation, conjun@ion,and appropriation: In the mean 
tine, they promcte their 8cho/ars : This man be- 
catiſe he hath Latix and Greek, a DoGor or Chi- 
rwrgian to bis Father + Another becauſe he is madea 
# of Arts, hatch heard and read lectures : Ano» 
ther alſo becaufehe hojds ro Feclid's elements, and 
brags he is for him 4 or that he hath learn'd ro di- 
{oe me fs Pieyitek —_ 2 Ly ws 5 
+cill ro . fromhis daily mg 
ebooks and ſubriſe problematicall diſpating upon 
tvery propoſition z ſo that in three years they are 
E 2 chang'd 
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chang'd into very learned men. : Wherefore they 
read the voluminous books of Galen, Avicen and 
the ixterpreter 5. 'Then they revolve Herballs, where. 
in the ſhapes of herbs are decipher to the life; 
the which if they have not yet. known very 
well, they areſent to the _ and gatherers of 
fimples, with this mandate, that when they have 
well known the efigie-of the imples, they may re- 
turntotheirle&ions, which, with much and long 
ſtudy they have c ollefed out of divers Authors,that 
they may learn the powers of flimples and com- 
pounds together with their applications : They ſes 
alſo cadaverows (eftions, and hear and learn the Ga» 
lenicall Larrey, the metbod of healing, the uſe of the 
parts and differences of pal/es, and then when th 
have thus Jearn'd to ſol-fe, they lanchforth intothe 
fea of dilcaſces to cure them, with that confidence 
and prefumption, as if they had been atit a ſcore of 
years,and look for ſalutations 12 ſcoreoff, We pit- 
ty the miſerable condition of wankind obnoxious to 
ſo many internall calamities, and expos'd toſo ma- 
uy external outrages and yiolences of ſuch ignorant 
pretenders z who when they have cruelly kill'd a- 
ny Mag-ſtrate or great man, under theblack and diſ- 
wall rales of the Schools , fly. to their 
SanGnvry, avd taketheliberty and boldneſle, as of 
law, tobring him to; and call it the incarableneſſe 
of his diſeaſe, and every where have their patrons 
andaccomplices : So much the more miſerably do 
poor mortals truſt tothem,; becauſe they bide their 
ignoranceamongthe vulgar, under thecloak of pro- 
motion and ſwearing; becauſe they ſwear they will 
faithfully help infirmities, which alas they — 
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ly ignorant of, as alſo of the remedy; yea, that 
Herewles of Phylick, Galer, their Prince, hath not 
ſhewn one medicine,that is not borrow'd from Em- 
piricks, howloever he triumphs in his blew, and 
childiſh Throry of complexions and degrecs, tam ſe- 
cundum genera, quan loca, For Quintin Galens ma- 
ſter, was wholly an Empirick, and every where 
implor'd by his Scholar. - Let not the Schools then 
contemn praJiſe and experience ; but fling away 
their pride and {Joth, and it's ealie to cure that dil- 
eale among them, namely, the uncurableneſle 
of diſeaſes. By this means ſhall the power and ver- 
tue of healing ſtand upright under every weight; 
that is, all diſcaſes with her are of one price, and 
no diminution can be made by any diſeaſe. For God 
as he hath not made death,ſo neither doth he rejoice 
in the perdition of the /zving:For he made all Nations 
of the world eaſce to be cur'd, nor is there an exter- 
minating medicine. It may be granted,that ſome- 
times /ome alimentary diſcaſes may be healed by the 
remedies 6f the ſhops, to wit, they which admit 
of ſport aneome conſumptions, and eaſie reſolutions : 
but in dangerows, difficult, firong diſeaſes, in which 
are fixt and chronicall roots, the uſe of them does 
more hurt then good, | Hippocrates truly left to po- 
ſterity,the inquiſition of higher remedies ; becauſe 
our SD liv'd in more happy Ages. But the 
Schools and Phyſitians of an idle and 1azy nature, 
have not reſpeed the greater neceſlities of mortals, 
but content with Galen and his Quintizs, have not 
perceiy'd thedefefts of ,mortalls, ſeeing gain hith 
carryed them away and they are ſure to hayeit, 
whatſoever the event = Tothis gr = 
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ſloth of theirs is witneſle, that they have not yet 
oncethought of a medicine for the ſtone, nor a poor 
Agne, or pain oftheteeth. 

The powers of things, as well as the /Landring 
accuſations of the flick, doe beſþeak their ignorance ; 
as it the powers and vertmes of meclicine, were put in« 
to things by Nature, and the God of Natere, only as 
a box to contzin ther, and nor to be open'd, and their 
exce//excie; tobe communicated, 'T bat Screncethen, 
which enables men to look 'horow the ſhop of medi. 
cine , the topick tabernacle of natura'l powers, and 
teaches tounlock bodies that are ſhut , andtodraw 
forth their hidden vertner,, is not peculiar tothe fa- 
mily of Pharmacepoliſts, nor truly 1s the Pharmwaceutich 
a) a kand-maidtoit {as 15the talk of ignorants) 

ut isa powerfull 7ec-rarſs of naturall byſfory. 

For Pharmacy truly began at firſt from the Afer- 
chants of ſimples, and col{eFors of herbsz but then 
when the Phyſctians perceiv'd, that ir was nor fit for 
every oneto boy!, condite and preparefimples there« 
forc that byſines alſo , was committed tothe ſeller of 
ſfimples. In ox a7v) drherre - more choice and 

ecr<t thivgs, Fbyſitians kept tothemſelves, whereby 
To purchas'd honowr to their poſteriry. ' But #t 
length the foth of Phyſtians mc c_ , they were 
content to run thorow the ſtreets, from houſe ro 
houſe, to makea feat of gain, by their fr-quergyof 
viſitutions : Ther atlength chopt in Diſpenſatorres, 
and ſcle& formes, that they ſhould be kept in the 
ops, and ſer to ſale, rather for expedition then 
propriety : whence at laſt Phyfitians joynirig com- 
unds with compounds, they adminiſtred_ro the 


ick- ſometimes a wiſcelleny of a thouſand titles, 
that 
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that if one would not helpe, another ſhould; at leaſt, 
they would be ſure to excuſe themſclyes, becauſe 
they had carryed onthe cure ofthe lick, accordiag 
to preſcrib'd rales. This is the zredicining at this 
day, from which how much the chymick Philoſo- 

hy differs, they know who have but ſaluted the 

me atthethreſhold, and but warm'd at the herme- 
tick bre. 

Before the threſhold of the ſhop, we cannot chuſe 
but have a fling at the Deſcribers of Simples. For 
though there beno field more ſpacious, plentifull 
and pleaſant on the:whole face of the Earth, nor 
where the minde may bemore intent or delighted, 
then in the matter of herbs and vegetebles, the Earths 
Embroidery, and dame-Natures reyels, when 1n her 
Virgin vernall beauty, ſhe bids Holy-day and rants 
it in her great filken -ani{ple ward-robe of ſundr 
veſtments, beſtudded with the Pearls and BT, 
of lovely Flowers, yet notwithſtanding lefle pro- 
grefic hath hardly been made elſewhere, For the 
Avrabians, Gentiles, Barbarians, ſalvagesr, and Indi- 
#n7, do more vigilantly and judicially obſerve their 
fmples and things growing among them, then all 
theEwropean world belides.Since,evenfrom the daics 
of Plato (wherein o_—_ a military man lived ) 
there hath almoſtnothing bin added to the vegeta- 
ble Common- wealth, or matter of herbs, but very 
mach taken away, and the Tyraxny of we know not 
what ftrang Monſters of Phyſich introduc'd.Galen like 
a Plagiary and ſneaking F:/chey. fappreflingthe name 
of Dioſrorides, makes uſe of his words, which Pliny 
tm the mean time beſprinkles with many trifles, as 
being of a poor and ſhallow judgement, and una- 
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ble to diſtinguiſh that which 1s likely from that 
which is true, and that which 1s falſe; by which 
means he heaped up a multitude of things, that by 
the bulk othis book, he might cquallize the fulneile 
of hisname. But tothis veryday, cventhe more 
learned and leading part of Phyſitians,do as yet hold 
a Logomachie and anxioully diſpute only about the 
ſhapes and names of Herbs. As it when the Counte- 
nance were _ , weſhould think the nw d1d 
not openly unto them; the powers I ſay, fir(t 
deliver'd by Deſcrider {o that the medicall po- 
wer, ſeemeth to have arrivedat her perfection, in 
the firſt Author. In the meantime thoſe things that 
wereof greateſt moment have been neglected hither. 
tO» | 

But the Neotericks and more wodern Authors, have 
begun to diſtinguiſh Herbaamgo ſexes, 1apd thinking 
that thereby they have diſcover'd many things, they 
have yet complain'd that theſe things have beca 
veil'd : As ifNazwre did labour in jeſt, and not 
ig earneſt, being ſolicitousof the ſex, whereas (he 
contenteth her ſelf with that which is androgynous 
and promiſcuous, For the ſex reſpeds nothing but 
generation, and not the operation and relation of 
pairs:Whereforetothe end that ſhe who wholyre- 
ferr'd her ſelf ro certain ends, known to her Creator, 
might not frame one ot or title in vaiz, whereſoc- 
ver there was noneedof the marks of ſexes for gene- 
ration in the compoſure of things, ſhe quite omit- 
ted them. But if of two ſimples the one is ſtronger 
or roweher then the other, that denoteth not the ſex, 
burthe degreeof rougher or gentler motion 5 for 
by longſoft motion, and circulation that is mode- 


rate; 
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rate 3 heat, ſharpneſle, - roughnelle, or what ever 
elſe is preſented to the Pertarchy of lences, as ex. 
tream and viulent, 15taken away ; and becometh 
a ſubje wholly ſubdu'd to the ſcepter of our Na- 
tare, and yields a ſweet ſmelling favour : for a 
fraprant (mel is nothingelfe then a ſharp ſmel, when 
it is moderate. Example of Pepper and Exphorbinvu: ; 
ot rough and violent motions, and therefore have 
no fragrant ſmell. Whyietherefore the ſame fim- 
ple rotteth,and 1s changed into little animals, theſe 
are not of one, but of both ſexes; which truly would 
not come to paſſe if thoſe ſimples had aJready a /ex 
or ſexual] powers within them. For of the ſame 
numericall herb, mſeCts, as well of the male, as of 
the female ſex, are promiſcuoully bred. 

There hath alſo ariſen other ſets afterwards, 
who obſerved the ſgnatrres, as it were a kind of 
Palm:iſtry in Herbs; and this conceit bath been very 
much promoted by the root of Satyrion: Andby 
means ofthis chiefly have they introduc'd ſcientia 
fqnata, or Anatomia efſata;, that 1s, new-fangl'd 
names, and {welling titles, to gloze their foppe- 
ries. For me, I an aſſured by faith, thatneither is 
man the Image of Nature, nor Natyre the Image of 
man. God out of the eternall providence of his 
Goodneſle and wiſdome, hath enough and more 
thenrenough provided forneceſlities to come. He 
made and endowed fmples to the defign'd ules of all 
neceſhities;” that is he compos'd and directed them 
to the end and ſcope of neceſiitics : And therefore 
we may very lawtully and deſervedly be excus'd, 
x we concervethe whole bufineſle of the Conqueſt of 
diſcaſes,lics upon rhe ſhoulders and fingie ſtock of

weare bound to bel 
plicitics, are ſufficient for the Cure of all diſceſes 
whereſore we ought, and mote becoming it istous

quently Diſpenſatorjes, the monument Of the lazy Li. 
turgy of Phyſitians, and other Ethnick DireSories, 
endeayouring to com d, confound and confe&t 
many medicines, c but a Hodge-potch though 
ſew'd in with ſweet broth, their ſyrups; and though 
they fart, and hotly purſue the Game of ſemples , 
yet hey looſe their jent, gow lazy, undoe all, and 
witha ſecret kinde of blaſphemy go about to ſup- 
ply the divine inſufticiency: And let us beexcus'd 
to- pauſe a little, and bethink us every way round 
e're we lay ſuch a flat Soleciſave upon the gracious 
and moſt benigne bounty of God. Hence Parace's 
ſas writeth to the Chirurgians ; to what purpoſe do 
you /uperadde vineger to the root of Comfrey,or bole, 
or ſuch like balefull addttaments, while God hath 
compos'd this ſi#eple ſufficient to cure the frature of 
the bones ? Whatſoever thou ſhalt adde to it. is 
done as it were to make God fubjett to thy correti- 
on. Thou art foully miſtaken. In like manner 
we conceive that God hath ſufficiently and perfe&t- 
ly compoyd in ſimples the compleat remedies of 
whatſoever diſeaſes. 
, Finally upon ſure grounds we know that we 
have 80 Andiowicall kindred with the Archevs of 
VEge- 
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vegetables, whether we reſpett the whole orthe 
parts : For the exdowwents of fimples are from the 
Creation, and not fromthe u jon of : 
For the proprietics were in , before fin,death 
and necefliry. Pefides we believe that God doth 
give the knowledge of fimples to whom he will, out 
of (upernaturall grace, and not by the fignes of Na- 
ture. For what Chrromantick kindred with the 
Plenreſy hath a boars-twrk,, goats-blowd , bulls-pizle, 
horſe-dung or the herb daifje © Or what ſignature 
have thole ſimples common to them 2 Indeed I 

ratle my Lord, whoprimarily created all things to 

is glory, before there wereany difeafes, nor did 
he marke the ſimples by reaſon of the diſeaſes that 
might afterwards happen, bur for the beauty of the 
Univerſe, whence arileth honour to the Lord. 

There have not likewiſe been wanting, who 72 

havecompris'd the tmmenſe Catalogue of diſeaſes, 
im the (ignes of the Zodiech, as Bartholomens Carich- 
terns for one, whoſenumber being toonarrow,they 
enlarged every oneot the ſigns into a triple ſeftion ; 
ſo that rhey divided all the powers of Herbs into 
thirty fix, and enclos'd them in a narrow room. 
There are they alſo who/quarethe powers, vertues 
aſped#s5;and applications in theHorizor of herbs to diſ- 
eaſes, from certain poſStions of Heaven, emittin 
fome vertue which movethevery thing in the kind, 
which yet tsdiyersfrom the circular motion it ſelf; 
or elſe they make them /efe efficacious, that 13, in 
- plain Fnglibineffetndl : And fo they have denomi- 
nated ſome herbs ſolar and ſome lnner. and ſuch like 
toes put intogreat words, as that mechan ick expe- 
rimentator hath it in his $y/ve Syſoarwm, It is 4ni- 
r 2 feit, 
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fei?, that there are ſome FlowerSthat have reſped to the 


ſunne, in 1wo kinds; The one by opening and ſhutting ; 
andthe other by bowing and mclining the head. For Ma- 
ry-golds, Tulippa's, Pimpernell, and indeed moit 
Flowers, do open or ſpread their leaves abroad, when 
the ſu nneſhineth ſerene and farr. And again ( in ſome 
part) cloſe them, or gather them inward, either towards 
night, or when the ſkie is overcaſt. Of this there needeth 
no ſuch ſolemne Keaſon to be aſſign'd;, as to ſay, that 
they rejoice at the preſence of the lunne; and mourn at 
the abſence thereof: For it may be nothingelſe, but a 
little loadimg of the leaves, and [welling of them at the 
bottome, with the moiſture of the aire, whereas the dry 
aire doth extend them: And they make it a peice of the 
wonder, that Garden-claver wil hide the ſtalk when 
the ſunne ſveweth bright 5 which is nothing but a full 
expanſion of the leaves. For the bowing, and inclining 
the head it 5s found in the great flower of the ſunne; int 
Mary-gvulds, Wart-wort, Mallow-flowers, and 6+ 
thers. 1hg Caulc is ſomewhat more obſcure then the for- 
mer.but 1 take it to be no other but that the part againſt 
which thetunne beateth, waxeth more faint and flaccid 
in the ſtalke, and thereby leſſe able to ſupport the Flow 
er. 

The like trifling wonder make they of Roſa ſolis, 
or as ethers admit it Ros ſoljs, with which it Purſe- 
lan or ſome othcr herbe were obſerved to do the 
like, it wou'd ſcarce be of halfe nine daics, unlefle 
they think that it is like Gideons Fleece of Wool}, that 
the Dew ſhould fall upon that, and no where elle. 
It were well truly that this member of the Common- 
Wealth of aniverſall knowledge was more ſtudied, 
namely,this of Sympathics and Dyſpathies,tor in a 
Angie 
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Angle(note Reader )1yes all the abſtruſe knowledge 
of occult properties; which thing the Schools have 
openly proclaim'd by their Cull hammering upon 
and toiling about it, and which they have banithed 
by their fetters and gins,deliſting where they ſhouid 
havebegun. There is then in";animate things in- 
habitant as ſpecies of ſenſe, phantaſie, yea and eletFj- 
on : yet in an analogous conlideretion, according to 
the capacity and degree of every thing. We ſpeak 
not here of plan!-inimal/; which things might ſeeme 
ridiculows to many: but this our paradox will of- 
fend no man, though but meanly knowing Inthe 
firſt place then without doubt, there are ſome flo- 
wers that are the Laquies of the ſun ; as well in lucid 
daies, in which the ſunne ſhines aot,as in the nighes; 
witnelling that they have both motion, ſexſe, and 
love of the ſunne; ſo much, as without which, its 
impoſible they ſhould accompany the clouded Sw. 
And alſo as in the evening they loſe the Sun, in his 
ſetting(who until he haſtens tothe Ealt,doth not 0- 
perate among us dwelling in the darkneſle or ſha- 
dow of the earth) yet neverthelefle whether the 
night be hot, orcold, or ſerene, or rainy, the ſlo- 
wers do face about equally from the welt, and bend 
themſelves and ſalute the riſing Sun. Which chictly 
doth denote they havethe knowledgeof the riling 
and ſolar circuit, and in what part he 1s about to be 
orient or occident. Call it the 1n{1;nT of nature. or 
what you will. Name « ſhall not chargethe thing. 
Its a matter of f:&, and the thing done hath his 
cauſe in the flower, in his own propriety, and not 
from any analogv,concord or potitionall influx; doe 


not borrow this j oliſſequons perambulation extra |, 
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but it is their domeſtick and innate vertue. Theſe 
things happen in plants vegetably arimaje. The 
lefle wonder. But that they have place in awinerals 
alſo, I thus prove. Theres almoſt nothing made 
io Nature, —_— proper wotion: and there 
isnothing moved of ts own accord, or by hui ſelf, 
but by realop of the propriety put into it bythe 
Creator, which the Anctenrs call jel j-love, and will 
have philavtie to be natures firſt- born, innate 2nd 
given tor thecuſtody of its felt. And where this 1s 
preſent, its neceſlary alſo there be Sympathy and Arn. 
tipathy., in reſpe& of the dwverſity of objeds. 
To this I will bring a pregnant example. Take 
a drumme made of a ſheeps 5kin, or aſſes skin , 
and Jet another hard by be beaten, that's made of a 
wolfes hide, and upon that motion and ſound, the 
other ſhall wax dxmb, and notſound at all. Such 
is the proprictics of natural! thiogsthat they muſt 
at md yitd tothe dominion and donatiun of the 
vertzes implanted in them from the Creation, and 
which they enjoy and put forth from thetr own do- 
micilinm ;, any from any /maginary houſe of hea» 
ven, Wewould haveall /c&s wake themſclves 
toa mediocrity in cpmioning, and not ratnble oyer 
the wholew//dof Fancy: For a very little patience, 
e'reyou hear, that the Earth hath of herſelf a ſexvi- 
all vertneof producing herbs, which ſhe therefore 
beggeth not from heaven. For the whole pro 7 
of herbs is from the /eed,and the ſeminative power 

taken from the Farth, according to holy writ, and 
nottrom the faces cf the Lights of Heavery. For _ 
poſethat ſixteen or twenty ſtarres make a Conflel's- 
tion, or one of the twelve Howes, and 13 exrendod 

I's 
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TE__— in what manner can fo few ſtarres 
contein the eſſences, feeds, faces and properties of five 
hundred plants, diftering in kind and inward pro- 
perties £ Belides a thouſand other attributes of fo 
many things as well humane as politicall; Away 
with theſe trifles. Every Plant enjoyes the capaci- 

of vegetation according to the vertne of its peculi- 
ar and domeſhck ferment originally inoculated in- 
to its principles, And the Scripture intunates tous, 
that God created cyery plart of the field before it 
was in the ground, and eyery herb in the field be- 
fore it grew.It's a baſe thing truly then inChriſtians to 
follow him hitherto as patron in Phyſicks, when of 
faith we beleceve that plants germinated, before the 
flarres were, with a ſeminal vertue. For there is 
alwaies found in naturean agent, matter, and pro- 
dnt or effet, inſirumentand diſpoſition. And the 0- 
peration of generation depends on Nature, and pro- 

r organs. 

he propricties are in the ſeeds of herbs, not m the 
heaven or ſtarres. Thoſe powers of theſtarres which 
have been fiftitiouſly impos'd on beats, colds and 
completions by that Patron of chymericall fictions, 
arenow grown out of date. For the ſtarres, what- 
ſoever way they be taken, do much more differ 
from Plants, then herbs from Clonds and hoar-troſts, 
or fiſhes from pretious ſtones, Wherefore let 
it be a ſophiſme to attribute effects to cauſes, 
which einthem no cauſalityat all : That rs 
todream whilſt oneis awake, ithe beleeye ſuch a 
thing.or byhis own thinking to rove into madneſs: 
But weſhal! ſuperſede this thee, leaſt being too bu- 
be in it, we ſhould ſeemtothagſe who have falſcor 
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thick eyes, todemoliththe fabrick of Aſtrology, or 
be found great with a ſar caſme. 

Mathiolus, Tabernamontanus, Braſſavolys Fnclling 
Fuch/ ws, Ira,us A' Allichampiusand other Herbal:ſts, 
have hitherto been bulicd cnly about the features, 
and viſual knowleuge of Plants, but all of them in 
like manner ccſ{cribe the vertucs out of Dtoſcorrdes. 
They alſo conſtrain them to the piedicaments of 
qualities , to Cegrees of heat and cold, as demanſtra- 
ting ſomething trom the foundation + Certainly it 
1s a ſham<tu]l thing to fetch the temperature of ſme. 
ples from heat, and notfrom the fountains of the 
ſeeds. Dodonews , Friſo,Tabernamont anus with ſome 
few others, althoughthey inſiſted in the ſame foot- 
ſteps of degrees, have yet ſubjoin'd certain additi- 
ons from their own or others experiences : but 
without doubt as yet they are confus'd, uncertain 
and rudely diſtingwiſh'd, as being noted not from 
ſcience, buteither from the diſcovery of the vul- 
gar, ordrawn from caſuall experiments. There 
1snoneamong(tall of them that hath ſcientionſly de- 
{crib'd the properties of {emples. as he who treated of 
all, from the hy/opto the Cedar of Libanys ; which 
1s a certain figne that true /ciences arenot to be drawn 
from any other thenthe Father of Lights, Tocome 
therefore1o the purpole. 

We believe there 15 no member 1n the vegetable 
Common-wealth, or province of herbs, but may 
be cafily admitted and enroll'd in the jowrnal/-book 
or Cataloexe' of -fit ſubjefts to be reduc'd to the 
wholeſome adviſves of drgeſtion, and may be wholy 
ſubdued ro the ſcepter of our ſtomach; unleſle thoſe 
whoare out of the /ine of communication, and liſted 

in 
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in the bil/s of mortality, exceptedagalnſt in the liſt 
of non-compoxnnders with the State of our vital Oeco- 
zomy, Who havea certain adhxfion of walignity to 
them, and are adjudg'd by the Parliament ot our 
IntelſeFs ( where Reaſon lits ſole Epiſtates ) and openly 
declar'd by the tyranny oft their own ations and pow- 
ers, tO be deſperate malrgnants and Traitors to the 
preſent government and Republique ot our Body. Small 
truly is the number of pot-herbs, and things be-- 
longing to food in the Craſ7s of herbs: which paucity 
ſurely doth accuſe ſome certain malignity, which right- 
ly ſequeſtred, then, and not before, do they give 
forth their powers, as theendand ſcope of their mil- 
lion, whom poylonous keepers did hide' under 
themſclyes. Truly vegetables do work but a little in us; 
and the ſtomach 1s bufied about them. Nor do they 
gotarther, betore they componnd and pay the fine 
of their ſequeſtration; betore they far(t depolitetheir 
whole «tate, that is, almoſt all the ſtrength of their 
remedy. Forotherwiſe the whole Fabrick of our 
peaceable Common-Wealth might be undermin'd, 
and it might goill with us, and weſhould feel and 
{mart under their tyrazny, itthe ſtomach, not being 
able to make a repulle and rame the vegetable ta- 
ken in, cannot ſubdueand bring 1t under the rules 
and governments of his own Archers. For other- 
wiſe, if a vegetab/e {hould go on,as Cxri4ſcer , ſtrong- 
ly fortified, and with h1s whole ſtrength, he would 
alſo bemadea companion of excrements, or trouble 
the whole economy cf languification. For elſe, that 
which would have withſtood the 4a&Zor of the ito- 
mach,now accultomedto crade /imples ; how could 


It tran/mwute and tame, in the ſecond digeſtion, the 
G un- 


unaccuſtom'd, in crude meats. The cffe& of ſuch 
remedies likewiſe would be of greater difficulty, 
and more laborious work, then thence to cx 
fruit. Laſtly, this being granted, the rmdritind#i- 
on, confuſion and per petuall twrbwlency ot our 0eco- 
xomy, ſhould be condeſcended ro; for it any thing be 
not firfl rightly ſubdu'd in the ſtomach, and thence 
theex crement fir{t ſequeſtred, it would march on 
to our very vitalls. It is neceſlary therefore,that 
vegetables ſuffer digeitions and formall tranſmutati- 
ons : and the digeſtive faculties themſelyes alſo in 
work ing.do ordinarily ſuffer from the forreign fa- 
culties of yegetables: a thing truly perilous, and 
of difficult experiment and judgement, Thenfi- 
nally over and above, all things being weigh'd ex- 
acttly, every vertue of the vegetables is reſtrain'd 
and limited to his own degree. It's enough truly 
that moſt of them have annexed their own cruelties 
1mfamy, immaturities, ſcabbineſſe, rottenneſſe, exant- 
lationof theirpowers, beſides their manifold filrh and 
imperities; foraſmuch as they ſhould be taken away 
with the emun@ories dedicated to the evaruation of 
excrement 11's wevoidable but that their whole aliment 
1s full of excrement : It is exceeding cruel therefore in 
the Schools, that there hath not been confider'd and 
found out a remedy againſt theſe defects, beſides the 
ſmpleand contemptible decoCtions of the ſhops, Art 
length, ay mm yy" of theſe, the injuries of 
plants being ſequeſtred (the burnden of which our 
nature without great ruine cannot bear ) ſo great 1s 
the debility of them. beſide their unuſual protervity 
that ſcarce ary thing praiſe-worthy can be hoped 
for ,out of the boſome of vegetables 5 whennot onely 
they are compell'd tolay aſidetheir fiercencile, if 


they 
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they be admitted further within ; but alſo formally 
to be denth.inate from al/ the benignity of themſelves be- 
 forethe Citizens of our Re- publick can entertain them. 
An enticeand live aximal cannot be bruis d with- 
out his dung : It 1s therefore tobe lamented that 
it hath not yet been ſo conſulted with thought and 
experiencetoconlider, that herbs have much dung, 
who never yet made any ecefFion thereof; and are 
therefore to be purg'd, not with the common de- 
puration , but with greater Caution. Finally, in 
man we by many marks diſtinguiſh b/ood trom goer; 
| butin plants it is enough to have ſaid, That plant 
in ſubject conſiſts of divers and y_ properties: 
Here we ſtop without making further progre/ſe then 
by ſome common ſapors, and uncertain events. For 
from the ſtalk of Poppy being wounded, diſtilleth 
opium. Celandin weepeth a golden juice, and ſpurge 
a milky one : From Butrer-burre loweth Gum, from 
Chameleon bird-lime; which fmples if they be bruis'd, 
they yield another far inferiour juice,namely, dung 
and gore mingl'd with blond, although they be cla- 
rified : For Beginners muſt learn to diſtinguiſh the 
bloud of plants, from their gore and Parenchyma'or 
garbage; andalſoto ſeperate them, ifthey think e- 
yentoattempt any thing praiſe-worthy by meanes 
of ſweples. For hence it commeth to paſſe, that al- 
though you labour ſtoutly in extracting after the 
manner introduc'd by Neotericks, yet one dram of 
cerade Rubarb given in powder, willeffet more,then 
whatſoever you ſhall extra&t out of a dram anda 
halfe : For the ſtomach by its ſerzent refolyeth 
more, then the juice cometh to, which is drawn 
vut by the ExtreFors, who withont diſtin&tion re- 
G 2 ſolve 
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29 ſolve the dreggs and vile liquor of the Parenchyma or 
garbage: For Qwercetane , when he had obſferv'd 
that by the Chiromancy and Anatomy ulually call'd 
ſignata, the inward powers of things werenot ſuffi. 
ciently examin'd, he call'd Pyromancy 1nto his aid, 
but fails in the way. His device was, out of the aſh. 
es of a Nettle, todraw a weak Lixivium,which be- 
ing put into an carthen veſiell, and by chance, tro. 
zen a little( for if the /ixivixmhad been ſtronger, it 
would not havebin frozen ) in the morning 2dmiring 
at it, hecrics out, Aha! I beholdin the ice the fi- 
gure of the Icayes of the Nettle;and rejoicing found. 
edan Axiom; namely, that in aſhes, the ſeminall ſub. 
france wic h figureth herbs, remains unconquer'd by the 
fire. But this good man declareth his 3gnorance of 
principles; not knowing 1n the firſt place, that all 
;ce beginning, maketh jagged prkes, afterthe faſhi. 
on of a Nettle-leaſe. Next that the Archews is the fi- 
gurer of the thing to be generated, which 1s long 
ſince burnt with fire, betore the coal or aſhes be 
made, Tharely if the ſeminal/ ſubſtance of herbs 
were wrung from the //xivizm, it ought to reſemble 
not the leaves, but the root, ſtalk, flowers, and fruit, 

But the figurative power of ſeeds ]1es hid in the Ar- 
chans, the] ulcan of herbs and generable things,who 
being not ſubject to fleſhly eyes, 1t 1s to be impetra- 
ted of God alone, that he would youchſate to open 
theeyesof the mind which to Adamand to Salomon, 
at firſt fight demonſtrarcd the proprieties of things; 
which POwWer and opt1c% wertne tO ſome tew of late 
daics hath been beltow'd, St. Thereſa having once 
mentally ſeen a Crucitix, perceiv'd that there-were 
eyes of her mind, : which heafterwards kept open 

during 
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during his whole lite, and that the fleſh ſhutteth 
them by thecorruptionot Nature. 

For neither do we otherwile know natures 4 prio- 
ri, nor do we know the alterities, - and drverſtties 
of the Archews but by bare obſervation. Indeed 
many of the {#wples are bequeath'd tous, but for 
the moſt part falſe and incongruews, Nor doth 
the reading of books makeus +kiltull in knowing 
the properties, but by obſeryation : no otherwiſe 
then a Child that ſings a /ong, yet doth not compole 
It,as neither doth he know the firſt grounds of Har- 
mony,for which the tones were lo to bediſpos'd. It 
this happen in ſenſible things known by the ſenſe, 
the reaſon whereot the hearing meaſures; what 
ſhall not be done in matter of Phy//ch, wherein the 
powers of ſemples can be trac'd by no ſenſe? Now the 
deſcriptious of all ſorts of Medicines, may be read in 
ſhops, witha defect of the knowledge of the pro- 
perties and agreement, For we ſpeak of the optich 
notion, falling under the ſght, ſuch as the ſoul, ſepa- 
rated from thebody, enjoyeth,. and fuch-as God 
beſtoweth in this lite on © lr loever he plealcth, 
and hath hitherto remov'd it far away from the 
Conclave of thoſe, who give all veneration to Heather 
books. Wherefore the Father of Light; 15 to be pray d, 
that he would vouch-ſate to-give us knowledge, as 
he gave to Bezelrel and Aboliab, and. to that famous 
ſociety, and community of R, C, unto the glory of his 
name, andthe mcer love of our ncighbours: For 
by this meanes the 4rt of Phy//ch would ſtand in us 
upright under every:;prefiure. © Bur it Is to be tear- 
ed, leſt he who ſuffer'd to periſh the books of $alo- 
mon, reſcrverhis knowledge of {mples till the Age 
of Elias the Rrſtorer, For 
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Forthe ſchools by the ftairs of Tafis haye promis'd an 
entrance into the throwe of the knowledge of mpler, 
by , bitter, ſalt, ſweet, aſtringent, acid, and 
wnſavory,they lay,they meaſure heats and coldr,as the 
Artiſts ot all properties: And they haye bin fo raſh of 
judgement, that they have taken vpon them to 
judgeof the nature and faculty of Seng by their 
taſte and reliſh, and thereby diſcern and deter- 
mine their firi7, ſecond, and thirdqualities, to the 
which afterwards all the vertueof the ſaid ſumples 
was attributed. But becauſe they found not this 
an uniyerſall rule alwaies and 1n all things, and that 
it did deceivezthey fle d to that back door of evaſion 
for their ignorance & lazineſle,to the ſecret and hid- 
den properties, ariſing from the forme and totality 
of ſubſtance. But theſe proud oſtentations have by 
experience bin made a folly beyond ridiculous. 
Theſe and ſuch Fke ſtarting- holes and ſabtilties have 
made of Phyſick a Meander, a Wilderneſſe, and 
wild labirynth of incertainty and unſtable formali- 
tiers We defire the linguacious Chymiſtry of theſe 
heads to tell us, how many bitter things there are 
in tafte, which nevertheletſe (according to the e- 
dit of thatrule ) arenot hot at all > For Opinm and 
cychory which hitherto they have held to be box, yet 
they teach to be very rold. Burt what vertne ſo cold 
T pray you is there in Opixw, which ſhall make me 
ſleep though unwilling, and hot enough? If the 
coldneſſe of the vapours, why do wines after din- 
ner provoke to fleep? whether therefore 1s there 
one identity of heat and roldto the procuring of ſeep? 
why theretoreis cold ſingularly aeributes to Opi- 


wm?wiry arent hot things equallyreckon'd ys"; 
an 
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and dormitive? how doth opium emaricate? and 4 
waritzd: in the ſchools predominating ts accounted 
hot? Therctore it is of unavoidable neceſlity , 
that the ſchools ſhould chule one of thelez to wit, 
either that the coldneſſe of vpuvm is not 
and by conſequence that Opie doth not produce 
fleepby hiscold : or that bitterneſſe inthe ſchools is 
a fallactous imdicative of beat, Forwhy is not cold 
purſelane ſoraniteruus, by realon of his third degree? 
why is not a menipule of Purſelane equivalent to two 
grains of opzwmw, when the cold is more plentifull, 
and doth more powertully refrigerate in ſuch a 
portion, then in ſo little of Opizew? whereforedoth 
Night-ſbade make one mad, and not rather by bis 
Cold produce ſleep? But we finde in opinm a les 
ſalt, and ſudorifick, alſoa bitter oyle, farre rece- 
ding from the odour of opinas, yet ſaporiferow. A- 
gain, how many ſowre things are there which by 
their ſapora/ rules ſhould be moſt cold, which not- 
withſtanding are moſt hot : as ſpirit of Nitre &c. 
Thus ſharp Cawphire, which by their rules ought to 
be hot, yet notwithſtanding they afficme without 
controverſieito be cold. In like manner Chryſ#lca, ole 
of vitriol, ſulphur &-c. being ſowr, contig tothe 
rules of [apors ought to be very cold. Thus alſo 
many {weet things there are in o#tward taſt , which 
in theirinterna/ ſubſtance, are nothing at all con- 
temper'd. How many things that excentrically and 
at the threſhold or firſt beginning of aſt, are alto- 
gether wn/avory, and without reliſh, which 10 the 
perlowr,intrinſecally and in faculty, are moſt ſharpe 
and biting. Honey, Caſſia and Smgar are in their con- 
centrick ſubſtance fo hot and violcat, that = of 
cm 
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them may be prepar'diach diſſolvers, as are wont 

to be made of 4qua4 fortis and Regis, which can dif- 
ſolve gold and ſilver as ſpecdily as the other. Thus 
lead in its Felcony or frontiſpice yieldeth ont no taſt to 
the tonyue: and yetin his chamber and internal ſub- 
ſtance, dwelleth a certatnſ#gar'd delightfull ſweets 
neile, as 1s notoriouſly known and contefled by 
thoſe but meanly 1n{trufted 1n the famous art of 
Clzmiſiry, Letnotusthen lean upon that broken 
reed of qualities and temperament of things, but more 
inwardly and exaGly perpend, thenby that ſaperficia- 
ry and (]ight manner of taſting and experimenting ; 
but let their inward bowels, each ſmer be diffected, 
by the acute knife of Pyroteckry; where they ſhall 
be found farre otherwiſe,and oftentimes ditterent, 
not only in taſte, but allo in odowr, and in:their 
whole ſubſtance. But we willat length ſhew in its 
duc place, either inthis our worke, orinthe next; 
when we come to perpend, detect and ſumme up 
the dotages ot our Phyſick /quarers by the impartiall 
Arithmetick of Reaſon and mechanick experiments of 
Pyrotechny , that the ſchools have not yet ſomuch 
aslooktinto thebark of the faculties of things, and 
have theretore'paſled, oyer the fountains of ſeminal 
properties, 

Thereis atlength a ſpecifical ſapor in each thing, 
which ought to: teach the property, .it at leaſt any 
ofthe outward things that are figned! doſo. - For 
example, there 1841 Crinaxon beſides ſbarpreſſe, a Pe 
euliar grace in the fapor, which you: ſhall hardly 
find in any other {imple elle. So Gentian, Enula- 
Campana &c. beſides commor bitterneſle, have a 
ſpecificalllapor, /whach by-reaſon of the ſingularity 
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toevery ſimple, cannot be brought under rules, 
and 1s the ſole diſtinguiſher of every property. 
Now that f#*ples are to be choſen when they are 
in their /tateand chief vigor, this is common to 
ruſticks, to the ſchools, andto me. Namely the 
eeds when they are almoſt dry; but the ſtalks and 
er while they are ſucaulent and full of ſap; but 
theroots while they ſwell with vertue, and are not 
yet exant/ate and exhauſted with generating and con- 
coding: which after they havealong time laine ſtill, 
the Archens beingawakened they begin tothink of, 
ſprouting. Some dviſe to take the Autumne;but we tor 
the moſt part love the ſprizg, which wehavelearnt 
by experience in Polypody, Bryony &c.Forthejuice of 
herbs 1s gore which being more & moreripen'd, is ci- 
ther collefted and thickn'd, or endeth inthe nature 
ot fibres, or diſchargeth it ſelfe while the vital] pow- 
er{thinks of propagating ſeed: Wherefore in ſcarch- 
ing out and chufing ſeples, nothing hath bin more 
negle&ted, then that which was moſt repuilite, and 
wherein even from the beginning down hitherto, 
there hath bin no progreſſe made. For the powers 
of ples, and their immediate ſubjects have re- 
main'd unknown. 

For they, beſides the clear, and as it were optick 
knowledge ofthe, requirean exa@ preparation, 
EN __ eſpeciallythe knowledge of /+7- 
ences, Which preſfuppoleth not traditions deliver'd 
at pleaſure, and paſſed over from one to another - 
But pr&paration doth require not only the boylings 
ofthe ſhops, or poundings, but the whole buſineſs 
of Pyrotechny, ' or artof working by fire : At" Jength 
«daptation,application, or appropriation requireth a 
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T founded in the /;ght of Netwre concerning 
man,his difeaſes and affe ions;, and then the depend- 
encer, mutations , and alterations : It is therefore 
nomarvail that the ſingle-ſold dodrine of fmples 
hath ſtood deſerted, and forlorn. 
In the mean time amidſtſo great floth and cla- 
mours of men, the Almighty hath been pleas'd to 
ſtir up Chywiſts, who might deſervedly take in hand 
the conſideration of the tranſmutation, maturity, tin= 
JFure and promotion of powers, and ſo vrogrelinny by 
degrees to the wr//one of Phylick, their tollowers 
became partakers of whatthey wiſhed for- For they 
went not to the 19:eaſurableneſſe of the imagi 
fain'd bumors; their (trite, and Chimera of deflux1- 
ons; nor tothe products or traits of diſeaſes( by ta- 
king away of whichthey know there follow'dmothing 
bnt palliations of dileaſes, which areattended ufu- 
ally with apoſtate and direfull recidivations but 
they converted therr ſtudy to thoſe things,tbat had 
the priority of the former z knowing that the pote- 
i}ative baſs of many defetts was imprinted in the 
Archeans ot lite. Wherefore by the parity, femeplici- 
ty and ſubtilty of remedies, that Symbolize, they 
endeavour'd toenter into the middle lifes, that ſo if 
any ofthem donot penetrate to thole things where. 
of we are tu{tconſtituted, yet atleaſt inthe 
ad" of them they open and expoſe their eadow- 
ment, by excitmg our powers by their grateful ſa- 
lutation. 

For Nature doth not onelyacknowledgethe a&th- 
on of ſuch/agerts as feetn in a manner to be juſtly 
rank'd in the number of Patients; (andonly a cor- 
poral action ks of this ſort, and theobedience of the 
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antritive faculty : ) but there is alſo an other autho. 
rity of 2gemts not to be lighted, which is the ex- 
polal of the native endowment upon the very mid(t 
of thefifeotthe Archens, by reafon of the ſeque- 
{tration from thedelinquency of zrortality, fernlen- 
cy and twrbulency ; by means of which ſxpercority, 
{uch kind of 2gents do not ſuffer from their patients, 
much lefleare alter'd by refiltance or rexftion. For 
ſome remedies thus prepar'd by the emboſomin 
and-fecret 1nſinuation of themſtiver do fo refreſh 
our faculties, that they aſcertain us that they came 
for this purpoſe in the world. For ſome recreat us 
with their fragrancy : Thereare others alfo which 
being enclos'd are hinder'd from ſhewing their g99d 
will towards ws 5, as Gold and Jewelſs. Others, their 
bands being loos'd and emancipated from the fet- 
ters of corportety, the alone Kemora and, clog of 
their aGtivity, are brought jnto play, and having 
gain'dthe liberty and authority of their powers, to 
at in their own Horizon, diradiate their yertues, 
ere us from talling, and ſolace us, with as ſtrong 
and vigorous embracements, as rank and lethife- 
rous potons are wontto trip up and proſternat our 
firength. For they drive out the venome of the 
wherewtth it isas it were leaven'd; yeatraly, 
both the corporal/ and: fermental[poiſon ; yetnot 
that any medicine can refett or reſtore anew the 
extin#, aboliſhd and exhauſted powers implanted in 
the parts. But jt hath been all along an error of the 
Schools not to ferment the juices ot herbs together 
with- their Parenchyme , before the ſegregation of 
the beſt parts can poſſibly bemade. 
Next they negle& to enquire how the juice of 
H 2 things 
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things being preſs'd out by the mcer odour of a ſul. 
phureous fire, coptinueth afterwards uncorrupted, 
without that Barbarian Condiment,ſugar,or any o- 
ther Additament ; by fayour of which, it acquires a 
balſamick quality, and transfers the £therial vertue, 
which is incorporated with tt, toa bigh and perfect 
Entelechy. 

We are now come within kex of our expetted 
port, and now will wedeſcend tothe weak and pig- 
zielabours of theſhops. In the firſt place, though 
Fxtra@s may {cem toecaſe the weak ſtomach of la. 
bour, yet do we not much eſteemthem, or ſalute 
th em with that magnifying, as they do their He&or 
and 4jax, thoſe two A4lexipharmicall Coloſſs, * 
hew'd out of ethnick D:ſpenſatories,and that for the 
above noted errors. But we willingly put Magifte. 
rjes in the room of FxtraFs; in which the whole 
ſubſtariec of the thing is reduc'd into its primitive 
juice: Which manner of preparation will for ever 
remainunknown to vulgar Phyſitians. In which 
iteration or going back of ſolution, the heteroge- 
nerous juices are of their own accord ſeparated, for 
the moſt part with divers ſedimentsor bottomes, 


one {\wimming overthe other, and one maſter 
ſeitles, notable for its diverſity,containing a Gand 
nall entity or ſubſtance. 

Tnthenext place we pitty in Phyſick Ware-hon- 
ſes, the: zriſre//aveows mixture, and contus'd jun 
blings together of ſomany femples,, betraying both 
ignoranceand uncertainty. For that cardinal En- 
gine of uncertain ſuccedanexms, doth. ſcrue the 


Schools to hope, that if oxe thing do not belp,another 
xi; Oh the fhame of men !. And lo they aſſociate 
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many things together by the commendation of the 
common. Councell of Hervaliſts, extoll'd , even to 
an enattFing , for the ſame purpole. To whichare 
added thoſe fripperies of vulgar heads, ſtew'din the 
Hypocauſt of ignorance, boiling and conditing,or (ea- 
ſoning, the twin» born liſters of Cookery. 

To which purpoſe Diſpenſatories are commended, 
being ſet forth by the Schools, and us'd by Phyfiri- 
ans, only for expedition and readineſſe, but not for 
propriety and exigence 3 aShaving only generall and 
waiverſall Intentions , with the ſubſtitution and di- 
ſpenſation of one inſtead of another; whence they axe 
call'd Diſpenſatories, orthe Colledges pond'ring Twb, 
wherein are barred up many mixtures, Mcither of 
their own, and which is worſe without Salt. As 
though Men had not brick of their own to make, 
but they muſt gather the ſtraw and ſtubbleof Galen 
and his Fodder-eaters ;; a lcrvitude worſe, and ba- 
ſer then #eyptian :- what do we elle then make 
their's the light of Goſbex, and our own the thick 
datknelle of #gypt. That there ſhould be bread e- 
nough in our Fathers houſe,jn our own Land which is not 
4 wildernes, & yet that we ſbould have ſuch trunck-bor'd 
appetites,be ſo par/axoniows as to dyet our ſelves, & 
be ty'd up tothe manger; and feed upon the busks, 
and chaff of Ethnick and barbarian long-winded com- 
poſitions, that have no footing, in nature Or art 3 nor 
any analogy among themſclves,or to our bodies.But 
ſuppoſe them good, ſupppolſe them Manna it iclt; 
yet if an 0wer ſhall be allotted us;ifthey ſhall be bar- 
rel'd up from ageto age, from the fir/t gathering to 
this /aſt Century, while God and Natureevery. morn- 
ig rains down new, inſtead of being fir tro uſe; 
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they will be found like reſerov'd Manna, rather to 
breed worms and ſtink, Well may they be called 
Diſpen atories;, as of dys, and pen ſo, things hard of 
digeſtzon, or hardly' ccnfider'd or weigh'd in the 
ballance of clear Keaſon or experience. In all and eye. 
ry of which, the concourſe and mixture of crade 
ſrmples makes the iſſue conjecturall. For the patient 
is Every waies cheated for his money, both by the 
fraudot the Dywge:#, and oath of the Do@or; think. 
ing that he can neither err, decetve.nor be deceiy'd 
that ſwears he wil! admit noneto the degrees ofPhy. 
ſick, but him that is sk1ltull and —_— ny with 
and and pray the 21:g:itrate wo mo O great 
miſtaking, ofthe patients,and frandot the Phy —org 

For our own part we chiefly admire in ſavples a 
ſincere compoſition which is made according to rhe 
compolureof God. In Comfrey wefinde a fall rewed 
for broken bones, haviog all things that are 
full ; wherewith if you mingle bole, vineger, or 0- 
ther forreign things, as we before hinted our of 
Paracelſus, you then corrupt the mixture ordain'd 
by God. But as oft as the things have not by them- 
{elves what is intended, then we admit additions,if 
ere: non by being coupled together, 
which they have not apart: Whichrthing is to be 
confirm'd by an experiment. And in we 
have a moſt pregnant inſtance hereof in ke and 
TindGures, 

Ofrentimes. under the penance of ſtudies we 
have confider'dthat ſince there was in Nature a cer- 
tain proportion of watter to watter, and form to 
form, that there was the ſame oblerv'd in properties 


to properties, 'and conſequently in effe#; to wb. 
ut 
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But the compoſition of ſimxples did by and by teach 
our underſtandings, the defect of rob —_—_ al- 
terations preſently enter upon the mixture of ſeed, 
and for the moſt part deſtroy one another;no other- 
wiſe then the ſeeds of many things pounded toge- 
ther and blended, eludethe caveliecies otencreaſe. 
Afterwards we knew by much ſweat and ol, that 
the matters of remedies, exalted toa higher dignity 
by meer preparation, afcend to the top of perfetsr- 
on, liberty, ſubtilty, and parity; and would far ex- 
cell the decolFions, {yrups, and honged ponders of the 
Shops. For whoſoever rs weil skill'd in the mecha« 
nick practiſe of Pyrofechny, doth clearly perceive 
with me, that there is no medicinefound in Diſpen- 
ſatories, that containeth not in it more hurt then 
= For the Schools, which profefle Hippocrates, 
they acknowledge diſeaſes to ariſe from a kumowr 
that is ſharp, bitter, ſalt, or acid, they yet palliate, 
ery ab all _— remedies with honey, or ſages . 
abating the properties of them, thougho 
themſelves th - be" teeble enough 5 28 if theonly 
care and op of all difeafes confiſted in that which 1s 
{weet. For theit anſwer is, that /axatives work 
never the worſe, although ſugard; then, that 
they are more grateful] to the Palate and thirdly 
that they are bythismeanes kept from winldineſſe 
and putrifeFion. ' As to the þ "we adrhit that 
poiſons have equal force whether they be ſwallow'd 
with, or without ſagir: Forthe power of [axatives 
ſheweth it ſelf wholly in the melting of the body, 
andthe puirifatfion fthat which is welted, and (0 
to be mfamous for poiſon Wherefore the an- 
{wer of the Schools is impertinent, by poiſons, _ 
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thequeſtion, toucbiug the remedies of diſcaſes, as 
they are bitter, ſlarp, Oc. 

Tothe ſecond we lay, that the anſwer is frivo- 
lous as long as the firlt is not ſatisfied. Sothar they 


_ areasyet ignorant, that the wi:t:8 of remedies are 


too contemptible to chaogs a diſeaſe, and that the 
force and fort-rozal/ of them are changed and-aba- 
ted by ſugar- | 

That to many, the taſt of Alves 13 more pleaſant 
then the drinking of hovey. Finally, though they 
delire to ſooth the forge, yetthey cannot ſooth rhe 
ftomach, which turns at the very light of medicines 
cover'd with the Leger-demain of ſugar - of the 
ſame ſize of foppery isthat bauble for babies, gilded 
pills, Notorious it is, that a thing of jew drops is 
morecaſily taken in ſome vebicle, or liquer, and is 
more willingly entertain'd within, then if it were 
ſweetned withmuchſuger. Ina word, thatbeing 
mixt with a convenient /iquer,they infinuate them- 
ſelves more deeply, and more friendly combine , 
then if they wete /davwb'd with much fager. '. That 
ſugar though pleaſing: to them that are in heal(b, 
doth yet quickly grow diſtaſtfull to fuch as are fck, 
and is an utter enemy in moſt diſeaſes of the fto- 
mach and womb ;' but in others, it often wakes the 
help ofthe medicine added, to: become ridictions. 
For ſugar is diametrically oppolite, is the antartich, 
pole,and at enmity with the acid ferment of the ſto- 
mach , and therefore makes the digeſtion s more 
difficult, For ſugar isclarified with 4. {13iviner of 
unſtalk'd limeand pottersclay: And if Phyſitzans: 
had knows the: ſharpneſle of the ſpirit of hortey, 
and the filthy dregs of {ugar , Eharity being not quite 
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raded, we have the freeneſſe to think, oy would 
avebeen content, to have us'd it more ſparingly 
about the ſick. 

To thethird, weſay, that the Schools do here- 
in confeſle their ignorance, that they know not 
how to preſerve wedicaments from corruption, with- 
out ſaxcing, and caſtration of their vigour 3 where- 
fore the fraud Rowny ſyrups, Loches, Eclegw's, and 
other the Tribe of daubing medicinesbath been ſufh- 
ciently deteted;which are made only of {ples de- 
cofted, with the additament of hoxey or /ugar : and 
it wakes for this, that vegetables being boil d in wa- 
ter, and frighted out of their wits, only lay down 
their juice and mucilagez which being crude and 
impure, cauſe trouble tothe ſtomach , uncill being 
digeſted with boney, they make us heirs of their 
ycrtue; eſpecially in that.the gummoſty of herbs, 
which are fryed with hoxey and ſagar, is very in- 
grateful and diſpleaſing to the;ſtomach,and in boil. 
ing, there is made a great waſt ofthe vertues. 1 
praiſe God who hath been ſo bountifull to me, as 
to call me to the prattiſe of Chymiitry, out of the 
dregs of other Profeſſions : Since Chymiitry hath 

'nciples not drawn from fallacious reaſonings,but 

Tuch as areknown by nature, 8& conſpicuous by fire 
and ſhe prepareth the intel/eF to penetrate, not 
the upper deck or ſurface of things, but the deep 
hold, the concentrick and hidden things of nature 3 
and maketh an inveſtigation into the Americeof na- 
ture, farther then the whole Heptarchy, yea, then 
the whole Common- Wealth of ſciences, all pur to- 
gether, and peirceth unto the utmoſt confines and 
profundities of reall roo: For ſhe admits an Ar- 
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tiſt to the radica!l entities or primitive roots of 
thoſethings, with the dearticulationof the operati- 
ons of nature, and the powers of art, , and with the 
maturation of ſeminall verraes. For befides the 
manifeſt wor ary creation of things, there is an a+ 


natomical lecture of the variows creations and enti- 
ties ofthem,to be read oftus, and underftood byus: 
Beſides the general/ and manifeſt creation ofthings.the 

particular form of things, notthe PeFipateticks forms 

15to beexamin'd, and much to be readand learn' 

from the variouſneſſe, and that, not only of the 
generaltform, but every ſingle and varektoler form 
of the Individual. And wemuſtnote, that the a- 
naglyphe or exteriour Cortex and figure of things is 
the Hieroglyphick of an eſlentiell, true, reall, pow- 
erfull ſpirit ; beyond all the artificial}, ſuperficial, 
pyramidall Hieroglyphickr of the Agyptians : For in 
thoſe dead leaves, 1s written in folio, in large Cha- 
raters, aliving power or ſpirit of life; for beſides 
1s own ſpirit, mt hathanother, which is the wheell 
or primum mobile of it. Every ens beſide its own 
particular beaver or firmanent hath the heaven of 
fdereaand vita waht. Hence alſothe eſſence, pro- 
perty, and vertze of every particular Indrviduall1sas 
well, ifnotrather, ocrulr, then manifefF; and the 
true medicindl/ part in vegetables, as in all other 
things, which is theeſcrce, propriety, vertne, ſtrength, 
efficacy, life and ſoul of the Compolitum and every 
ſpecrfick part, is not contain'd in the external coat 
or form : For Phylick, to ſpeak to be underſtood of 
them who know not what they [peak themſelves. ct me- 
dicine, theefence of rherhing, is not exterae, to be 
ſcen with Phyſogworiſt ca corporalleyes , but in- 
terne 
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terne, and to belſenlibly perceiv'd by the eye of the 
Intelle#. For the Sunne of every ens, concentred 
in its own firmament doth not ſodiradiate its beams 
of yertue, and ſtrength, to its Earth, the exterior 
Cortex, as to haye her veff#al/ virgin beauty proſti- 
tute and ly open to the foul rape of an iinpure Tat, 
and embracement; or contaminated by the cloudy 
emiſtions, of our baſi/z5k corporall eyes; but is to 
be gently handled, and drawn forth by Philoſo- 
phick Pyrotechny. Forthe moſt High 1sto be prais'd 
tor his tranſcendent glory, who hath given this art 
to little ones graze. 

Neitherare weota caſt with thoſe pracifians in 
the lady-like, humours of ferre fetch'd, and dear 
bought Gew-gaws - For we ſeldome uſe remedies 
that are tran{marine, that come. from beyond the 
ſeas, andare ferch'dfromthe furtheſt parts of the 
Eait;, knowing that it 1s not need, makes our old 
wc to trot; Bo that the Almighty hath madcall 
Nations cfthe Earth cafie to becur'd; Nor would he 
have us ſuch Trugs to expect Barbarien Drugs from 
.the Indjan ſhore. What an abſurd conſequence, 
and what a ſhame it is tothink that God was leſle 
favourable to mortalls before the dies were 
\known- Such: 1s. the Trade, habit, and iterate 
Cuſtomeand Pract iſcs of our Indian Drug-merchants 
and Phyſick-mongers; ſuch is the zealousand ignor- 
ant Sacion, 3 wang and perverſe covyetous 
patureof ſome; the hammer of whoſe deſires, beats 
on the anvil! of compleating and filling up the mea- 
ſureofthe vicesand miſeries oftheir native Coun- 
trey, by the importation of forreign and heatheniſh 
drugs. - What isthis but to noſethe high and ſaga- 
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cious Genixs of the Engliſh Nation, and to lay them 
open to the ſcorn and derifion of other Nations, 
and givethem juſt caufe to play and deſcant upon 
the poverty aud improvidence of Natyre m our own 
Countrey, to furniſh us with remedies, for our ma» 
ladies ; asif wehad no ſmith in England, but muſt 
per mare, per terras, ultra Garamantes & Indos, run 
to ſupply her deficiency. And the iniquity hereof 
ſhall be further ſhew'n by a familiar inſtance, 
though the luxury and pride of thoſe who ſacrifice to 
the grapy God, open their mouthes wide,and gnafb 
their teeth againſt me. What more foul and com- 
mon ſnne among us then drznkenxeſſe, and who can 
be ignorant, that if the importation of wine, and 
the uſe of all Frong drink were forbid, it would both 
clean ridde the poflibility of commitring that moſt 
odiows vice, and men might afterwards ltve happi- 
ly and healthftully, without the uſe of thoſe into- 
xicating liquors. Yet whois there the ſevereſt of 
them all, that ever propounded to loofe his Sack, 
his Ale, toward thecertain aboliſhing of ſo great a 
fin, who 1s there of them the holieſt, that leſſe 
loves hisrich Canary at meals, though it be fetch'd 


from places that hazard the Religion of them 


who fetch it, and though it make his neighbour 
drunk out octthe ſame Tun > While they forbid 
not therefore the ufe of that liquid merchandize, 
which forbidd'n would urterly remove a moſt loath« 
ſome finne, and not impair either thehealth, or 
the refreſhment of mankind, ſupply'd many other 
waies : what can be expeRted in ſuch a field of ry- 
ot, but thetares and thiſtles of mortifick diſtem- 
pers and maladies, and a courſe and cuſtome of 
cealineſle, 
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ealineſle, and boldneſle to ruſh into all manner of 
debaucheries? Hetoremove a nationall vice, will 
not pardon his Cups, nor think it concerns him to 
forbearthe quaſiing of that outlandith grape, in his 


unneceſlary tulnelle, though other men abuſe it 


never ſo much, nor 1s he ſo abſtemious as to inter- 
cede with the Magiſtrates, that all matter of d4run- 
kenneſſe be bantſh'd the Common- Wealth ; we have 
the leſle cauleto hope,ſolongasa thingof as much, 
if not greater Concernment, and ot as little, if not 
 Teſle inconvenience, will not be furbidden, as this 
of forbearing the fetching of all exotick, Indian and 
Barbarian drugs, and heathenith Compoſetions for 
Phyſick, which would not worſe, but much better 
our condition, 1s a thing fo little regarded, and 
bath hitherto lyen ſo undiſcern'd, and undeman- 
ded. What 1s this, but to uſethe mouth of our 
nerall Parent , the firſt time It opens,. when he 
aid or ſaw that all things he had made were very 
good, to anarrogantoppolition, and correcting of 
Gods wiſdome,freeneſle and bounty; as if he were 
more careleſſe and lefſe regarding us,then other Na- 
tions,though frners ofthe Gentiles; or that Nature 
was more improvident, inſufficient, anddeficient 
towards us in her good things; or that the things 
of our Countrey were not good, or not good e- 
nough (lameztabile 4: ) for the Cure of our home. 
bread diſeaſes, but muſt be beholding to others to 
ſupply the defects of God and nature, both as ſwp- 
plement, and CorreFives. No, no, we with feri- 
ous tears ſpeak it, that it is Mans perverſe cooking, 
who hath turn'd this bounty of God into a /corproy, 
either by weak and ſhallow commenting with their 
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mmerow, volumindw and impertinent amplification; 
and modifications ; or by proud arrogance, covet. 


-ouſneſle, envy, and cruelty tothem, who neither 


in their purpoles, nor in their actions have offend- 
ed againſt the due honour of Phylick, poly 
Pyrotechnal/:For to our common and undertoot Chy. 
miſtry and jumblings of Apothecaries,is the tendence 
of them, who have the leiſure to be induſtrioul. 
ly idle; and he who ſhall be tediouſly ſtudious1n it, 
argues a dulneſs little leſs then fatal,and hardly on 
this ſide ſorcery,or inchantment,not to be undone by 
charms , or prayers: Inſomuch that the nw whic 
ſome men may haveofan invaſion and innovation 
into the Ewtopian Emprre of Galcnical beatheniſh Phy- 
ſick, and conſtituting more clear, natural. and, ex- 
perimentall foundations and principles, perbaps 
exceed the hopes that can be in others of ever 10- - 
troducing it with any great ſucceſle. | And that 
ſucha thingought to be done, and chceatally grave 
about, and fetF'd, enough hath been urg'd, and yet 
ſhallfurther; fince we areclearly of that opinion, 
that it will be ahatder- Alchi Lully or Par acel- 
fwrever knew, toextratt or ſublimate any ſure re- 
all foundations of Phyfick out of Galen, .and- his 
Task-maſters. Sothat we ſee, without the help 
of further light, $a/owons ſhips are more welcome 
that bring apes and peecocks, and I know not what 
monſters both of principles and pradiſe;. then the 
Goldof 6phir. Nothing now adaies is more dege- 
nerately forgotten then the true dige:ty of Man 
almoftin every reſpec, buteſpecially io this, an 
which is the: vation , ſo neerly concerning 


himſelf Indeed mans diſpoſition My 
carc 
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ſearch after vain curioſities, yet when. points of 
difficu)ty and danger areto be diſculs'd, appertain= 
ing to the removall of ſome unreaſonable \ 
burden, injury and abuſe from the perplex'd like 
ot our Brother, it is incredible how cald, how dull, 
and farre from all tellow-feeling we are: but when 
neither the ſpur of Philawtie and ſelf-concernment, 
asthis of our dear lifeand health, brought into un= 
worthy ſnares, without which we are uſelefle and 
fpiritlefſeto our ſelves and the Common- Wealth, 
ſhall not fir us up to conſider and berhink of an 
expedient to get from under them, into a more ge- 
nerous, caſte, ſafe and exquifre way, both to pre- 
ſerve and obtain our healths, either not to vlead 
for it, ornor to ſee it, arguesa coldnefle, dulncfle 
and dotage little lefle then imcarable,or a ſtark dead- 
neſſe,contratted by the Opium and Lethargy ot epide. 
mick ignarance: Indigniries that merit a Lucaxs 
ſpirit to lay open and exploderhem. And feriouf. 
ly by this,and other of thelike bu/k and” fze, ifthe 
Genizs of Fagliſh men muſtthus go a fiſhing on r'o- 
ther ſideto have 2 draught, muſt be ſent a 'pilgri- 
mage to the Worlds End, andfetch homethe Apes 
and Peacocks of Forreizners, and their Chimericall 
humours, and alt the way ftrike top-ſail, ſtand 
bare and vail with reverence;to the ſtatue of Diſper» 
ſatories of others ignoramce and unex for- 
malities, and ſufferthefe ſparious brats to take the 
wall of all the free ſpirir dfcleir reaſoning, andthe 
ſons of 3rt and Ingennity,we are no berter then {laves 
and fools, and of deſert to be reckon'dwithrhe 
ſonnes of Cham, and to work in the Laboratory of 


the Gibeowiter, Let ns reſolve then like Men _ 
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blein the ſight of God, and with no leſlefaith and 
a ſerious judgement apply our ſelves tothe freeneſs 
And bounty of God 1a our own native. Country: 
and know all the world, that the Divine goodnelle 
hath perſwaded me that howe-bred dilcaſes have 
their remedies likewiſe at howe. And Chymical 
concluſions have taught me, that a little liquor may 
be o—_—_ which will keep the tempers of /emples 
uncorrupted,, without any forreign condiment, 
They boil therefore herbs in water, Wine, or di- 
fill d liquor, (the abfurdine, yanitie and iniquity 
of which ſhall turther be ſhewen anon )even till the 
third part, or half beconſum'd, 1na double yeſlell 
under a double Cover, and ſo make a decottion, or 
anti-Chimical/ porridge; whereinitthe chicfeſt po- 
wers donot periſh, or are not evirate; yet is there 
nothing-drawn from thence, but an i]l pleaſing and 
diſtaſtfull ſlime of herbs, to be digeſted by the ſto- 
mach z althongh the decoCtions and juices be cla- 
rified with whites of Fgges, and palliated with ſ#- 
gar. For they are drunk without ſeparation of that 
which is pwre, from that which 1s /trengtble/ſe;with- 
outunlocking the hidden powers by the Turn. key 
of Pyrotechny; without the root and participation 
ofthelife, or emendation of the defeZs, crudities, : 
excrements, and violent powers, whale aFivities 
we haveno Opmm to , DOT, our nature, cagnot 
without great prejudice endure. 
Within the ſame hiſt aremarſhall'd EleFnaries, 
Confeions, or Pills, either to comfort, or toJool- 
ay aur abound wy greater optlerzey then the 
yrups; for. without boiling, .with meer, poun 
ing or poud'ring they are ialoally, gporantly 
an 
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and unadviſedly fram'd of many fwmples , which 
for the moſt part are in antipodean polition, and 
diametrally oppolite one to another ſo that they 
cannot conjoin the mutuall help which they owe 
unto us. Foritisnot1a Nature as it is in Numbers, 
where the powers ali meet in oze, becauſe they a- 
gree by wnities- For in natuteevery thing is lin- 
ular, and lives of it ſelfnot delighting in conjun- 
jon, Thus far likewiſe the operations of Phy- 
ſick proceed into the widdei? of the life ot the 
Archews;which by confuſions and blendings, it it do 
not altogether periſh, yet 18 it at leaſt manifeſtly evi- 
rate. For the fruſtrated ſucceſles of many ſeeds com- 
pacted together, and the awzoptica// un fuccesfulneſs 
of Phyſitians, by theſe weak and contemptible en- 
gines ought to havegiven ſufficient warning to the 
Schools, that they thould forbear from blending 
ſo many and different {imples together. How much 
more when in that multitude, many counterfert, 
oppoſote, uſeloſſe, (but otherwile for the moſt part 
pynnmey )enpertincnt, vain, improper, and there- 
re faint, over-worn, evill, and deadthings are ad- 
ded, or atleaſt made: Foralthough the adulrerat- 
ing of drugs are more juſtly charged upon the wer- 
chant then the draggiſt;, yet not to garble them, is 
the part of a ſluggiſh, ignorant, or covetous Apothe- 
cary. Inthe mean time it 1s certain that almoſt all 
the ingredients are taken crude, hard, wnripe, ſbut, 
poiſoned, impure, bound, and unapt tothe commu- 
nication of their powers, andare more depraved by 
mixture, And becauſe the ſtomach of ſick perſons 1s 
hard-by, and in the threſhold , therefore it is firſt 
offended, becauſe it is mo and unfit to une 
the 
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the middle lite , beſet with ſo many difficulties: 
Wherefore we ought mm our labours and ſingular 
care, to be befoxe-hand, that we may prepare all 
things for thelanguiſhing ſtomack , if we hope with 
delight to attain unto the concetv'd and wiſhed 
ends, Whercforetheuſeof all ConfeTFions is harſh, 
nauſeous and tediows : Hence came the proverb, 
take that away, for it ſmells like a medicine, 

Likewiſe if you take from folutives, Scammony 
and Coloquintida, the whole Fdifice of the ſhops in 
Solutives, willfall tothe ground, thoſe two pillars 
being remov'd, whereon it reſted. For ſolutives 
belides Scammony Coloquintida,enphorbium elaterinm, 
eſula and manifeſt poiſons, and thoſe beſide adulte- 
rated, ſordid and horrid: the ſource of the diminati- 
on of our forces and ſtrength, conteln nothing 
elſe, unleſle the ſame poiſons be ſfuppos'd to be al- 
layed with alses, rubarb\, ſene, agarick , manne and 
thelike, and ſo the moreliableto impoſture. 

Theichoolsacknowledge that their purges down 
tO Agarich, havenced of corret#ion, to the Intent, 
that they may bring in their very mouthes ſtrength 
unto Nature: Put ah would to God ſuch /awe Cor- 
rections were not idle and wnproſitable, were not 
fooliſh; and that they might ſerve rather ro compare 
the innocence of the wedicine then his caſtration or 
gelding his powers: Becauſe caſtration of powers, 
concludes and carries deceit in the very face; leaſt, 
as who ſhould ſay, the ſick might- underſtand the 
poiſon, that is in it. The ba/eful/ remedies alſo of 
the ſhops, are like a Crocodite, or domeſtick wo!fez 
who ſeeing his occaſton, whilſt hets traſted to, re- 
turnesto his wonted fierceneſſe and cruelty of Na-« 
rure: 
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ture: Hence neither dare they call their ſorcorre&Fed 
medicines by their proper Etymon-: that is tolay, 
they hide Scar:aony , under the nameof diagredinw, 
as alſo Colocynthis, they diſguiſe under Alhandel. 
At lengththe compound laxatives in the Dyſpenſato- 
ries, do war under a fain'd and counterfeit title of 
Dux. 'In the mean while they cannot deny, but 
that inall, andevery of their ſolutives, Scammony 
and Coloquintida, are the two pillars, on whom, 
the whole Edifice of purging doth reſt and lean; in 

the collifion of which,all, whatſoever is built there- 

on, doth fall to the ground. Thcir more gentle 

ſolutivesthen, as Maxine, Calſee, Sency, rubarb &c, 

have givenuptheirnames to thoſetwo burley (tan« 
dard leaders. 

The ſchooles confeſle that a laxative medicine 
being exhibited, 1sno longer in the power of the 
Phyſitian: yea, and that more1s.they by this means 
defame the Laxatives, and therefore eſteem them 
lefſe and fer them behind phlebotomy. For if the 
laxative hath committed any thing too cruel, they 
are wont to accuſe either the doſe, orthe corre@1on, 
or the ſlid nature of the lick, or the Apothocary, or 
the ſervents,or the wife,or ſome bodie, or ſomething , 
leaſt otherwiſe thename and fame of a ſolutive me- 
dicme ſhould periſh : > >, notwithſtanding 1n the 
mean while they confeſle, will they nill they, that 
all ſolttves conten in them a corrupting, waſting 
poiſon, and onely Ales alone, they have made a 

erb, and call 1t in»ocuons. Butthereſtare ads 
 miniſtred with addivament , correffFion and circum 
[petHior , and "ot prepoſteronſly , nor overhaſtily. 


Of late, a certzin learned man to preſerve. his 
K 2 health, 
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kealth, took theuſuall pill, ex aloe lots, ( caftrate 
potizs) and not finding the effec, he goes to round 
another Phyſ#tiar in the care, and tells him of it, 
who blames the ſlupgiſhnefle of Alves, and more. 
over turns Picron ſue amarum, into pigram : T'le pre- 
ſcribe you, ſaies he,gelded pills ; which being taken, 
he miſerably perifhes, becauſe he had labour'd a 
whole week in vain, that hemight reform the diſ- 
order'd cftc& of the laxative medicine. He there. 
fore that he might free himſelf from a juture diſcaſe, 
riſhes by the deceit of the Phyſitian, and leaves 
Cehinde hje: cleyen children. Whence firſt it is 
maniteſt, that it's as free in a laxative to rage fierce 
in one, that is well in health, asin one that is ſick; 
for this thing may goe onraging againſtthelife of 
Magiſtrates and chiefeſt Governours, and that ſcot- 
free, without danger of puntſhment, under thoſe 
two cheats, thename ofa Thyſtian,and the deceit of 
2a medicine ; becauſe the h coyers the cruell 
renorance and un:kilfulneſſe ofthe Phylitians. 

It's a ſpecteus title truly that of prrgation or de- 
puration, but full of deceit God knowes. Ah |! 
would to God that the Phy ſitians purge could expi- 
ate diſeaſes. Would to God as touching this,it may. 
notbe, that the ſick would expet& purges fromthe 
hands of a Phyſitiar, or his preſcription. It's worth 
our ferious forrow ſurely that they ſay, a looſning 
medicine adminiſtred before the concoTion of the 
diſeaſe, brings forth thoſe - es they wil have 
laxatives haveeyes. like that Fpidawrean lerpent, to 
bring forth by fele&ion cne humour and not ano- 
ther ) which otherwiſe, after the aforeſaid conco- 
Qion of the diſcaſe, would bewnuſefwl, yea, and 
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hurtful]. Notwithſtanding neither will they learn 
hitherto from hence, that the humonrs brought out 
by laxatives, arenot bumonrs,northings offending; 
( for otherwiſe, in either ſtation of a diſcaſe, and 
with one only /axative,they ſhould neceſlarily help 
equally, if they bring out the ſagie peccant matter) 
but meer putrefa#:or, and meer rotten confum'd 
melted matter through the poiſon of the /axatives. 
So much the more unhappily isthe ememy recety'd 

m regard he may exerciſe this cruell raging and 
'Tayening within, inthefleſb and in the blond. 

To proſecute the deciphering of thoſe crueltirs 
and outrages which are committed by laxatives, it 
will not be beſides our purpoſe, to relate a ſtory 
of our friend in this buſineſle, which he mentions 
of himſelf; and it isthat acute Philoſopher and inge- 
nious Hel/mont; who. when he was put on 
the glove of a certain damoſel/ infelted with x dry 
#ch or ſcab; where he had contracted, firfton that 
band, then on the other, an unlucky ſcabbineſle, 
of a Purulentconſtitution, and with puſtules. The 

ſenior Phyſitians of the City being called, they 
com {firſt a veive to be open'd for the cook. 
ing ofthe liver : then, with an apozeme. for three 
dates, they addrefled themſelves to prepareforthe

excuſes, and the earth coyered their fault. For 
thus the Confe@ions of the Schools by their fooliſh 
corrective Diſpenſatories, take up many things to fall 
up the load. T he Opiates have chiefly hot things ad- 
dedto them 3 but laxatives for the maſt part gin- 
ger, wace, Annijes, and whatſoever things caſe gri- 
plogs, which follow from the laxatives. Oh with 
what licence doth ignorance rage uncontrolled a- 
mong{t men ! | How little do they underſtand ther 
Hippocrates : If thoſe things be taken away which ought, 
(that is, ſuch things as are hurtftull and bur 
lome ) the patient merds, and eafely beareth it, ._ For 
fincethoſe things that hurt wi Qoft-times not 
weigh adram, all the purgation that ends in health, 
mult be an evacuation either imperceptible,. or at 
leaſt very macaree, mga a ts» ng of the 
ſtrength, . Fox are the things which patients 
calily endure with content. W hexefore the corre» 
dives of medicines are unprofitable logdgand with-

heretofore learn'd of our Philoſophers, that moſt ex- 
cellenc vertues dwell in Fmples, that were guarded 
with deſtructive poiſons. This made way for the 
raſhaclle of the Schools, who mingled the poiſons 
drawn out by expreſſion , and the corroftves o- 
pen'd with their antidotes : hoping that by the 
goodnelleand quantity of the adjunG#s, the malig- 
nitie of the poiſon would be overcome; as if it were 
agrecable to bealth,to have a peſtilent glove brougher 
to gueſts into a chamber repleniſhed with whole- 
ſome aire, For we do not here accuſethe viper in 
Triacle, without which it would butbeas it were a 
cadaverous heapeof mpler, ' For the fleſh of vipers 
is in it ſelf nnhartfull and withour poiſon, yea an 
Antidote againſtit. But the Trofbiſchs made thereof, 
by being boiled, leave all their vertne in the broth, 
which theraw fleſh did conſerve. Concerning 47 
ſenick in this place wecomplain, being A . 
as they call it, put itito Antidotes, For the Schools 
preſume for the ravitie of their boldneſſe to deſerve be. 
liefe, and to place rhe gloty of ſtudies in the authority of 
ſion.

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If the whole body being luſticand full of life doth 
preſently fall down being ſmitten with the tooth 
of a viper? will Napeler grow milde with the ad. 
mixture of cloves? Will Coloquintidaceale to cauſe 
putrefa&tion with his torſions, if itbe joined with 
Tragacant > Therefore corre&ons 1n Diſpenſatories 
are grievances, and dull additaments, which donot 
mitigate the virulencies, but waſt the powers of 
medicines. For as poiſons have a fermentall quick. 
neſle of working, ſo careſhould be taken that the 
ſtrength and . wa nov of medicines might be con. 
ſerved, and they by the applications of Art be di. 
rected againſt the neceſiities of Chronicall and rewote 
diſeaſes, - This onely thing remained in this buſi. 
nes, that we infripgeand fubduethe violence of the 
thing, with a fermental propagation. Wherefore 
as weingenerall pitty the Compoſitions and Corre&i. 
ons ofthe ſhops, ſowe yo more deteſt the precipita- 
tions, vitrifications, and preparations of Mercury, An- 
timony, Taty, Sulphur &c. And allo the adu/ters- 
tions of Spirits from Aromaticks: bot ſceds of vitriol, 
of ſulphur &c. For they are prepared for gain by 
our fugitive ſervants, and furniſh Apothecaries 
ſhops, rather in comtempt of Chymriſtry, then the 
defect of patients. - In like manner we deplore the 
ſhamefull ſimplicity ofthoſe, who with great hope 
preſcribe to patients thoſe painted. buttey-flyes - of 
ltafe-gold., and pownded Jewels; ſellmg their 5 
rence, Knot their fraxd, at agreat Tate. As it the 
ſtomack could thence expett the Jeaſt help. More 
{uttle and therefore more to be condoled is the er- 
rorof thoſe, who.corrode gold, ſilver, Coral, pearles 
and the like with /ovre liquors, and thinke they diſ-

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ſolyethem, ſothat they will becalily admitted in- 
tothe veins, truly communicating their proper- 
ties to us.

li of Tartar, the ſame ſtoticeis again precipitated to 
thebortome, which before was an inviſible pouder! 
foraſmuch as the Wcail falt doth drink up the ace! 
tows (alt, which did contain in itſelf chepotder of 
the ſtones. Butthey perceive not, fiſtof all, that 
their own principles doe both teach and extoll 
diflolutions of this ſort : Then alſo, that the ſto. 
mack wants this ſalt of Tarter, that ſhe may precipi- 
tate the diſſolved ponders, and ſeparatethem from 
the thing diſſolving, and therefore they propoſea 
ridiculous thing. And by conſequence, that the 
matter of Pear{s, Corral , &c. once diſfolved af.

For there are yery many things amongſt food , 
whichidoeſhew forth thiseffe&- | Such as are pot- 
herbs and Yulmerary-herbs &c. which forthe moſt 
part havea lixivial volatile ſalt. Moreoyerthe di- 
geftion it ſelfofthe ſtornack ordinarily doth tranf- 
mute«vrd vegetzb/efpirits ſubſtantially mto a {line 
volatile ſalt ofurine :which when ſhe may no Jon ON 
er wx bet iſtine power of diſſolving, whic 
ſhe at felt had m acidity ; by and by ſhe tg > art

in the plagne, feaverr, ſtone, womnded perſorrs, and 
bruiſed from on high. Wherefore it favours of fim- 
plicity to deny the fame in pearls, Corral,” Fe. 
To which we anfwer, That Gennes, - flones , and 
things of a ſaxatile a ym do difſer mach among 
themſelves. For firſtof all Gemmer, flints, marbles, 
and whatſoever havea criltaline hardneſſe, donot 
at all a&Þ or fuſfer m us, or by us, unlefſe prrins- 
EE periapti; and that but a little while, 
only until they patie from the mouth thorow the 
excrements. Very languid therefore is the vertuc 
of thetre, becauteirliecs hid and flnut wp-in toodenſc 
a body: | But \peartr and Corral}; whatſoever 
dlfe hath a ſaxatile hardneſſe of Pll:f(Þ, mult give 
place truly to gerrmes for hardneſle; mndyeribey 
are not thereforedigeſted inthe Athanor of our 0e- 
conomy; fo wal as i the ſtrormack-of ſome birds.

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Garcias ab Horts faies, that itis very difficult to get 
any therez whence ſeeing they are now ſo familiar 
and frequent among us, and how it comes to paſle, 
and.that we have any good, is almoſt a miracle, at 
leaſt as rare as thewhite ſtone. Mathiolas alſo is 
Libro epiſtolar. tertio ad Quacelbenum, (aies, That 
the ſtones the Emperonr had, were not . Vale 
lepws again, a learned and chict Phyfitian to Philrp 
theſecond, King of a. in his fourth book, be- 
leevesthe King him(ſelfhad nor,nor in all Spain was 
notatrueſtone. Moreover the Phyſitians them- 
{elves ofthat Countrey confeſle that theſe ſtones are 
very rare, and beſides are ſo dear, that they are 
kept very preciſely by the Indians themſelves for 
theirown proper uſe. Wedare belicve,that above 
the hundred patt of theſe Bezoar-ſtones fo called,are 

ſorged and ſopbiſticate : ſuch acunning caſt of ſuttle 
and deceiving merchants are there here in England, 
after the 1talian mode, who can io exattly counter- 
feitthem,that themſelvescannot know the one from 
the other, thetrue from thefalſe, but by a certain 
eminent ſigne of notifying them. Joſephue Acoſta 

10 lib, 4. cap, 42+ —— that the imple Indians 

themſelves know very well to adulterate them, and 
do it with a wonderfull accurate artifice, and very 
frequently; andno wonder, nor unlike to veri- 
fimility, when this couſenage is wont to happen 
very in medicines of a lefſer price. Laſtly upon 

ſure grounds we know, that there is not much to 
betruſted to this fone; becauſe they do not anſwer 
to thoſe effefts written of by Authors, Forthey 
willhave it to move ſweat powerfully, and ſome-

As he neither fears nor cares for any 
Committee of (equeſtrations,their purges, ſo neither 
will he be bribed or laid atleep with their cordialc, 
In vain therefore is the eaſe or lightning of Syas- 
om intended, if a conquering power of healing 
not preſent, which can compeſcate and procure 
the conſopition of the confuſion of the yitall Archews: 
Gar: truly isan eſſential and principall efficient of 
ealing. 
And here wearefallenupon the deteftion oftwo 
other collaterall errors of Phyſitians, concerning 
the ſtory ofanold cock, and that pittitul poor in- 
vention of Clyiters, In the firſt place, phyſitians, 
Mid-wifes, and others given to Phytick,crack much 
of the vertues of Cock-broth. Butthis will vaniſh 
away in furs, like an old-wites-dream; Broth 
of an old cock joined with herbs, isa particular of 
the Lady Ignorances houſ. witery. For firſt a young 
Cock, hath more /ife, ſpirit and vertuethen the old 
decrepit ones. - Concerning this, let judgement be 
committed to the Hens, TheſePhylick broths are 
very 1ngratetull to the ſtomack and troubleſome, 
and therefore are eaſily let fall into, and made the 
companion of excrements, But we palle light- 
ly over this meſle. | 
— Andnow it will beexpedient and comes with-

Yet ſeeing this ſink. ſcourer, the uſe of Clyſters is 
fo generally and cafily beleeved to be tuch a ſafe 
and familiar praGle, that he 1s accounted no better 
then an Ate that ſpeaks againſt it ; 1 fhall adven- 
turetoleavethem a hint, that Foolls are not con- 
ſtellated toa capacity of wedicinal/ principles, and 
that they ſtumble and erre in nothing more then in 
this ther ſo much magnitying of Clyſters., Which 
common unworthy and ſhametull help of Phyliti- 
ans, is tobeabhorred asa cruel and beaſtly reme- 
dy, taught us (as they ſay )froma Bird. Hence 
uponTationall deductions we conclude, That every 
C [yiter Fg naturally an enemy to the Inteſtines. After. 
wards it will calily appear, That all things are received 
for the manner and reſpet# of the Recipient. Which 
we thus furtherexplain- Thetears of the eyes, al- 
though /altiſh, yet are indolent , becauſe Ganitiar 
and naturall to the eye, But ſewple water pains the 


eyes 
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eyezand ſo doth any other thing elſe. Theurinealſo, 
_— (alt, doth not mordicateor fret the bladder.But 
any decoFion or liquor whatloeyer conveyed with. 
in by Catheter or other pipe, although very fweet, 
doth yet grieve and pain the body. But if thepiſo 
hath drawa but the leaſt acidity from mew-beer, or 
otherwile, agen by there followes a very great 
ſtrangury and guttation of urine. The ordure or 
turd therefore, ſeeing it is the naturall aad dome- 
ſtick comtent of the gu#ts, doth not prick or gaaw, 
nor 1s not felt, untill 1t comes to the fleſhy parts 
of the Inteſtinum refum, as executing the office of 


door-keeper, they do both feel and urge the protruli-+ 


onotthe excrement. Whence we conclude, That c+ 
very Clyſter ſeeing it is an exotick guzſt and alien to the 
gut s,it cannot chooſe but be tronbleſ, one and ingratef! 
to them, Then,that « Clyifer never aſcends to the I- 
l:on. Forifyoucalt tncighteen ounces of decod#- 
ov, Either the greateſt part is left in thepipe, or 
falls out in the delivery, and fo itattains onely to 
the beginaing of the Colon, And laſtly, itthere 
be laxatives In the Clyſter ( for ſo for the moſt part 
the lick is deceived, fearing laxatives ) as with the 
one hand even now we exploded the poiſon of pure 
gatives, fo by the ſame rule wethrow dowa the uſe 
of a [axative Clyſteralſo. we confeſle a Clyſter is 
lefle hurefall - foraſmuch asthe mouth of the (to- 
mack is alwaies exerciſed in the moſt noble bulineſs 
of life, and the life is hurt with the laxative poi» 
fon, But at leaſtit cannot bedenyed by no man, 
but that it is a hatefull thing to admit poiſons 

within, nay never {o ſpecious, or by what num? 
or #ivle (oever dignified or diſtinguiſhed, or under 
P 2 
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what adminiſtration {oever or manner of reception : 
becauſe a purgative exems refolyes the bloud in 
the weſentery. No manever yet bronght out fea- 
vers by Clyiters : becauſe they attempt not, nor 
come to the places encompaſled with the feavorifh 
matter; nor arethey ever caſed or comforted b 
them. Moreover theres another Impoſture &- | 
led a nouriſhing clyiter, the ultimate ſcope of a cly- 
fter : becauſe they caſt in broths of liquated fleſh, 
with the hope of nouriſhing, which truly isan ar. 
ument of intolerable ſtupidity, For theliquors 
beinginjedted, firſt of all, they minglethemſelves 
with the turd found 1n the ſame place; then they 
are poured intothole parts, to whom it's properto 
changeall things into tmrd or excrement ; and third- 
ly, it isclear by experience, that ſuch broths, if 
x & be caſt forth gui, two houres afterwards, 
they ſmel not only of a twrd, but in a wanney of cada» 
verous matter. For ſeeing there is nothing goes to 
theſecond or third, unleſle it be by the firſt : it fol- 
lowes, that out of meats OS in the ſtomack, 
and not changedintotrue and laudable chyle, there 
cannot in no wiſe bemade any bloud. Hence it's 
maniteſtalſo, that the injected broths are cadaye- 
rized, and can never paſle into aliwenrt. Nor doth 
it argue.any thing, that ſuch broths carry thereſol- 
wed fleſh in the manner of chyle, For there is as 
good asnothing done, unleſſethey have firſttaken 
the fermentall proprieties of the firft digeſtion, pre- 
paratory to life, not to be found any wheie with- 
out the ſtomack. For whatſoevyes falls out of the 
ſtomack vndigeſted, is very troubleſome, and ſtirs 
up diarrhes's, tortures and allo ſour and wnſavoury 
belchings, 
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belchings , and breeds wormes. But thoſe things 
whichare injected beneath, becaule they partake 
not of the leaſt benefit of the firlt digeltiop, they 
unavoidably become cadaverons, Becauſe they 
have tryed the heat of the place, but are deprived 
ofthe true ferment of vital digeition, An old wo- 
mans invention then 15 a #ouri/bing &yiter, and a 
laxative,acrael one. 

Having now had a clear and uninterrupted pro. 
ſpe into the field of the un/gar medicines of theſbops, 
We now delcend and take the chair on the [tage 
of Topicks, the ſcene of oiles and ſets, which are but 
mutes, and of no value for o;ntwents and plaiiters, 
Dramatis perſons, unleile perhaps to give conſeſtence 
( the Epitoſ of their action) tothe medicine, and 
bring the heterogeneal/ parts into a chorus otmixture 
by their emp/aſtick quality.For firlt a great part of 
men ſuffer not gintments applyed tothe skin, be- 
cauſe they excidh itchings and whelks with ſwel- 
ling. Next becauſe the oiles aforeſaid are for the 
moſt part made of herbs whoſe yertue lyeth hid in 
a mucilaginows and gummy juice, but that juice by 
boiling is drawn out into the porridge, or wrung 
out by the pref » Which is not truly combined 
with the oiles, but at length being fix'd, groweth 


hard. But wecollet the ba/ſomes of lowers more 
rightly in honey. And we much more admit the 
ſimplicitics of {wple,then of componnd oiles. Where- 
fore we chiefly explode the unmeet and abſurd 
compoſitions of »nguents and plaiiters ſold in ſhops; 
mthat nothing 1s more fooliſh then that the POU= 
der, of ongetalt 


es under divers ſuets aud fats Igr0- 
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rantly mixt, ſhould by being fix'd, bardey,and (© 
become good for nothing. -Which ut it be mixcrall, 
will not mingle with the jar, bue 15 rather ſo drown. 
£d therein, and impriſoned, that it 1s worth no- 
thing, and onety encreaſcth the weight. For no. 
thing is to be mingled with ozles, ointments, and 
plarſters, whikch Cannot inthem be wholly bomoge. 
neouſly relolved. It is alſo worthy of laughter that 
the moſt white ſugar is commended, not becauſe it 
15 /weeter and in its vigor more worthy;but becauſe 
It 1s dearer, and oftentimes hath been boiled with a 
lixivinm of unſlaked lime. Where the very name 
of purity hath made the cheat. The contuled flow 
ersof herbs &c. being mingled with the whitel(t 
ſuger grow dull, which by meanes of ſweeter ſwgar 
contract a ferment, and by heating, draw out the 

wersof the #zeple. But afterwards by theenclo- 
fed digeſtion of the heat, the ferment is checked 
and they become more powertull by far. But the 
diverſity of the ferment dependeth on the [ixjvium 
which one ſugar hath, and another wanteth. We 
are likewiſe wont outwardly to apply owtwent 
with choiſe. For in ſuch maladies, whoſecure 
proceedeth from the center outwards, as in wonnds, 
contuſions, combuſtions, &c. Weadvile that they 


beapplyed warm ; but where the inward malady 


requires outward help, as the dyſentery , Colick or 
nepbritick Comvulſions, ſchirrbus, &:c. omtments 
ſhould be cheriſhed from without, with a ſtone 
heat, or with hotſand, And we have learned by 
viewing Choſſe in # kettle of warm water walking 
toand tro, as it werefrom the heat kindled under- 
neath ; and thereforethat by a powerfull heat oint- 
ment 5 
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ments applyed, are quickned, and join their (pi- 
rit with our bloud ; We firſt gueſſed and hin 
found by, experience, that the maladie is by this 
meanes Jn out, andthe violence of the Sya- 
ptomes ſtaid, And whatloeyer Baths do inthe whole, 
the ſame is done in part without prejudice of the 
whole,by ointmentsbeing heat and chbriſhed. For 
a fomenting tile, drives the ſmell of rheplailter 
inwards, and draweth out thoſe things which o- 
therwiſe do ſtick more cloſely. In like manner 
the ſpirit intorcing it felt is drawn together with 
the bloud, and 15diſperſed with heat, another ſuc. 
ceeding in its place, exhauſts the force of the me. 
dicine, and as it were boiling within, ts reverbe- 
rated. 

Likewiſe about the gathering of {ples it is not 
Certataly agreed upon. They concludethat roots 
are to be gathered about Autumre. But for the 
molt part ſmples afford the more powerfull roots at 
ſpring . The Polypodium of the ſpring is chiefly green 
and flhuriſhing. In the Autumre it exhibits a hoa- 
ry and black root, being wornout and uſeclefle. We 
conceive that each is to be gathered immediately 
before the ſtate of maturity : for full maturity isthe 
begining of declination. Wherefore let each fruit 
flower, root, -leafe, barke, &c, have its determi-, 
nate ſpaceof maturity : for even the juice in plants 
firſt floweth up, which in many afterwards dryeth 
up, or Is conſumed and ſpent into leafes, ſothat 
the varietie of warurities hana variety of ga- 
therings. For thus ſome l-afes, after the flowersare 
more vegetons;, but others are more juycie before 
them. There arealſoothers, which are —_ 
betore 
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before the growth of the fruit ; and thereare others 
that perpetually perſiſt. Wherefore they more 
rightly determine, who gather ſ#mples according 
to the exigency of their ſcope and deligne.

We will now wade lightly over, and that 
with a dry foot, this ſhallow brook, of {phe di- 
ftill d waters of the Apothecarics in the common lead- 
en ſtills, and hope with theTorrent of current eruth, 
and rational deduCtions, to rice away this into the 
common-ſhoare of etrors ; and with the Index ex- 

purgatorizs of acute demonſtrations, to wipe it 
outof the jonrnall-book of Phyſick,

the herbe 6s it whole. For therets a ferre dijternata 
in all externalls, whether animal, vegetal, minc-

What more fooliſh can diſtitl fromthe crack'd 
Retort of why mfical or obtufefculls, then the inſ6- 
pidand wnſavoury preſcriptions of the Apothecaries 
common ſtills _—_ : fince we are of opinlon that 
no man who bath but Philoſophy, ingenuity e- 
nough to examin the whole ſcheam of natural en- 
dowments of cach fingleexs, how upen the ſmall 
ſtock ofthe ſmalleſt piece ofthe bexaweron fabrick 
is inoculated ſeyerall 4zimwths meeting inthe Ze- 
#ith of its own Horizon : and hath but fo Ry 

er= 
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derſtanding to know what true d:ſtiVatiox is in the 
nature, uſe andend : and how the ſeveral! epicycles 
may bc re forth —— oo individual me- 
ds the ZquinoTFial/Vineof Pyrotechny, muſt 
of inhrolab —_— conſele a now- 
ledge, 7 femeple s of Apothecaries, a5they are 
commonly diſtill'd, are hs the ſtagnant , ooo 
bumonr, and nf {nivell ofthe rheumatick vehicle 


or men{truum of the Compolitum, caſtrated and ex- 
cis'd of its wit youu energy, and it no better then 
that water which is the Cingulimm macrocoſini, 
wherein the pulſe of the great world beate:;. Forlet it 
be confider'd in all jts ſtages by our Phaymacoprope- 
ans, we mean, ' this vulgar operation of ſample 'wa- 
ters, by our Chymick mimes and counterfeits, and 
we ſhall find:That the wholeſcexe of fil pi ing, all 
the journey, is nothing but weed ffeminate, 
cold ſhivering and agniſh extdatiot * frew'd 
ſteams of the Lady Ignorance's houſ.wifery, {6 that 
the Cateftrophe or 14ſt exit of drop into the ſtills 
chamber-pot, when it-comes to the at of a 
capst mortaine , doth ' epiloguiſe 'z#nd' tonfelle , 
that it is burttheſceleron, alean, ftare'd anonymous 
thing, ſcar'd out ofits wits, not endew'd with any 
formall tranſmutation, nor nothing differs from 
that thin-legg'd Gentleman-Uſher, the fleaz, as 
call ir, that' comes forth in the prologue vt 
firſta&,” Ifthe blind lead the blind, they both fa!

-of fimple waters.” What epidemick blindneſſe 
-and ignorance hath pofſeſs'd us of this age, in theſe

ſelves not well til] they aye: one3:then they can-

If this be erue, as without and beyond thedouber 
of any .the moſt pprebonian incredulity may be evin- 
ced, /what'a {ympaiby then, and harmony there is 
between 1t, the bumane earth, and his mother ; 
in which are principles howogemeal} with his life, 
fuch as can reſtore his decates, and reduce his di(- 
ordersto ahermony.. Butlay they, if they do no 
good they do no harm. . To which we reply, as 

never a whit, as never the better : what are 
we to jeſt in Phyſick? Playthe antick? play the 
Treuant ? Shall not the compuattion of this, call 
bloud intatheir faces, and imprint ſuch a there, 
the character of ſhame ſodeep, as ſhall ſtand for e- 
vera ſtatue of unworthy un- medical baſenefle and

-- Towhich we ſubjoin,thatthe vulgar ſcvple wa- 
ter: diftill'dourok herbs by the Seplaſearies or Apo- 
thecaries out of the common leaden ſtil)s, are not 
only nothing worth, nor retain not the force, 
ſtrength and vertue of the whole herbe, but are 
noxious, evill, and perations, and deſtractive 
tothe nature-of Man ingenerall, nauſeonsto the 
ftomack, and loathſome to the ſick, wholly differ- 
ent from the natureof che herb of wh ich they-are 
daſtill'd, and partaking-of an exotich, heterogene 
quality and nature. 


;ftillation in the hands of fuch is as rats-bane 
in 
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in the hands of a Child, who wanting j 
and diſcretion, not diſt ing it from i 

uts in 09 his mouth, and kills himſelf. For be- 

ides their ignorance, a greaterror is commitrt 
not onely ws knowing what diſtillation is, . 
their perſwading themſclves, and making thepeo- 
ple bcleeve, they are the true eſſences ,natwre,ſtrength 
and virtze, of the herbs _ which are 
draw'n 3 not perceiving the ſtrange, forreign na- 
txreand quality they partake by aſſumilating an other 
nature conirary to their own , and the nature of 
Man. Fornot only they are altogether devoid 
of all odowr and ſapoxr, both ſanell and raft, 
in ſome few whoſe ſu{phar lyes in the utter and /»- 

erficial part of the herb; but they are wanting 
both of quality and virtue; for we may as well be- 
leeve a {ib Goſpel, as thatthe quality or virtze of 
the herbs is draw'n forth inthe waters, except like 
ſavoury, or ſmell, or both,beintheſame. For with- 
out doubt the quality is wanting, when out of 
herbs that are hos, a cold phlegmatick moiiture is 
draw'n , unworthy the name of diſtil'd wa- 
ter t to thoſe who have a tendence 
to chriſten t ings improperly, and barbarouſly, 
or barbarouſly improper : But if we grant them 
th'is,it isa waterzit1s not the elemental, ſeminall or 
radical] water of the thing, as we binted nd 
we may very lawfully-beallo w'd to conchude, Sxch 
a water to partake nothing of vitality, eſſence, or ns- 
ture of the berb, and tobe little or nothing differenc'0d 
from common well-water, and is as obnoxiow 10 cor» 
ruption and putreſation as others : yeaalſo, by rea- 
{on of their crudities to congelation or a" 
witn 
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witneſle the intent diligence of Aothecaries to 
ſtop their glaſſes cloſe, and care to preſerve them 
from the cold in winter, from whoſe arreſt they 
cannot be bail'd or ſecur'd, thoughby the ſnbſedy of 
dowble glafle and fepple - Agatnthat although there 
be a manitcſt difference between the herb of wirt 
and /ettxce, that the one is bot, and the other cold, 
et the weter of mints may very warrantably be 
laid to be cold,» when its calefallive, and confort- 
tive part remains in hisoi/z,and his balſamich part in 
his {Us neither of which ney quidem mn the text, al- 
cendsnotin the d:iſtil/ationthat is commonand »/n4l. 
Waters diſtill'd in g/aſrex, or glaz'd vellels after 
the manner of our diſti/ation , and is known to 
ſome Apothecaries by our direftion, which enjoics 
its grand principiative Sonvaning andthe mo(t r4- 
aicall and iamolt nature and balſom, do lo far paſs 
thoſe that are made imply by the fire in leaden 
ſtills, as gold paſleth Iron : ſuch a diſtillation as 
ſhall give forth the naturall odour, ſavourand tai? 
of the herbs and flowers whereout they be taken, 
abſque in e, without any notfome ſmel 
or taſt of ſmoake or burning, cnjoing its ſal/ne bale 
ſamick conlervatory of vitality, from, putre- - 
f«Tion and corruption; which cannot be perform'd 
to a moity in the common leaden ſtills, For 
the waters that are drawn off in them, are {eldome, 
ithout notable 


eſpecially while they be new, wit 


loathſomeneſlc of ſmoake and burning. For they 
acquirea ſenſible empyrenwatick acidity.and inherit 
any ey >a quality or tinZure devolvy'd from the 
churliſh. ſaturnine aniey of the iFi/; which uato 
fick men that driak 


them, either by themſclves, 


Or 
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or in their ſauc'd Julaps, arenot only navſeons and 
very grievous, but alſo hurtfull, and pernitions : 
For the maligne and evil quality ofthe Jeadyjr en: 
damageth both the ſtomack; chebreaſ#, and all the 
entrails ;, ſo likewiſe -doth the quahty of braſe, 
which Phyſitians perceiving, leftthem, -and' only 
us'd decottions; which things alſo, may eaſily be 
made appear, with Tefſe adoe then a volume, how 
frivolws and fraitlefle they are; alſo how perritions 
and evil/. For in herbs, or any other matter of a 
vitriolated ferment, that have an acid ſapor or ſpi- 
rit, being decocted in braſen veſlels, yeeld a decs- 
Tion very wngratefxd, and pattaking of a canckerous 
and 4*nginows quality : therefore have our Londew 

| Colledge of Phyfttians wiſely and adviſedly for- 

bidden the decotting of acid things in breſſe: tn the 

fol. of their Pharmacopeie or Diſpenſttory, where 
they command thatBerberries , ofa tart vitriolate 
ferment, be boiled in vaſe vitreatoterreo, and they 
give thereaſon ,quod atida ab ereoingratum ſapinnt: 
And from whence they had this we need not beſo- 

Ticitous in ſearching to know. If the veſle} alter ſo 

much in the decotting, why not as well m diſtifla- 

tion? Forifthe decotions may partake ofa canc- 
kerous ernginow quality from the braſen velle}, 
why alſo may not the diftill'd waters inthe !eadex 
ſtills with peuter-heads partake of a ſat wrmnive cernſ- 
ſal quality, not to be digeſted by"the moſt firathio- 
cameline Athanor of the microcofmical eronozy.Such 
things then asare deftill'd after the common man- 
ner of diſtillation, arealtogethertobe difallow'd, 
becauſe of the Ceruſe, and other walitiogr qualities 
of the lead : for water alfo that is convey'd by 
pipes 
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P ipcs of lead Galen condemneth; for it breedeth 
diſeaſes in the entrailes: and in this caſe it is worth 
a mans tenth reading - for it heaffirm, That meer 
water only convey d in leaden pipes doth breed diſeaſes 
of the bowels; how much more ought weto fear 
our waters di{t1]l'd in a leaden ſtill;, tor no ſmal Ce- 
ruſe remaineth cleaving to the inner fide of a Jead- 
en head, as in diſtilling of vimeger is gathered : fo 
by the force of the heat, or buratneſle aſcending 
up with a vapour, many times allo acidand tart, 
of vitriolated natureandquality, doth infect and 
tin the waters with a ſaturnine cern/ſall evill quality. 
For how-comes it to paſle elſe that ſimple water 
devoid of all its ſalt, andſoof all tef?, ſhould at a- 
ny time wax ſour, and of evill taſs, except it did 
partake of the evill qualities of the ſpirits con- 
tain'd in the lead 5 which /ourzeſe could never hap- 
pen in ſe-ple waters by reaſon of their coldneſſe.But, 
well may they with ſuch devout confidence, even 
to ſuperſtition, adminiſter ſuch waters as partake an 
evill quality of the lead jn which they be diſtill'd, 
when they ſhall plead the tyranny of preſcription 
and Cuſtome , and with no lefle temerity, and as 
much unſuccesfulneſle they ſhallnot ſtick to admi- 
niſter thoſe rattles and ſcurffe of theirbrains, the 
ſcales of braſſe and Iron,inwardly. X 
But ahard task think they we have to con- 

teſt againſt, and anſwer the following objection . 
For ſay theſe cold ſtomacks and underſtandings, 
that can very hardly digeſt this do&trine or any 0- 
ther ſave the crude ſalads gather'd out of the Gale- 
nicall elyſmm ;that cold herbs as Roſes, Succory, plan + 
tain, burrage, &c. 'mulſt be ſtill'd ina cold Raul, 
R that 
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that is, a leaden ſtill they mean. But what hi. 


; therto hath been ſpoke touching the invalidity and 


. Iincflicacious remedy of diftilld waters, he who 


will deny to-have been argu'd according to reaſon 


and all equity of demonſtration from therules of 


Pyrotechny, 'we profeſſe we cannot edify how, or 
by what ruleoft proportion that Mans geriav calcu. 
lates, what hise/emerts are,nor what his analytichs: 
confidently to- thoſe who have read good books, 
and to thoſe whoſe reaſon is notan illiterate book, 
to themſelves we appeal, whether they would not 
confetle at}this robetrue, were it not for that a. 
fore-recited cold and dull objection of them, who 
like a lame dogge mnt be helped over the ſtile, 
cannot get over this adamantine Alpe of frigidi- 
».. 

- But give meleave topropound, whether the ai. 
vity, Lc yrs or accomodation of Cychory, ( or 
any other cold vegetable ) to the Liver, be m his 
body, in hiscold,, wnadive, elementary quality, of 
in bis: ſpirit, ( exeept we hold he hath none in 
him ) or ſome other inmate, peculiar diſpoſition 
or balſome,which hath powe: to work, and which 
things Hippocrates calleth Sreuus. 

That there is life, yertue, and ſtrength in wa- 
ters, ( ifthe whole have any, andthey be draw'n 
off by an expert Artiſt in Pyrotechny )is confeſs'd of 
alt, except thoſe whoſe obſtinacy in incredulity 
confeſſes their benightment to the black paths of 
ignorance and error: for it as Chriſt ſaies my Fa- 
= worketh hitherto and T work, and it is God 
that cloaths the Lilly of the field, who toll not, nor 
ſpin their own garments, but God in Natures 
Loom 
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Loom hath wrought both watpand woofe : what 
does he then cloath them with? with only the naked 
fig-leaves of their awag/ypbe or exterior texture or 
yeltment ? yes certainly , he cloaths them with 
per, tull of. ſpirit and life, _ and living; Be. 
ides the texture of them, the ſeverall, perperu- 
all prodaJions, their multiplication , angmenta« 
tion are manifeſt and infallible arguments of 
life. 

There isthen in all things lumen quoddam vitale, 
whereby they a& that which they are accomodate 
to aft. Timque in piſce vitale eſt, quim in leone ; 
thmque in Cychoreo & papavere quam pipere, which 
is extinguiſh'd, obſtruftted , or diminiſhed in 
this clouted-ſhoe, hob.nayl'd Chywiſtty of Apothe. 
Caries. - 

If this be true, asto ſatiety of ſatisfaftion may 
be clearly evinced, that every plant or herb cn. 
joies vegetation according to the ſeminal vertua 
ofits domeltick terment,origiaally inoculated into 
its principles, by natural conſequence from hence 
we may underſtand, That ali vegetation vs from the 
ſpirits, Arid that ſoall zFivity, capacity and pow- 
er to worke proceeds from them : as alſo thatall 
debility to perform their original inhzrent and 
mplantate vigeanr , power and vertze in the bo- 
dy, doth depend upon the obſtrutjon, violation or 
diminntion of the ſpirits and their peculiar appro- 
priate ferment. Cychory having a bitter taſt, com- 
cth from ſal gemme, its natxral/ ferment according 
tothe Chywiſt;, So opium much more colder,hath 
in it a bitter and mitrewe ſalt : yet inhim beſides 
his ſoporifero us mm © there is connexed virus 4- 
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lind. unde lethalja papavers ſomino, decantantur 2 Po 
etis. And anodznes although ſtupific, inſtar 
frigoris ; yet they areerroneoully reckoned by the 
Schools, chiefly among cold things. Forneither 
1s it ſoporiferous ſulphur in opium that doth cool; 
bur greatly awraricate, and hisſalt is ſharp and ſudo. 
rifick and bitterncſle mm the Schools is a notable 
Indicative of beat. Out of opizm we ſay ſeparated 
from his zarcotick ſulphur, may be made a notable 
purger, The lke may bedone of Cychory, Cen. 
tawry, Fumitory and Gentian : Salt of a cleanſing 
nature ; Therefore is a medicine out of ſuccory 
made by fire, excellent in the 1@erica//tinureto 
expell it. 

Certaioly if we be not moles to our own under- 
ſtandings, and doe not wiltully ſhut the eyes of 
our reafon, but do ſo much right to our own 
judgements as to what quality there is in 
the elemental. Crafis of ſuccory, we ſhall find moſt 
manifeſtly a ſharp bitterraſt in it , which proceeds 
chiefly:from his ſalt gemrme , whichis not co/d, but 
of an aFive quality, which tz the true b-patick me- 
diciuein It, and thechicte ſpecifick part that aſpects 
the Liver : isthe Aſcendayt and Almuten 1n its own 
Horizon, that radically applies to the L!t + : But 
the water of it, that is drawnoff in a cold fill ſo 
call'd, is voidof courſe, and peregrime,that is, ſtript 
ſtark naked of its vertwes, and 1s not in reception 
with his owginal/, and hath lighted in the v4 com- 
buita; nor this balſamick hepatick ſalt > without 
which the whole is a »aVity, is not in exaltation, 
aſcends not in the common diſtilling. nor can by 


Do meanes be tranſ]ated thereto by the leaden = 
. 


T he vanity of the craft of Phyſich, 
Fhe Caput mortar after every diſtillation , in 
which is ambuſcado'd the ſalt, is onely inthe com- 
bui# way, and is not alpected otthe water, that is, 
artakes not onegrain ofthe ſalt, without which 
t isan unſavoury medicine. For if the aqueous 
humour, the chariot of the other inhzrent vertucs, 
be drawn by theſe dull ſaturnine leaden-heel'd 
horſes, the common ſtills, and be driven naked in- 
tothe world, rifl'd ofa'l its force and yertue, and 
carriesnot in its belly neither wind nor fire; how 
can it be apply'd with honeſty orconlcience, as 
medicinal torthe Liver; when to the molt groſle 
and vulgar heads it confeſles its jnvalidiey aobeing 
pillag'd and robb'd of its efficacy, ſpirit and life. 
And how all along it hath been handed down to 
poſterity, and reckoned among the rapſodies of 
medicines, as a prime inſtrument to corre and 
condemne the diſtempers of Mans body toa neul- 
tre, ſeems not ſo much a riddle as ridiculous, ex- 
cept to the ſerious trifling gravity of ſuch, who 
having as cold and dull a pace,as pate,in the ſcruti- 
nies of Nature and herexcellencies, hayelittleelſe 
to doe; whoſe tendence ſeems toverifie the tenor 
ofthat proverb, better play at ſmall game then ſtand 


ont. 

Such herbs then aspartake ofa vitriolated qualt- 
ty, andan «cid ſhwrp ſpirit, though cold, ought 
not tobe diſtil!'d ina leadea ſtill. Ota vitriolate 
nature we lay, ſ:eing vegetables may draw mine- 
rall and metal/ich (ſpirits unto them. Andletnot 
other men thinke themſelves free, and the thing 

uitable and rational, to call choler ernginows, vit- 
telline and porraceous for the likenelle and affinity of

thoſe things from whence the name is borrow'd; 
and goe to debar me from conceiving my 
ſelf tyed by the ſame duty- We have the {ame 
reaſon then, and as lawful it is for usto lay, that 
either the humours of the body fo called, or the 
topical! ferment of any part, may PR of a vis 
trio/ated nature and quality : fo allo vegetables may 
allume a vitriolate energy, as Lajula, Limon, ſuc+ 
cory, vineger, ( which doth repreſent the tart qua» 
lities of vitrio) ) &c. who have a ſharp, piercing, 
powerfull (pirit, and therefore not fit to be diftill'd 
in lead or peuter. 

Hitherto the childiſh, ignorant and vunadviſed 
ſelt-contraditing error of Phylitianshath been ex« 
ploded, and may much more be made maniteſt by 
theirraſh, fimple and common practiſe in bidding 
and preſcribing d:##i'd vineger in the common 
leaden ſtills. Unto ſo low a pitch of ſtupid igno- 
rance hath vulgar Phyſitians fallen, that ſo cafily 
and implicitely entertain the cuſtomes and tradit1- 
ons of their predeceſlours, without any examina- 
tion or duediſquiſition of thethings. 

L et us therefore takethis to pieces, diſſeR the 
concentral s of it,and ſee if thoſe ſtills be the true,na- 
tural and genuineengines to draw forth thenature, 
eſſence and privy property relient in it. Vineger 
then, the circumferential round or cadaver of wine, 
whoſe acidity proceedsnot, nor 1s not caus'd by & 
— but is ambuſcado'din thoſe occult 

and acid ſpirits of ſalt, lurking in the conclaveor 


ſhop of the ſpirits of wine. Thists perceiv'd in 
the whole field of wines, though never ſo gene- 
rous, ( before the ſpirits retire to their garriſon, 

| or 
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orconcentrals, as inthe making of vineger) when 
in thedrinkin wn cy da certain grateful pun. 
&ion, ſtriking pleaſantly npon the palat, from 
the ſingular temper of the vi#riolated acidity, being 
mix'd with ſweet and ſulphureons ſpirits placed in 
the wine by the Archew of nature. Hence is it that 
ſome vinegers are madeſbarper then others, as the 
contain in them more or lefle of the nature of labs 
armoniach. For bmplewater devoid of all ſalr, by 
no trigidity can grow acid. Tartartherris nothing 
but the acid vitriolate criffalline ſalt of the. wine. 
Moreover vineger 1s both mineral and vegetable. 
But the vegetable excels the others: ſeeing not on! 
art produces it, but alſo nature in acid fruit, chict- 
lyin Citrons, limons, oranges : allo inGooſe-berries, 
barberries, Se. in herbs ſorrel, trifolium, acetoſum, 
naſturtinm Indicum, ec. Every acidnm then 1s 
not cold as thedull diſquiſitions of vulgar Phyſiti- 
ans hath left to us, and as toample ſatisfaftion is 
elſewhere demonſtrated. Nor 1s vineger made by 
the total ſeparation of the ſulphureous ſpirits from 
the wine; when of winefrom which the ſpiritsare 
divorc'd, or which is corrupt, and hath loſt his 
ſpirit, no vireger can be made + But the more ge» 
nerous and rich the wines are, ſo much the more 
ſtrong is the vineger made of them. Of wine alſo 
relvid from omphacine grapes, and which is al- 
moſtdevoid ofall ſpirit, 15no vineger made- And' 
not onely out of wine is vineger made, but alſo out 
of Beer, Ale, Hydromel.and the juices of ſome frunts 
abounding with ſpirit z and out of which a 
ſpiritlike unto the ſpirit of wine may bedrawn,but 


out of others which want ſuch a ſpirit, n cannot be. 
Is 
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Is not then that lean flat and cadaverous produt 
out of vineger by the common ſtills not only ridi- 
culous,but abominably, and horridly hurtful ſince 
every acidum by reaſon of its corroding energ y, doth 
operate in a perpctual ebu/tjon, The acid f{pirit 
in the round or yerge of the maſle of wize isofa 
vitriolated encrgy,powertu!ly infinuating and picr= 
cing into a proper ſubje&t. For an abluluteimpoſ- 
fibility 1tis thatthere can be any the leaſt acidity, 
which having once met with a proportionate ob- 
jet, does not immediately begin to operateonit. 
This is ſober verity, as by example way be made 
manifeſt, Yineger how weak ſoever, put into a 
pewter ſaucer, and ſuffering it to ſtand a while, by 
and by begins to put forth its ative, acid corro- 
ding ſpirits and in the vineger you ſhall perceive 
clearly a certain white mother as it were ſwimmi 
in the vineger; and the bottome of the ſaxcer, ſhall 
be damask'd with white ſtreakes, yea, ſhall be 
white and rough all overthe bottome,and a certain

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and Gentlewomen; and all of. all ſorts, lay aſide 
your peuter {aucers, and no morecat vineger out 
of them, but inſtead thereof, you may uſcſaucers 
made of fine Earth, orfilyerplate. 

As clear again, vineger, how flat and cadaverous 
ſoever,having once touched upon the ſtone concre- 
ted 3n the head or ſtomack of a Cre-fiſh,vulgarly 
(but erroneouſly )call'd Crabs eze, can by no means 
contain it ſelf, but muſt Immediately at in a phren- 
iy of inquietude by oblique and circular motion to 
the diſſolution ofit,and reſolye it into a clear, dia- 
J__ liquor. But what I pray you of this a:i4 

irit is drawn off in the diſtillation of viseger, by 
the common ſtills? Any thing but a bare ficam, as 
zejune as the crude and black ignorance of ſuch 
phlegmatick heads* When ſhall we awaken from 
the Lethargy of this ſupine negle&? 

Unſucceſletul and deplorable arethe preſctipti- 
ons of ſimple diſtill'd waters as the remedies and 
militia againſt the hoſtility of any diſcaſe or di- 
ſtemper, either in the head, as by cephalick waters 
of ſage, betony, 8c. Inthe /wngs, by pectoral an 
pulmonlack, asof hyſſop, Colts-foot, &c. Inthe 
Liver, by hepatick waters of Agrimony, Endive or 
Sxccory.,, &c. Andſoofthe whole vegetable Mo- 
narchy. Vain are the drinks of cooling priſass. 
Vain are theliqoriſh ſweetJu/aps of diſhill'd waters, 
in ſeavers, | Vain are the decottions or Apozemr, 
whoſe wenſtrue are diſtill'd waters. Thelike is to 
be ſaid ofthe whole myriad of medicaments drawn 
from the poorand thin Common-Wealth of cold 
and crude ſallads, without ole or ſalt. To which 


wermay ſubjoin, that the ſamealtitude is taken by 
S the 
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the Aſtrolabe of perſpeQtive reaſon of thoſe ABCda. 
rian Nuntii, the torlorn hope of further ſickneſle, 
their preparatories, asthey have god-father'd them, 
cxcept it be of as bad, if not worſe remedy then 
the diſeaſe. What can they lay the mountains 
low? Canthey exaltthe valleys ? Can they make 
the crooked path ſtraight in the body of Man ? 
Can they do any job of journey- work tor their C#- 
tharticks that are to fucceed > Carr they attennate 
that which isgroſſe, viſcidand thick, or thicken 
the fluid and thin ? Can they fix and nail that which 
is volatile? Can they humect the parts poſleſs'd 
with an atrophy, or aridure membroram ? Unleſle 
it be with het wateriſh parts, and in ara/ogy to 
common well-water?Can they exſiccate or dry up 
theſuperfluous humidities of the body Yes, c- 
ven as if dutch Wind-mills ſhould drain the fems upon 
New-merket heath:;(o as little power and vertue have 
theyto do any of theſe:for nil dt non habet.The 
pr2j ers IN | ng 
ns, that thus grinde t iſt of the dotages 

and dreames of their rdtleceliours turn'd about 
with the epidemick verrigo, the current of diftil/d 
waters of vegetables, As if our bread would be 
dongh, andthe whole batch of medicines ſpoyl'd, 
without the unſalted and unlea'vned preſcriptions 
of ſimple waters. Ah! alas can thefe, as well re- 
al, as nominal, faeple waters ſerve as a breaſt-workz 
or palliſadoes to ſtake out the hoſtile invaſion of a 
diſcaſe ? Or barricadoe and dam up the recepto« 

veſſels, and all the paſlages of the body from 
theleaſt entrance or footing of any malignant dil- 


temper into our Common-Wealth > or drive 
ou

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out any Goliah, or Pigmey diſtemper with theſe peb- 
bles taken out of this ſhallow brook of waters ? 
Once more, will the radical indiſpoſition of the 
Lungs, Liver, or any other more or lefle noble 
part be hereby reftified, or defended from a ſecond 
aſlault by this poor contemptible Chamber-maid 
militia? No ſure, their forces are ſcatter'd, ny 
routed, never more like to ralley agaia. Marc 
boldly on then the enemies and invaders of our 
health 5 be not retrograde nor ſtationary , but 
with a full career charge nature through and 
through, while your adverſaries forces are weak, 
and routed. For their General and Lord Nature 
cannot receive any recruit or aftiſtance from her 
auxiliaries, or make any ſafe retreat back to her 
primitive ſtrength, but muſtbe inforced toxeſigne 
to the tyranny of the Conquerour, aud cry tor 
Quarter. 

And to meſerioully 'by this and ſuch ammuniti- 
on, it the wholetrain of atillery be no better, nor 
thole mon; Renee apedog of Phyſick, Her- 
exhpatce ts —_—_ make no!

AU tha 
things, ſowePhyitians with whom T havetalked, 
I have oblerv'd havebath ſeen, known, confels'd 
and contended for, and yet in theirpractice, and 
_—_—_ their preſcriptions, are ſonegligently for- 
getfull, or deſperately obſtinateand wilfuf asto 
commend and command in their Recipe's the Apo- 
S$ 2 the- 
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thecary tomingle ſome of theſe ſimple diſtitl'd wa- 
ters in a leaden ſtill, and that with ſuch ſerjous 
ravity, as if they were to be-ſaluted Do&or with 
ok feet. Nay, what Phyſitian' isthere-almoſt that 
by his vratiſe does not confes his incogitant infa. 
tuation, whoſe eaſy and incircumſpettcredulity can 
drink down,even to a deluge,rh1s torrent of ſimple 
diſtill'd waters? Nor could I httherto ſuffiejently 
admire how poſſibly cur Fwropean world could be 
ſo groſly circumvented by the grey-hair'd traditi- 
onal dreams of their predeceſlours, 1n a bulſineſle 
ſovain, ſimple and inefficactous ; that men whoſe 
clear reaſon doth entitle them to plenipotentiarjes, 
ſhould thus proſtitute their credulitics to the le- 
ds and Romances of ignorant paperltuffers and 
criblers. Seethen with whata full and ſwe<llin 
tidethe infolent torrent of cuſtowe bears all afore it 
when even thebeſt and underſtanding part ofman, 
the crown and ſtrength of all his facultiss floats1ike 
adead drown'd body on the ſtream of vulgar ap. 
prehenfions, drinking down even to gorging this 
uddle of fimple waters, and other ridjeulous fi. 
Hons : and how pofiibly they ſhould inhabie thus 
long, unleſſe they be the loweſt lees of an epite- 
mick infe&ion, 1iver-growntotheir fides, which 
erhaps will never uncling without the ſtrong ab. 
of ſome heroick wegiitrate, whoſe high of. 
ficedares lead him both to know and to do with 
out any frivolous caſe-putting. 
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WW: will now atlength come to ſhew thetalla. 
cy of the ſchools,and theirignorance1in the 
prerogativeot pmplcs and medicines; 1ntheir pro- 
poling ſuch a tedious interval of time between the 
reception, of the medicine, and the working, or 
demonſtration of his aGtivity : by which meanes 
they have cloaked their defects, and more lightly 
ſer off among the common people their large time 
of curing dileales. The ſchools teach that the ca- 
dayericty, and dulllethargyot medicines, 15 con- 
tracted by the Opium of a frrgidal temper and con- 
ſtirution 3 andthatthey are altogether le, fruit- 
lefſe and cerd, unlefle firſt by our beat,as by a Cook; 
they areprepard and being excited are by it acua- 
ted: This they have concluded and ratified; inas 
much as medicines taken or apply'd, donotby-and 
by explode their faculties in us, _ ignis : but 
they haveneed of a certain ſpace of time, -whereby 
to produce their effects, by przviousdiſpolititions, 
Nevyertheleſieifa ſpace may be requir'd, that -an 
alteration may be made, which is an effect of the 
medicine ; that truly doth nota whit argue the a- 
Qion ofthe medicine to be by our heat, otherwiſe 
then neceſſary, that the medicine might acquire 
the donation of his activity or liberty of working; 
which he hath obtain'd and was granted him from 
the creation wholeand ſound, full and free. Mote- 
over theeffets of medicinesarenot produced,,un- 
lefſe firſt there be a diligent and ſkilful preparation 
and due _ application, and then wich a more 
exquilite eppropriation they imprint their powers 
inus. Wherefore beit fooliſh, that pepper, vinc- 
gar, &c:; ought to borrow their aF:vities and gifts, 
[44 agendun ſuſcepta | from our heat : as if the mo- 
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narchy of onealone heat, ſhould be the fountain 


and primary cauſc to givelife to lo diverſe and 
manitold ettefts. Wherefore 1in good ſooth that 
matter may act in us, as touching this, ſhehath 
noneed of any other extrinſecal thing, extra ſe: but 
as primarily ; ſo alſo without delay, ſhe puts forth 
her —_ by the importance of dilpofitions, itfic 
be ducly apply'd. But becauſe the ſenſitive Anime 
C which the ſchools have baſcly confounded with 
their Calor ) doth apply the receiv'd powers, and 
then doth make a certain new and proper aCtion to 
her ſelf, and ty vicall, Therefore the powers 
which the ſenlitive Anima hath received from the 
medicine, are onely occaſionall cffeftive cauſes, 
and ſhe can if ſhe will paſte them by, and n 
them, whichis manifeſt ia 1obuſt bodies, whodi- 
geſt without troubleviolent Jaxatives tangquany Ci 
bor. Andindyingmen; in whom there15 an ap- 
lication ofmedicines, but not an appropriation; 
reaſon of the negle@ or defet of the ſenſitive ta- 
culty: *For in ftrong bodies the exciting heat ts 
not wanting, and yetno effedt, 

Moreoverif delay muſt intercede berween the 
medjvine that is apply'd and'his effe&t; that doth 
not happen becaufe ofthe defet or exipence of the 
aftivity of things; but by reaſon of the neceflity 
of the vitall, emergent and fubſequent a&ivity 
through an1wpreftionmade, by the medicige;For 
a virulent force 4s 'not' Wanting 'm thebiringota 
Serpent, aMhough fometimesit doth not ſhew Ts 
effet , by reaſon. of ſome impediment: ſo many 
have ſo accuſtom'd themſelyesto purges and laxa- 
tives, that atkengththey work not awhit, _ 
caule 
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cauſe heat is wanting in the man; or that the laxa- 
tives havycloſt their priſtine ſtrength : butthe 4»; 
ma hath contracted a certain familiarity by thetre- 
quent uſe of them, inſomuch that at length it doth 
more {lowly inflame by thoſe poiſons, then by the 
firſt Courſe. 

Laſtly it's true and perpetual that all ſenſation, 
conſiſts rather 1n ation and vitall judgement, then 
in a paſlion. Whether that ſenſation happens in 
the exteriour ſenſe; or in ſome paſlion of the 
mind: or in the natural and ſympatherick ſenſe of 
inanimate things. Atleaſt it is clear, that medi- 
cines do not need the przgreſſion of our heat, that 
ay fag. att ſimply : but a ſenlitive power, which 
is the principal actor, hath need of agents, and 
ſenſible objeds, that ſhe may perceive,and in per- 
cciving may at. Therefore theaQtion of ſentible 
things, doth occupy her ſelf on both ſides by the 
mean of an occaſional cauſe, in reſpe&t of the ſen- 
fitive Anima. For that cauſeneither do medicines 
work in a deed body, byreaſon ofthe defett of the 
principal and immediate agent, which is the life 
or ſoul. Whence alſo it 1s ſufficiently manifeſt 
how prepolterouſly hitherto thevertues of reme- 
dies are attributed to an agent,or principall and vi- 
tal efficient, and how neglected the principal agent 
hath ſtood as well in healing as effeting diſeaſes. 
Verily if a medicine ſhould be atuated by our heat, 
as ſuch, it muſtcometo paſſe, thatevery medicine 
alwaies, and everywhere, ſhould equally worke 
in every humane obje@, actually hot. But a laxa- 
tiveexhibited inthe ſame doſe, looſens in oneter- 


ribly, in another nota jot 3 and yet on both _ 
ut- 
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ſufficiently excited by our heat : yea, the ſame which 
ia ſtronger bodies is without effet;in weaker bodies 
forthe moſt part ragesmolt violently. But we paſſe - 
lightly over this ſcene, and religne ir to others, 
Thus by this plainand evident demonſtration we 
haye good encouragement to truſt, where it ſhall 
meet with intelligible peruſets, ſome ſtay at leaſt of 
mens thoughts will be obtained,to conſider and pro» 
mote this prudent and manly expoſtulation : and 
not give away their birth-rights for a-melle of this 
cold pottage of not daring ornot willing to ſpeak, 


We now willingly come according to our pro- 
miſe, which is due, to arraigne and examine the 
naturalities of the other univerſal main pillars of 
curing, namely phlebotomy, fontanel/s or iſſues, and 
Dyet, as three other props of bealing, which being 
ſhaken, the whole edifice falls downe of its own ac- 
cord as rubbiſh, and being taken away, Phyſitians 
do deſert their patients, having no remedies but 
ſuch as parging and blowd-letting, the only publicans 
which by an inſupportable exciſe impoveriſh the 
whole body and make Nature bankrupt by exhault- 
ing the ſtock of aliment from the vaſaand viſcers. 
All which we will touch particularly, 

Theſe things are praftis'd and preſcribed, as de- 
ſigned for the evacuation and conſuming the ſtock 
ot morbifick diſtempers. Wehavedone then with 
one manner of evacuation of evil humours, purgati- 
cu, andthat by a, twofold Inſtrument, viz. Cathar- 
1.ckror purges, taken in at the mouth, the ArJick 
pole, and a laxative C/yſter, at the port #ſquiline 
theantartick pole, The fecond manner of eyacua- 
tion, 
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tion followes, which: is the going out of the tide of 
bloud, by the ſluice of phlebotowy or blond-letting 3 
which alſo weares the Fools-Coat or Livery of the 
Lady Ignorance, and well may be reputedfree of 
the Company of Phylitians other, not moreerrone. 
ous, thenfoul, miſcheiyous practiſes, 

As the Invention of Clyiters was learn'd from a 
Bird, ſo bloxd-letting from a Horſe. Good Teach- 
ers. Maids children and Horſes ſchollars ſhall be 
well diſciplin'd ; -betterfed, then taught. Verily 
by the conſent of Galen, in every feaver(the heftick 
excepted, phlebotomy is requiſite, Tothe {chools 
therefore and the deſtructive cuſtome of thisgiddy- 
headed Age we do frame this /5/logiſme; and that 
from feavers, the moſt acute index Of all their 
grounds forbloud-letting. 

Phlebotomy is unuſeful whereſoever it ts demon- 
ſtratednottobeneceſlary : or where the indication, 
proper toit'is wanting, 

But in ſeavers,it is not demonſtrated to be meceſ- 


ary. 
Therefore phlebotomy in feavers is unuſecful. 
Themajor 1s moved: becauſe theend is the firſt 
diretor of cauſes, and diſpoſer of the meanes unto 
it ſelf. Therefore in what thing ſoever the end 
doth not point out a neceſlity of che meanes, 
they are in vain fitted andrelatedtoit, not being 
requilite thereto; eſpecially where it is clear by 
refleion from the glaſle of Contra-indication, That 
bloud 1s not drawn out of the rivulets, the veins, 
without the fall or 1ofle to- the whole ocean of 
ſtrength. Such meznes therefore are bad!y inſti- 
tated which the end ſhewes to be in vain, _—_— 
| T all 
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full and to be done with the dimioiſbing ofthe 
ſtrevgth, 

The minor 1s praved by Horatizs Angenize de 
woute ſando,m his three books Ex Profeſo. Teaching 
with the conſent of the Academies That 4 plethorg 
alone, or tos great « pleniznde of the veins, that is, 
3 nlmiety of redundance of bloud, is the only Gr - 
mon in the table of directions Sr perocteny And 
dat it doth not run jn a direct line to the fanation 
of tayers, but 10 the oblique angle of flackning 
the full blawn ſails of abundance of blaud, and be.

The concluſion indeed may ſeem to come out of 
the Futepia of novelty and the rabies of paradores, 
yet liveth in the £dew of lobes very, Which ſhall 
therefore be further proved, Galex bimſclf proy- 
th the ſublumption teaching , Tbet there is more 
cheler [433 cred in coory we of a feaver, they in ' 
te daves [Pace bt ln the mean time the 
reſt of thq members of our pyblick ſtate adjourn 
not, nor ſuperſede ——_ vgpevi ( anrording 5 
the 1/onewy Or pare formelllawes of Re-pubiiques 
pouriſtment of the accuſtomed bloud. That is, 
beſides the laviſh expences and exhauſtion of the 
eemmon ſtock of aliment that is expended by this 

new 
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new Tenant and Inne-houlder, the Feaver, who hath 
now taken livery and ſciſen, they conſume their 
own patrimony , the fat of the ordinary bloud. 
Whereforethen from this advantage, it gevuinecly 
and neceſlarily followes, that itin a healthy perſon 
there be an allowanceotf eight ounces of bloud for a 
daily portion, that then ſo alſo ſhould be 
tranſmuted into mtriment, or otherwiſe the man 
ſhould ſtraight protuberate mtoan exceſſive huge 
bulke, more deformedly corpulent then any Gara- 
antua, Therefore if in a ſound perſon there #5 
iminution made of eight ounces o bloud - Cer- 
tainly the greedy feaver will conſume no lefle. See- 
ing then there is hetleor no appetite of food, dige- 
ftiow or ſanguification, of unavoidable neceſlity, 
within two dayes, thefull ſea of a plethora ( tt there 
was any in the new Moon or beginning of the fea- 
ver) will ſhift its rides into a low ebbe, and1n the 
wane of its fall and decreaſe,the falſe and dangerous 
ſhole or quick-ſands of indication for fpringing a 
leak in the vein by phlebotomy, will appear as a 
mare mortiunm, end In ee into the$ty- 
gian Gulph of errors. But that there isno plethors 
in Feavers, they ſee; who ſuffer ulcersby an 7/- 
orCautery-whichtruly are preſentlydryed upbyt 
ſolitice of Fexvers, nor make noefluxion, accord- 
ing to the accuſtomed manner of their purulent 
excretion. Hut it 1s chiefly and defervedly tobe

Trunk, ' ax entire cavje 5 but evill 
from the racemation of ſeveral defects : and fo that 
this (tate ſhould not be called plethoricall : but ca- 
cochymical/. - Neither to defire phlebotowy but 1a- 
ther purgation ,.. which may ſeletively expell the 
bad, .and. leave the goes. And ſurely theſe their 
contradiqory Theſes being conceded,it will be a ge- 
nuine illation, that the indication of phlebotomy is 
not yetin no wiſe proved. For. according to'the 
to of the matter we before ſhewed, the Anarchy 
of a cacochymia keeps not court inthe veins, the e- 
fe of whoſc Reigne is only the perturbation of 
the bloud. For the appealing of which matiny, 
the grand deligne is not taken ſo much; from the 
exhauſtion and arraignment-of* the well-affeted 
blowd , before the Barre of phlebotomy, as the pre- 
{cribing a medicine , which ſhall be as a High 
Court of Juſtice, with the power of 0yer and Tey- 
miner luddenly to takeaway and cut off this grand 
Delinquent, the ſole troubler and his Tyranny. 
Eſpecially ſeciog that it is the purer bloud, woun

ſtirated inthe place of Indication, fome C oindicati- 

ons or Counter- Indications, in #quitality. and as x» 
quiponderant or zxquipollent ro Indication adz- \1g6 
quate in Natwre, and prapenderant to Contra- 
indication; which otherwiſe truly, ſeeing it is de- 
ſumed from the conſervation of ſtrength, oughe 
wholly to obtain the chiefeſt place, for this cauſe 
ſeriouſly , That every feaver is quickly, ſafely and 187 
perfettly cureable without bloud-letting. For in 

good ſooth they uſepreſently but one only remedy, 188 
and ſerve all their ſo wwltifarioxs and diverſe pu- 
trefactions of their Clients, the hawowrs, and fea- 
vers flowing from thence, with one writ of ejetZ- 
went by the habeos Corpus Or turnkey of Phlebotomy: 
Beeauſe it helpes aboundantly ( as they fay ) and is 
ſtopped at pleaſure. 

By which diſtiniftion truly they doe in ſome 
ſort diſgrace their /axatives.For they ſay, although 
phlebotomy may ſeem requilite for a Plethora,by a na- 
tural and ſingular indication ofit felf; yea, neither 
properly doth it take away the putrefied humours: 
yet it refrigerates, exonerates the burden of the 
veins, K recreates the powers, takes away part of 
the evil humour together with the good; and —_ 
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the current or catarrh of humours, at the damme or 
neſt of putrefattion, by derivation and revulſion, 
and alſo aſſwageth and removyeth them. Where. 
fore nature feeling comfort, is bufied about, and fi. 
niſhes the reſt more ſucceſſefully and eaſily. Theſe 
are good words (and we with to be true ) ayes the 
ſow, cating penitential pſalmes ; 'but avail no- 
thing tomy hunger. Theſe are the Endrxes or Co- 
indications , by which they rs” to continue 
mens milchicts; which ave touch particular.

Forhowſocver, 
phlebotormy at thefirit or rextcrated courſes, often- 
times may feem to 'be as it wonrd#. nos x, 
and-to uſher in a power to tame and atiwage rhe 
intenſe heat and acutencilc of texvers, Yer it talls 
outno otherwiſe then thatthe Archew being driven

Which aflertion the 1urks and 2 
great part of the world confirme, not owning with 
us the reaſons nor uſc of phlcebotowy, which was ne- 
ver read, that God ever ordain'd it in Nature, nor 
to a _ of it, nor yet to have made any Men- 
tion of it. Under the 0ttowan Empire, the great» 
eft part of the Indies, phlebotomy is not uſed, nor lo 
much as heard of z yet the ſtrength of theſe Natt- 
ons, their agility, readinelle, vigilancy,and conſtan- 
cy of labour, as well in aftion as fufterance, you 
may learn out of the Hiſtories. Now concerning 
the firſt ſcope of Co-indication, which is called re-

| pang bloodletting doth no otherwiſe refr1- 
gerate,then as it ſteales from the vitel heat but hath 
not the northern pole of fri tee and politive 
power for its Horizon, by which meanestruly ſuch 
a refrigeration becomes nocivous.

In 
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Inthe conſideration of which, we ſhall bring a re- 
markeableſtory of Prince Ferdinand, Brother to the 
King of Spaine, who in Anno. 1641. wasopened: 
tor being agitated with a tertian feaver eighty nine 
dayes, dyed in the two and thirtieth year of hisage, 
His heart, Liver and Lungsbeing taken away , and 
the veins and arteries difleted, ſuch a paucity of 
blood was found. that a conflux of ſcarce a ſpoonfull 
of blood, iſſued in thecave of his Thorax:for his liver 
appear'd altogether exaygwious, and the flaceid cru- 
menation of his heart, contracted an 4trophy, and de- 
monſtrated a penury of b/oxd alſo. For two dayes be. 
fore his death he hadecaten more, if morchad been 
given him.For he was ſo exhauſted by, bloodlettings, 
purgations and hirudinall blood-ſuckings, as we ſaid, 
that his ſceletextal! fabrick appear'd as a pale ſtats: 
of exanguinalityzyetfor all this the cruel Tertiandid 
not forget to keep its paroxy/arr{ courſe and return, 
What profited therefore (o great an evacuation of 
the bloud?Or what may be obſerved by a judicious 
perpenlion, from that refrigeration, bur the illati- 
on of vanity to be clearly demonſtrated from ſuch 
evacuations, which donot take theleaſt puntilio, 
from the latitude of feavers? The fame degrees, 
and as bad and worſe occurences of deſperate evils 
and miſchiets, we find here at home, by this in- 
veterate and deplorable practice of Bloud-let- 
ting. 

Ah alas , 4; this the method of healing which 
makes a Phyſitian, whom the moſt High hath cre- 
ated and commanded to be honoured forthe neceſ» 
fity of him? If it know not to curea Tertian ina 
young man,to what purpoſcis that method?ls this

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the Art that the whole needeth not but the fick 2 
Let this therefore teach Phyſitiansto fear how they 
expoſe their febrile patients ro the congreſſe of cold 
things, in which they ſhould be largely and pre- 
ſently experienced, and by a mnbelroken know 
the vertueof their refrigeratives, becauſe they may 
not much confide in Geir Anomalies of heat and 
cold. For fceingit isclear that the whole meridi- 
an, {windge and irradiation of heat in the province 
of feavers, isof thelatitude, and Empire of the ve- 
ry vital ſpirit it ſelf:it-followes alſo, That the breath 
of refrigeration by the Boreas of phlebotomy, is a 
meer exhauſting and impoveriſhing of the Com- 
mon-Wealth of the vital ſpirits and bloud toge- 
ther. wn + yrarg be gu" cured as an R_ 

ature by phlebotomy, asa refrigerating rem 

© in hew conftat | ) and bycold - ver w 
others intend the cure evenin a quotidian (which 
they have ſubſcribed to be an inflamation of patrid 
fleam) they would obtain at leaſt that refrigeration 
farre more eaſy, by expoſing their paticnts half na- 
ked to the breath of the north wind , or 
hanging him 10 water, or in adeep well, until 
he ſhould confelle himſelf ſufficiently cooled, for 
ſo preſently and largely they ſhould abſolve the 
cure, if » woe mvrend mag within, did not 
condemn their febrilows ce of beat. We cannot 
therefore ſo readily ſubmit our belief,that the com- 


motion of our bodies in a feaver, is but a reverberium 


\ of beat,an impetuous agitation,and-only abare tem- 
peſt of heat: but ther isalſo oderrnpaties ofan oc- 
calional vitiated matter of known hoſtility againſt the 
native economy of the parts, the protruſion of which 
V the 
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the #rchews is labouring and buhted about. in w hich 
concertation, their enterteres an advertitions ac. 
cenfion , the ſywbole of ts indignation. Which 
Theory {o long as it ſhall beneglected in the Schools, 
thecure of feavers will be prepoſterows, pernicious and 
conjeeural, and fo.a}l not worth thanks to the Phy- 
ſitian, ſeeing they may be cured by the ſpontane- 
ous and mecitull goodneflo of nature: and we 
wiſh and with ſubmiffiion advil e hat P%yfitian« 
would not tamper with them ſo much as they 
do. 


But to make haſt to theargument of curing by 


the ſubitancous precipitancy of col/ , the School: 
will reſpond, It is a dangerous !tinzry ro go from 
one extreametoanother. By which ſalve of their 


ignorance, they endeavour to ſtopthe mouthes of 
people, as if they ſpake ſome thing worth our 
cares and faith : not being ſenſible of theirraſh 
inadvertency,' how in the mntertrigation of their 
own hypotheſes they contradif themſelves , when 
they encomiate Phlebotomy chiefly for that end, and 
dextralize and preferre 1t before their laxatives, 
that it preſently and aboundantly helpeth by refri- 
eration ; and therefore in their nomenclature, 
ve preſum'd to giveit theappellation ofan eaſy, 
quick and univerſal help. For its own impoten - 
grounded in ignorance, they diſtortand ſtrain to 

the arbitrament of an ll underſtood and worle ap- 
plyed axiome: Beeauſe truly there js not the lealt 
queſtzon to be made; "but that one may preſently 
cut the rope of a man hanged, that being deprived 
of aire, be might enjoy x more quickly. Again, 
that one may place adrowned man in a p_ p0- 
ure,, 
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ſture,that he may caſt forth the warey out of his [wng-. 
One may, I ſay , drag out ſome certain body tothe 
bankſide: and may preſently free a wound from 
that exotich wia/me and indiſpoſition, that hath pol- 
ſeſſed it, and bring it to a circatrice, For very ma- 
ny ſuch wounds are cloſed in one day : becauſe the 
ſolution of continuity wantsnothing but its reuni- 
tion; one may preſently ſer afra&tured or difloca- 
ted bone. The ſick may likewiſe be reſtor'd in 
the Fpilepſie, Syncope, Lipothymie and Cramp much 
ſooner, the belly loos'd preſently and the detenti- 
on of excrements abſolved and may preſently ſtop 
the mwlicbrall fluxe. For it is not to beſuppoſed 
that nature rejoyceth in 1ts owu deſtrution, and 
that weary of a ſound and lovely ſtate of health, is 
willing to open the gates and let ingrimfac'd re- 
pentinous Death , and ſhould refuſe a Remedy of 
that noble entelechy, which ſhould ſuddenly expel! 
and drive out the malignant diſeaſe, except ſhe 
lovesto be thought notto do-that, which in poſſi- 
bilities 1s beſt ofall, nor co defire that every thing 
ſhould have a being, and be conſerved. In de- 
monſtration-indeed, it is accounted impoſſible to 
go on from one extreame to another, without a 
mean, and that mean wholly deny all interjacency: 
which if wehave granted m naturalities with a cer- 
tain latitude, we ſhall deſeryeto be adjudged hi- 
therto to have done very well, and whereofnot to 
repent, Verily we may not ſcrue and urgethat of 
demonſtration, unto ſanation. We confeſs indeed 
that the Drop(y may not be drawn forth by Paraceu - 
tees allat atime: asalſotochciateall the purulent 
matter at once ont ofan Apoſteme, is not good 
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neither to carry onefrozen with cold, immediately 
to an Hypocavſt, nor to feed one aboundantly who 
3s almoſt ſtarved with famine. Kut truly the ſlow and 
neceſlary inceſſhion-of medtocrity,or the progreſfion 
from one extream-to another, doth not conſtrain 
that, as ſuch, as if nature ſhould make ayerſation 
trom ſpeedy opitulat jorr. 

Seeing. that this indication 18 peculia?, natural, 
medullary andintirely proper toir. But theſe things 
are forbidden, becauſe theexolution of the powers 
thence depending, would not bear thoſe ſwift mori- 
ons. Theſchools therefore by lophiſtication of a 
cauſe not as acaule, do drivethe bk from a ſpee- 
dy remedy which they have not; that they may 
veil their 1gnorance,and introduce their exthywcmes 
among the common people, under certain Axi- 
omes badly direfted. For as often asnature effects, 
and with a Trine,aſpetts the pe rfect ſanation of dil. 
ſeaſes, which may be genuinely accomp!iſhed in 
her own termes, without loſſeor detriment to the 
powers, (for theconſtellation of powers hath'the 
Aſcendand and firſt houſe, the metrapolitane place 
in the/5/#eme of indications, ) whereby it's the ſoon- 
er obtained, and manumitted into a greater Jubilee 
of Nature, as we have often obſerved in Fea- 
vers.with much pleſure, and profitable admiration. 

Therefore( in plaintermes) if a meer heat above 
or againſt nature be the Aſcendant in the Horizon 
of Feavers,and every cure ought to be performed by 
the mowomachy or civill warres of debellative con- 
traries: there isrequired therefore a preternatur- 
all refrigeration, namely that contraries may ſtand 
ſub eodems genere. That 1s every Feaver ſhould ne- 
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ec{ſarily be cured with the conclamate cold of the 
ambient : and chiefly becaule the cold of the cir- 
cum-ambient aire doth colle&, not diflipate the 
wers. But the conſequent 1s falſe; and there- 
ore the Antecedent. The ſchools theretore do not 
intend ro perſwade into a gentlecalmneſle, their 
onely impetumfaciens,the heat in teavers,by the ven- 
tilating R ketorick ot Phlebotomy : but they chiefly 
reſpeft the ablation of the-bloud and mittigation 
of accidents, which uſhers iv-and- procures the de- 
bilitated powers, or the diminution of-che bloud 
and ſtrength, is the only beam in theireye, and 
which they primarily intend. Whereby with a 
more 'colourable deceit they may call that a freer 
reſpiration of the arteries, But wevery mnch e- 209 
fteem the indication which concernes the reall con- 
ſervation-of the powers, & 13 op ite tothe miſer- 
able and anormous depletion of the veins whatſoe- 
ver, becauſe in the diminution and proſternation of 
the powers and ſtrength ,being outed of their 25+ 
gour, and now exanimated into a dull and faint avy- 
cropſychie, nodifeaſecan in theleaſt degree,orlarg. 
eſt latitud of intention be profligated fromthe con. 
fines of vitality, nor doth any thing remain to be 
done by the Phyſitian, bur to ſtand fora cypher. 
Hippocrates therefore concludes Nuture to be the 
only #ſculapizs of diſeaſes; becauſe the indication 
which is deſumed from conſerving the powers, 
ſhould moderate the whole ſcope of the cure. Ther. 
fore as the keeping ofthe powers, is the prime indi- 
cation perpend:enlur to health, and conducible to 
perte& reitauration, and thisto be perſwaded from 
the convincing arguments of reaſon; ſoalſo its cor- 
re- 
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relative thebloud , becauſe it containeth them, 
Hippocrates indeed it's confeſled, commands to 
tet bloud preſently and aboundantly 1a the ſtreny- 
ous plethora of Athletick bodies : and that the 
{chook every where thunder out tor phlebotomy.But 
their allegations for that in the cure of feayers and 
difeaſes, 1s extreamly: ridiculous and worthy (the 
blaſhes of learned men. For he commands not 
that for fear of the plethora , although their yeins 
might ſufficiently abound with bloud : but onely 
lealt the full-Gutied vellels ſhould ſtreia and burl(t 
in the exerciſe of their ſtrength + otherewile, what 
intercalation or aUvecnt 15 there that 1s common to 
ſound Athletick Entcrprifers, with the cure of Fea 
vers? For there is no fear of a piethor a 1n one aftiit- 
cd with a Feaver, nor that ave ſhould be broke 
by exerciſe. 'Yer it is to be noted, that the deple- 
tions of bloud, do fo behave themielves, and are 
atſuch a paſſe: Forafmuch as the huxuriant exhau- 
ſtion ofthe powers accruing upon the libidinous ſa 
crifices:to the Cyprian D awe, is irreparable, becauſe 
ittakes away from the innate {pitit of the heart. 
With ſemblable reaſon and in proximity tothis, is 
thedeſtructiveexhaultion made by phlebotomy, tor- 
asmuch as it readily aod privily ſteales away and 
that plentifully theipfluent 4rchear. But although 
the malignant tindture and influence of a diſeaſe 
doth perpendicularly allo oppugne the /y/5gia of 
powers ; yet becauſe it doth it not «ff atine, ſed /en- 
ſimr, therefore the cardinall effect, 15 rather a _con- 
cu{ſion and attrition of the powers,then a real exbau- 


ſtion. 


The reſtauration therefore of the ſtrength from 
the 
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the diſcaſc of attrition doth more calily and readily 
bend and follow the auxiliary hand of the Phylitian 
then from that of exhauſtion, by phlebotomy. For 
thole who 1n any difeaſe are debilitated by bloud- 
letting, arcoftentunes diſappointed of the Criſis, 
and if in the dilatory expergefaQtion from a dit- 
calc, and railing ts {crge, t intorecrult, and 
nature 1s not put upon ſuch hard duty, but they 
now become a little better; yet they pafleout at 
the poſtern gate and narrow way of many anxieties, 
and along flux of time it is, e're theſe valetudina- 
riſts arrive at the broad and pleaſant way of 
convaletcence, and not without fear of thefreſh a- 
larm of cluſory recidivation. But they who take 
their decuwbiture ina diſeaſe without phleboto- 
my, arecafily reſtored, and by and by attain to their 
priſtine ſtate of ſanity. And if they aredeftitute 
of remedies, and ſometimes are drivento EX= 
tremitysz yet Nature endeavors the Crif- and doth 
refe& them, becauſe ao their ſtrength ſuf- 
fer a cm———_—_—_ by a diſeaſe, yet a; | 
riſh not, becauſe” no exhauſtion by Blood-let- 
ting. | 

Wherefore a Phyfitian is bound by the peculiar 
ditates of conſcience and charity to heal the ſick, 
not by a ſubitaneous expoliation of the powers, as 
neither by the dangers flowingfrom thence, nor 
yet byabreviation of life, accordingto that in the 
Pſalmes, my ſpirit ſhall be attenuated, and there. 
fore my dates ſhortned. And ſeeing according to 
Holy writ,the life lurkes in, the bloud, therefore 
a plentiful profuſion of bloud, cannot but be a con- 
fiderable prejudice to life. 
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_ Forpreciſcly the perpetual inrention of Nature 
1n curin feavers, 1s per Hexridngy, per [udores. 

And thereforethe reflux or periodical exacerbati- 
ons for the moſt parr arechecked and ended by the 
profixeinum of ſweats. But phlebotomy1s the antartick 
pole , 15 diametrically ſte to this 4ntention. 
For truly it vellicatesthe bloud inwards,to replete 
the veſleis empty of bloud : But ſeriouſly the mo- 
tion of Nature requiſite tothe ſanation of teavers, 

roceeds from the centre to the circumference, 

rom the R-galia of the noble parts and en- 
trails, tothe line of this our garriſon, the Region of 
the Pelt. But that bloud- letting does hurt unavord- 
ably, by the dependent neceſſity of its debilitation, 
we need no ſtrong inducements to charme our be- 
Hef, although ſtronger and plethorick bodies, may 
ſeem tothem, who to paſle by the trouble of a ju- 
dicial and ſerious penſitation, are inclined to' 
lieve, that they findavd witneſfle the contrary: if 
that holy writ which tells us, that the hife dwells in 
blowd,hath not weight ſufficient roengage our cre- 
dence; at leaſt it may be made manifeſt by the 
barbarous logick of Phlebotomy, pleaſe you. to fut- 
fer the cafe trouble and experiment of opening a 
vein and bleeding largely. For preſently the con- 
cluſion and evi given in will be, That the 


ftrengthor powers &+ the ſick are faint and fall together.

diſeaſe, hunger loſſe of appetat . inquietude, pains, 
anxieties, waichings , [weate, ? "Nor ought a 
Faithful Adjuvant or helper tolay load upon load, 8: 
add weakneſle to weakneſſes.Deceitful is thathelp 
which phlebotormy brings and his remedy ſo uncer- 
4ain,thatno Phyfitian hitherto durſt promiſefrom 
thence future lanation. Ne 
In carneſt it is worthy our moſt ſcrious.conſider- 
ation, when we take notice. how.every Artificer 

performes what he promiles, to wit, the 1 
maker.bis Image, the, Bujlder his edifice, the 
Shooe: maker faſhions his lhepes, andall this ad wn- 
gem, - But alas onely a Phyſitian, it» cold ſþaſee 
of inconſtancy, dares promiſe: nothing of his Art :

neath. Letthery ſhew I ſay; how the effluviuw of 
bloud, and diminution and exciſeof the ſtrength 
by the Cubit, will beſuch a'convenient mother, to 
own ſuch a produGtion as will impede-corruptiov, 
or import the corretion and redintegration of 
the putrid. Let them alſoexplaint ves what 


they 
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mean, when they ſay, that phlebotomy ſhould 
be made, that the arteries may more freely reſpire, 
when that putrefattion {it there were any pollibi- 
lity of it '4n the veins )-would not affett the arterial 
bloud, the ſteward of whole Nature; Moreover 
Jer them. prove that the good bloud- and ſtrength 
being diminih'd; proportionably, there is a great- 
er powet to qe impure and inquinated 
by corruption, (+ as they ſuppoſe )of preſerving it 
ſelf from-the' putretaction that is imminent. Let 
them inſtruft us likewiſe contrary to Scripture, that 
the life: and foul are rather, and more delectably 
inthe remaining contaminated bloud, then in the 
purer that istaken away by- phlebocomy. Other- 
wiſe we tnay have freedome enough toconclude, 
that the letting forth of the , doth neceſ- 
farily and regularly include ther augmented ſrock 
& propottion,& unbridled licence of the remaining 
evil bloud. Whart if then inthefeaver and veins 
the bloud be bad, and they ſay it is good( asa fig 
and effe&t which la phtebotomy flowes forth bad : 
and ſhould they eſteem fo much at leaſt of the tak- 
ing away of bad b/oud;towhich we find no grounds 
for our belief roincline; For, firſtlet them prove; 
whereby,that their incrimmationand arraignement 
of the bloud to be noxious, may appear by the verdict 
of apodificall eyidence and demonſtrationto be ſo 
indeed, as we before have, and by andby (ball 
fully acquir and find not guilty. And then ler 
them indo&rinate us how by ſuch a ſudden and 
large emiſſion of the bad bloud, no prejudice is 
madetothe powers and ſtrength : and that the re- 
maining inquinated bloud, the ſtrength beingnow 
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diminiſhed, and a depletion made of the 
ſhall bethe cauſe why the corruptian of the relt 9 
the blond is Jeſle able'to proceed? And whether 
they can hope, the bloud being, after what manger 
foever, once putrified in the yens, that from ſuch 

2 privation there can be in nature any regreſſion : 
And alſo let them ſhew, notto contradig,,; how it

212 and this property tobertaken away 4 polteriori, t6

For if at firſt the umpnrer bloud be drawn out of 
the vein, they iterate the opening of ayein, aud 
inthe i*ter-v conſteroate and /perturb the pow- 
ers, and thereby take away all bopeof the Criſes, 
which if 4t come out redder then ordinary, they 
cry out with that magnifying eſtcem,as itthe whole 
beap of evill were taken away at once, .and-a5 if the 
ſeat of feavers had been extendedin a paralell liae, 
only from thecontinent of theheart,unto the I:th- 
wes Of theflexureotthe Arme: butthe good had 
been reſidential about the parenchymatick Labo- 
ratoricofthe Liver. But we have known fearful 
evacuations of rhe laſt excrements 'alwaies in the 
Dropſy, wach more therefore in the bare taking 
away of bloud, which in a direft line takes away 
the vital ſpirits,from the centre of the heart to the 
ciroumference, by theorifice ofthe-yein, whether 

the bloud be or bad, or neither, 

And herelſecing we are fallen upon it lo-direttly, 

21, WEbavea fair opportunityto enquire into the pu- 
+* trefaion of the bloud or corruption of the ſame, 
andnow ftriftty'to arraign and examine its ndtur- 
al:tier, and \ce i there be any poſſbilie for it to 
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outlive the faith of them who ſeek to bear it down. 
And therefore not only imply heterodoxical, but a 
very rough- hewed paradoxical alleyeration. it will 
ſeem unto inflexible cares, if we ſay, That the blowd 
_ ot in the veins, and perhapsto ſome as 
deeply heretical and of as high a Tincture, as comes 
not ſhort of the trantubſtantial ovigration of the 
grapy juice of the papall Szoramentarians. 

-- The opinion of bad and corrupt humours, and 
worſe bloud, hath been the Camtharides to phlebo- 
tomy, aud ot bloudy diſadvantage in the method of 
healing. - Let the ſchools therefore know, That 
the bloud never putrefies im the veins, but ( like Gemini 
in theZodiack, or Hippocrates twins, ):ts line or Fes 
liptick it runnes in , the vein it (elf putrefies alſo, as in 
the Tropiek of G angrenes and mortifications. Moreo- 
yer like precarious mendicants, they the 
queſtion, who let out the bloud; leaſt by the azag-+ 
net ofits ſtagnancy it ſhould attratt and be im 
nated with the puddle of putrefa&ion. Alſo who 
aſſert, A ſynochus or Canſur to be generated from 
the embryo of putrefyed bloud in the womb of the 
yeins. Alſowho fay, that when Mercury the bloud 
putrefics in the Ba/mexm of the veins, it is tranſmn- 
ted into choler. If we ſuppoſe that ſome excre-+ 
mentitious, forreigne and alien hutnours and ſemi- 
nalitics, may impreſſe a ſaminal/ miaſme in the parts, 
by a breath or blaſt of woes or other. inquina- 
ting ferment, and thereby diſorder and pervert the 
functions, yet will it not therefore follow, that they 
are capable of corruption or putrefaftion. For pw« 
rrefaFton, according to thefaith ofthart great Ele- 
mentariſt,Ariltotle, 7: a corrwption of the proper =_ 
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{ecundum naturam, in every bumidum, by axother 
heat that is ambient, Here Ariſtotle requires three 
things neceſlary-unto corruption. - Firſt the ſubjett 
or matter of putrefattion, .which 1s , uwnmgqbodgue 
bumidam. . Secondly, the form and ; 2 wes PU- 
trefaction, namely, the corruptiou of the proper 
heat from its own natural ſtate, ſothat ofa natur- 
al ſtate, it is made preter natxram. And laſtly, the 
efficient cauſc, 40 wit, the heat of the ambient, 
The which it one of theſe be wanting, .corruption 
cannot then be. made. 

In conformity and analogy to this, Alexander 
lends us his ſuffrage, inlib. 12. cap. 2. where he 
proves, The humonrs do not putrefie in the veins, but 
that they arerather congealed;extra wala, then putre. 
fie. It they putrefy in the veins, wormes would be 
generated, becauſc- that there the heatis more yi- 

rous, then.ui the Inteſtines, where-animals are 

ren .of corruption. Jaubertas alſo is not farre 
from us, thinking, That ai corruption is made cum 
fxtore. But in the veins theres no ſtor; There- 
fore no.corruption. ' Joubertms allo adds, That al 
things are conſeracd in there proper places : butthe 
veins are-the proper Conſeruatories.of the bloud and 
humours,therefore putrety not. , Capriolus reſponds 
tothis, ' That although wrey thing 1s conſerved in 
his proper place, yet. the ſame may putrety trom 
cauſes proceeding ſom'other way.He brings an exa- 
mpleof wize, which although it ſhould be conſerved 
almoſt alwates in its proper veſſels, yet ſometimes 
it 1s corrupted in them, and putrefics by other 
cauſes. But becauſe it is indecorum to the regulari- 
ties of philoſophy to deny Theorepr, We contunry 
aſſert, 
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aflert, every thing to be conſerved in his proper re- 
ceptacle ornative conſervatory, Tothe example 
of Cepriolws which he brings w' wine, welhall one- 
ly ſay» That w:ze is not in the Hogs: head or vellel, 
as in bis propernatural place, nor hath it a proper 
place, when 1t 15 not contained in his proper t 

or boundary ; for the wine is detained in th 
veſlel againſt his nature. And thoſe bodies which 
aretaken away by external forceand injury, have | 
not a _— and natural place. Man for this cauſe 
is mortal 

Weremainalfo doubtful in the generall Theory 
of putrefaction; tor we find it ngtan unuſuel{nor 
laudable ) cultome for fluctuating ſpirits, whoſe 

lenity of belief inclines, or obſtinacy of will con- 
ſtreinsthem, to dilatethe notions of things beyond 

the propriet1es of their naturs. The ſchools they /#p- 
ponere quodlibet tt probetuy quidlibet, [atheir Theorems 
of putrefation, which we thusprove: The bloud is 
kept fluid even in a Cadaver or dead body; in its 
Trunk, the veins, as appear, by the conſent of all 
Anatomy, but oncelet out by the key of phlebo- 
tomy doth preſently bythe deliquinm ofthe Ambi- 
ent, condenſe and coapulate into colchot ar ſanguinis, 
clods. Now the coagulation of the blond is the 
prodromws and Alphaonly of putrefattion, There- 
fore if the veins by their proper balme, (not ſhorr' 
ofthat of Memphis, ) pretervethe bloud from cor- 
ruption in a dead body, much more will they in 

the living, 

Its an argument 4 #inori ad majas. It's truc ſome 
forreign excrements may perturbthe bloud in the 
yeins,as we beforebinted, to wit, the ſurplu ſage,

The veins therefore are ordain'd by the high 
court and Councel of Heaven to be Lord Commail- 
fionersdeputed to keep the bloud from corrupti- 
on: becauſethe life is confermented to the bloud 
of the veins, -and therefore both are caſt out by the 
leaſe of ejetment of bloud- letting z they both to- 

ether havetheir current through the {Juice of pblc- 

tomy, and make their exit at one door, the ori- 
ficeof the vein. Under this queſtion therefore the 
glory and deſtination of Nature doth cometo ruin: 
or the whole courſe of healing huckerto acor'd by 
Phyſitians. Put put rhecaſethatit be ſo, By what 
ſignes do the ſchovuls judgeof putrid bloud ? Is4t 
not from thecolour, whiter, blacker,yellow, gree- 
viſh, or browniſh £ From the matter viſcous,thick, 
wateriſh, thin, &c? And at laſtfrom the conſ(i- 


ftence, not febrous, or not hanging together ? But 
We 
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wedeclare under the penalty of being convicted of 
aly or ſuppos'd thing, itany one pleaſetotry and 
examine the bloud of two hundred, common tlound 
perſons emit'ed in one day, which though many 
of them may be very unlike in aſpect, colour, mat- 
ter and conliftence; and let many oftheſe be di- 
Rl'd, y er they ſhall be found tobe equally uſcfull 
and profitable in healing, For alchough many of 
them ſhould ſeem putrid;ſome zruginous or atrabi- 
lious: yet inthe frlt place, theſe perſons wheace 
the bloud flowes forth, are all ſuppos'd to be ſound. 
Wherefore we have {]ighted the table of judge- 
tents from the Hemaſcopy or fight of the extrave- 
nated bloud, and haveconcluded, that the bloud 
commanded by the Phyfitians to be kept, was 
chiefly for this reaſon, that they might find out one 
viſitation in the lick. 

Verily it putrefa (tion of bloud hath any place, 
and doth demonſtrate its emiſſion from that title, 
irtakes place in the phgue. But phlebotomy in the 
plague is deadly 3 Therefore there is never no pu- 
tretaction in the bloud. : 

ny / eye there bethirty men alike afflited-with 
the Pleureſy,andten of them give forth bloud appa- 
rently vitjated: (for the bloud of plewretick perſons

letting. Certain it is, that thole twenty have their 
blo ud no otherwiſe aftefted then thoſe ten, who 
werelet bloud.

on;and farrediffering from the bloud of pleureticks.

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Therfore the bloud of plewretick perſons isnot  cor- 
rupted,although it may ſeem lo : becauſe from the 
b'ack pathes of corrupted bloud, there is no retura 
tothe way of lite and ſanity. Black bloud therefore 
or livid, green. &c.donot lignifie thecorraption of 
it : but are {y mbolizationsof only its efferveſcence, 
or fermenta!! rurbulency. _For inthe firſt place;it 
the more wateriſh and yellow bloud doth denote 
its vitioſity, the arterial bloud ſhould be far worſe 
then the bloud in the veins; which is falſe.

The 
putrefaGtion therefore of the humours, of the bloud 
alſoand the ſpiritsare fabulous ftories,& a warring 
againſt them more ridiculous then a fight in 9uixot.

corrupted: The Major is proved,becauſ corruption 
in us, '15an eftet of the ſequeſtration of the virall 
diſpoſitions. The Minor is proved by thoſe cured of 
the Plague, plewreſy Bt feavers Without bloudletting., 
Allo, 1f the bloud is everjudged ro be putrid or 
corrupt, exiſting in the veins, it js that chiefly, 
which is hemorrhoidal/:+ but this ts not corrupt, 2 
though ix bealmoſt as {t were extravenared;T here 
tore the bloud is never to bejudged putrid ih the 
veins. The Adajor the wholeprattiſeof Chj . 
proves, by alcers begotten of the hemorrhoides. 
Fhe Minor Is proved , * becauſe we' take a met- 
te, armgot which being worge,' takes away the

And we 
can with alittle pains make appear what miſera- 
ble,bloydy deſtructive and languifying effects hath 
followed it ,- that ſhall outvye and bear down all 
the mountains of good they can heap up... For 
what though-the cruel;and barbarouspratiſes of 
thelc pſexdo-megici by diminiſhing .the requilite 
quantity of bloud, lite and ſtrength, ro the great 
and almoſt irreparable detriment of the patient, do 
by pn Os veinsand emaciating the body, 
bring a little eaſe, do they-therefore {trike atthe 
roote of the diſeaſe, and deſtroy the cardinall et- 
ficient thereof? Nothing lefſe, Now concerning 
bloud neither good nar-bad, it is not worth ſpeak- 
ing of iareſpetof y ſeeing it 15 de- 
pyed disjunttvely,- it mayalſo bedenyed copula- 
tively.

Verily the ſchools have. miſpent 
their {weat and cile every where in the medicall 
profetlion, 1n tripperies, childiſh pageantries,. and 
have ſet to ſale for ſolid ſubſtantial verity,as ridi- 
culous toyes as ever the Piazza Bordel/o, or looſe 
ſtage. player,Balladier,or blind harper could expres, 
and fuch | as delcrve* only the ſpunge, and: the 
contrivers or Abettors the hiſle. But at laſt,it can- 
not be leflethen any's wonder, that one poor Goxt 
acccunted for Catarths, like a ſuttle fox hath cluded

&d butchery, with their 1mpoſtures, then imitate

Paracelſus himielfe hath roo efte- 
minate]y ſtooped to this opinion, and faies,that all 
San4tion maſt up and fini s/ſumlatzen, 
admitting ſometime otherwhiles the: velications 
and tempeſts of Contraries, _ And although #mility 
doth proximely include fawiliarity , and facility of 
reception and entertaining the remedy , wwion, in- 
erefſe, and penetration vg of the conformi- 

ot the Symbele - yet the abettors heredi. know 
not that theſe arenot Agents fufficiently indowed,nor 
capable or requifiteto $metion : but gccaſianall 
means, externe, or mediciacs procuring favour or 
help: fach as is the purity andfubtyty of a medi» 
cine. Wherefore we coticave that x nhediaintpyos 
perly, immediately , and cflictently coafifts in its 
compeent or appropriatehabilities ! By which Nas 
tre upon her own legs again, and 'rifes from 
her fall. Thereare cruly natural endowments, ſpe+ 
cifica and dotata,which A 0 from their Gavlity. _

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they are thoſe things in which our Archeas finds de- 
light. As forexample. Bul1z2z14 or Famine,is as 
it were worbas perdaut 7, Which by ther ſufferance 
of a few daics,cruelly kilk: 1 Now tis not healed 
by its contrary,meat nor by fmil:ty.” Neither doth 
famine accuſe or declare a defect otbloud being ta- 
ken away. Forthen Dyſenteries and Phlebotomy or 
blond+letting fhould neceſlarity make aus hungry : 
But 10 famine there'1s a devaltation of the nurrj- 
ment, andrhat of theſtomack it ſelte, not by the 
ineenfe peptick quality; 'but by the vigour of the dj. 
eeftible, eſurineand depaſcernt terment. For as often 
as the ferment of the ſtomack is well ditpoled, noe 
having an obje& whereon to work and fate its ap- 
petite, it conſumes the proper aliment of the t104 
mack.” Famine therefore ſuperſedes from raging 
and hath his quietwr eſt, by meat;, not as it's contrary 
rotheferment, ' nor: that itis)ike tothe ſame = bur 
becauſe itis an appropriateremedy. The likeis in 
the healing of all diſeaſes whatſoever, namely,there 
is required an adzquation of the remedy to-the in- 
diſpoſition of the Archeas, and taking away the oc- 
cafoks cauſe. Which appropriate convenien 
of the remedy or thedoſe, preſuppoſes a proporti- 
on as well in the degree, as quantity, as alſo adap- 
tation and application, with a ſpecifick adzquation 
of conformity. Thus farrealfo it includes an in- 
dication and cognition of the end : the habitude 
and exigency of ourfaculties and the accord of them 
with theremedy, in which again the doſe is ſuppo- 
ſed. For ſo remedies would not only reſpond to 
theparity of objes, but alſo to the determinations 
af the ferments.

Others there are again who think to make medicine 
out of the Chymiſts Ternary of new principles, Sal, 
Sulphur and Mercury ; and thereby think themiclves 
Natwres Zanies and imitators. - To this do many of 
this Age ſubſcribe: butit is tobe withed that they 
did know otherwiſe, and might cometolearn that 
digeſtion of Naturenever tends to thoſe three prin- 
ciples, and that we never arenouriſhed by them : 
but with one onely and the ſame congenerous or 
conlimilar liquor, whereby we conſiſt and havevur 
Individuum entirely preſerved. Many things by 
their firſt- bullition depone their priſtine vertues. 
For {o A/arum ofa vomitive evades into adinretich : 
And for the moſt part the anijſone and ſpecitick pro- 
pricty of a thing 1s deſtroyed, by. running diviſion 
into thoſe three principles.

to take away diſcaſes both-fafely and readily on the 
ſhoulders of crude -femples; © For it is the primitive 
method of healing noted in ſcripture. That the 
Higheſt) had created medicirie out of the Earth. 
Tenlyanebodhagerg art draws forth & 1nvigorates 
many things with a degree of a greater and higher 
exerſy, inalmuch as 1t excitesa'mew. err5 ; 1o. on the 
other 6de again it doth debilitatemany things by a 
privie and joſeglible ſuffuration. ''1t's a boldat- 

tempt to accule nature 2 ſluggiſhneſle, dulneſle 
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and imperfection, whoſoever ſuppoſesſhecan per. 
fet nothing without Pyrergy. Let the (emination 
of things bear teſttficationtothis. Forin vegeta- 

ble produGtionsthere are fomerhings which ſpring - 
up of themielves; Such is the propriety of i rm. 

which multtply "within themtelves and have no 
ſexual} diftmguithments, buethe power of the ſps- 
cer contained in their. individual/eninaldtics and 
produttzons: according to thet xwot the Oveution, 
Gen. 1. Let theearthbring forth eraſe, the berb yield- 
ing ſeed, andthe tree gieldrug fruvt, whoſe ſeed is in it 
ſelſfe.

operations. Bur yer their poteifative imharmcics

this Paregyrich of ſimples,we do not vilifie,or detract 
from the due praiſes of Pyrotechny : but well ſerves 
onely for a le&ureto thoſe, who admitnothing but 
thoſe three principles, as they are pleaſed ro optnion. 
_ But when a dieaſlec hath all ready entered the bor. 
ders of life, and hath riſen to ſome height, almoſt 
ſeen in the meridian of lite, and is marched upto 
the walls of the pallace of vitality, and hath almoſt 
fatally foiled Netwre, then there is required higher 
medicines, of a more noble Frtelechie then thoſe 
which Natwre produceth of her own accord ; and 
then the Phylitian will know that he needs a great- 
erlight then what Galen and the ſchools have bea- 
conedup unto him. ' Andto ſpeak freely what can- 
not be conceated, and will daily break out more 
and more,'all this is tobe accompliſhed by the exact 
benchtand exquiſte operations of pyrotechny.Con- 
cerning which we cannot but ingenioufly confeffe 
that it now beginsto be looked into; great capati- 
tics that are conſtellated to be ſomething more then 
ordinary,bring wearted out of the old fruitlefſe un- 
ſuccelletull way. Tet two forts of people we finde 
are cul pable of Hyr»»boticall deviations. One in their 
Fncomiums of Chymicall preparations attributing too 
much we fear, more then they poſſeſſe: the other; 
we know, leflethen they delerve. A degree be- 
yond the latter goes 1 fort, who raile, revile and 
ſpeak evill ofthofe thmgs they know not. For m 
that thing, wherem they deny the verity of the 
ſcience, they manifeſtthatthey are ignorant of it. 
others apain m a pernick fear, bur more triendly,yct 
equally ridiculous, ſay, that chymick medicaments 
arenot without empyrexma:that they are hot, virulent, 
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and but little uſed, andleſle fafe. Secondly, that they: 
are baſely ſophiſticated, and adulterated by Chy- 
mit; taithleile ſelves, and carelefle ſervants, Third- 
ly, T hat they are virslent medicines, powerfully poi- 
Jonows, and very dangerous. That they muſt ei- 
ther cure or kill, and theretoredeſperate remedies: 
and withthis tace obtrude their pulillanimous and 
untrue notions and A10l«'; os falle conceptions on the 
vnlgar. 

To the b:{t we ſhall briefly ſay, that we believe 
the reſentment of the powertull vertues and exqui- 
ſite operations ct Spagyrick remedies, 15 a ſoretem- 
ptation upon them to makemany a voyagebeyond 
the Xquinod al; lineot lruih, to Apes and Pex- 
cocks; which make: them fo contentto gather the 
ſtubble offallities, to make their brick wikhall, Ie 
1s not therefore true, that all Chymica//medicines 
are prepared by the ſtrongelt degreeof fire. For 
oftentimes but a gentle breath 15 telt,and ſometimes 
ſcarce diſtinguiſhable. But to this Galen himſclt 
will anſwer, who teaches that by a ſtrong fire moſt 
medicines do depone all their acrimony Kemordacity. 
And beyond all doubt, and by commonexperjence 
it appears, that by this Spagyrick artthe tierceſt me- 
dicimesaretamed, and by it medicines that are o- 
therwiſc poiſonous, their deletory parts being ta- 
ken away,aretranſmuted into Cardiacal/, . More- 
overthough the eflences of vegetables and aronma- 
ticks are hot: yet their volatile ſalts ( which few 
have ſeen ) are temperate, 1othat if thou, knowelſt 
to tranſmute oile of Cynnemon, Cloves, Lavender, 
&c. intoa volatile ſalt, you have then attainied:a 
teryperate med;cine,effecting as much as 'can be ho- 
ped 
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ped for from thoſe pwples, in an old vertigo, palpits- 
tion, i Apoplexie, and thelike. Asfor example. If 
orle of Cynnamon, &c. be mingled with his alkaal [alt, 
and progretiing by a molt artificial and occult crreue 
lation tor three moneths wichout any water, till 

the whole be changed into a vo/atile /alt, you have 

then a real temperate medicine of a great value; 

and then-it will cruly trauſlatethe eſſence of its ſim- 

ple into us, and bear it into our firſt conſtitutive 

principles. Verily the admirable powersof moſt 

excellent thingscryaloudto heaven, as ifthey had 

comein vainz whenthere is ſcarce any man can c- 

mancipate them from their tetters, and looſea their 

bonds, and free them into a Jw1/ee of liberty toatt, 

and pay that benevolence which they owe unto mor- 

talls. And roconclude this objettion the Contri- 

vers may becomparedto the Fox,that deſpiſed the 

grapes for their ſowrexeſſe, when in Truth they 

hung tvo high for him, and fo were out of his 

reach. 

Totheſecond, that theyare ſophiſticated and a- 
dulterated, we reply, That we have to do with 
things and not words: we have to do with medi- 
cines, andnot with things nothing related to an ex- 
pert Artiſt; withtheir right preparations, not ſo- 
phiſticated or carelelſe preparation. Shall the abuſe 
of a thing takeawaythe ule? Andto comenearer 
to themſelves, what greater colenage and ſo- 
phiſtication is there in their magnilied Cardiacall 
ſtone of Bezoar? Will they therefore not uſeit at all? 
Weconfelle we nnening acknowledgethatthere 
is much baſcneſſe and fraud uſed in thecommon Chy- 
miſtry of the ſhops. For it iscertain that fraud . $ 
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the adjun&, and isalwaies connefted to gain, and 
ſo to the adulteration of medicines. But how 
this does ſquare to the opprobrieof Chymili; and 
their remedies, weleavetorthedecifion of impartial 
and 1ngenious heads. 

Itis no great _ to deceive the ignorant in 
things which themſclyes profeſiero be unskilful in. 
Yea, thoſe gentle things which theirdemure mo- 
Ceſtjes darecloſc with, as theireſentiell oyler,which 
areſold tor 2 deer price, are all and eyery oneof 
them adulterared : if nine pares of oyle of Almonds 
be mixed to one part of the eſſential ozle, theex 
riment i« ealily wade, For caſt it into a ſpoonfull 
or more of 4q»+-vit.e, and whatſoever ſwims a top, 
1s of the eſſential) ozle; but thereſt 4m yedaline- And 
this more ſafely and clearly may be made manifeſt, 
if you experhnent #t itt Baln#9, Oyle of Swiphur is 
halfe rain water:But the aci4 wer of vitriol, wholly 
a cheat. Which with a ſ{wpl- examination in Balweo 
will preſently appear ,that [carcethe fixth part is 
pure. And thus many more medicines which are 
gotten into familiar acquaintancenow with Galeyi- 
cal Phyfitians, and are conmonly uſed and preſcy i- 
bed, may in time'when the gpagyrich artthall come 

to be refined and fubtimed, appear very ridiculous 
and worthy their blaſhes, being ſach as they will be 
aſhamed troown, This then may ſerve to wipe a« 
way that dirt which they haye endeavoured to caft 
on the lovely faceoff Chymiftry, and conclnde this 
objefion, defiring them ' to take notice that does 
bark not at the ſports, but light of the moon. 
Torhe 3d. That they arevirulent medicines, power. 
fully potfonoas,as appears by the ſmal doſe or quay 
tity 
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tity given-Thar they either killor cure, therefore 
deiperate rewedies, we reply, that theſe things 
from their ance in this art, and the 
preſumption and ardacienſreſſe of ſome knaver, who 
uſe enly moſt vehement things, and prepared with 
a prepoſterous operation. But this doth vyerity 
that Adege, that knowledge hath no other enemy 
but the 1georart; which 1s manifeſt by this, that 
theſe Corroſives and manifeſt poiſons, by Art may be- 
come ſweeter then ſugar. Moreover their own 
ſepticall and eſcharoticell medicines, their Plammula, 
Crowſoot, ſmallage, Exc. dolay down their Veſtcan 
tory quality by diſti/arion, as any vitriol vegetable 
as juice of Citron: 1ts acidity,and water pepper its acri- 
wony. Nor doth it avail any thing to ſay that chy- 
mick medicinesrareadminiſtred in a ſmatl Joſe. For 
that doth nat accuſe its virwlency; bur declares its 
high entelecbieof ating xz and that they are more fa- 
miliar and fri "to Netwre. Beſides it ismore 
familiar to thoſe Phyſtiors that are called Gale- 
nicel, whotollow the old doftrine and way to uſe 
thoſe frong evedivines , which the chymiſt; bring 
ſeldome mntoule, at leaſt they berter prepare them. 
_ And which isathing very obſerveable , in the 
commonand allowed way of Phyfck at this day,the 
ſinkand feurne ef the world, the very 4raff of men
